Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the 
State Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, the 
sum of forty-five thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary, to pay the per diera and mileage of the officers, members and em- 
ployees of the Eleventh Legislature of the State of Wyoming. 

Sec. 2. There is hereby appropriated out of the funds in the State 
Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, the sum 
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of seven thousand ($7,000) dollars, or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary, to pay for the necessary legislative printing of the Eleventh Leg- 
islature of the State of Wyoming. 

Sec. 3. There is hereby appropriated out of the funds of the State 
Treasury of the State of Wyoming, not otherwise appropriated, the sum 
of four thousand dollars, or as much thereof as may be necessary, to pay 
for the necessary stationery, postage and auRplies for the Eleventh Leg- 
islature of the State of Wyoming. ., - /^ 

Sec. 4. There is hereby app^-opriated out of any funds in the State

Number Bequired— Oompensation. 

SectioiL 1. That Section 42 of Chapter 6 of the Compiled Statutes of 
Wyoming of 1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so 
as to read as follows : 

"Sec. 42. There shall be a Reading Clerk of the Senate and a Read- 
ing Clerk of the House of Representatives, who shall perform such duties 
as he or she may be directed to perform by the Chief Clerk or President 
of the Senate, or the Chief Clerk or Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives; and there shall be employed by the House four stenographers and 
typewriters, and by the Senate three stenographers and typewriters, who 
shall be under the direction of the Speaker of the House, and the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, respectively, and who shall be paid the sum of four 
dollars per day for their services, and who shall receive no other com- 
pensation, perquisite or allowance whatever. ' '

PROVIDING FOR THE PRESERVATION OF WILD GAME FROM STARVATION. 

APPROPRIATING MONEY THEREFOR AND PROVIDING

AN ACT directing the Governor and the State Game Warden to take immediate action 
looking towards the preservation of wild game in the State of Wyoming, where 
such animals are suffering from starvation, and making an appropriation 
therefor and providing how the same shall be expended. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Immediate Action. 

Section 1. The Governor and the State Game Warden of the State 
of Wyoming are hereby directed to take such immediate action as the 
conditions shall warrant looking towards the preservation of wild game 
in the State of Wyoming suffering from starvation. 

Appropriation. 

Sec. 2. For the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of 
this act there is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State Treas- 
ury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of five thousand dollars. Such 
appropriation, or so much thereof as may be necessary, shall be available 
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forthwith on the passage of this act, and shall be expended for the pur- 
chase of feed and expense incident to the distribution thereof, for wild 
game in the State of Wyoming actually suffering from starvation. The 
State Game Warden shall purchase such feed and employ such assistance 
as may be necessary in its distribution, and the accounts therefor shall be 
subject to the approval of the Governor and the State Game Warden be- 
fore the same shall be audited and allowed for payment by the State 
Auditor. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

**8ec. 3737. Notice of Foreclosure. Notice that such mortgage or 
conveyance will be foreclosed by a sale of the mortgaged property or 
some part thereof, shall be given by an advertisement published in any 
regular issue of any newspaper of general circulation published in the 
county in which such sale shall take place, not less than once a week, for 
three successive weeks ; or in case no newspaper is regularly published in 
such county, by posting up notices in at least three public places in such 
county, one of which shall be at the place designated in such notice for 
the sale to take place, and such notice shall be posted at least three weeks 
prior to the day of sale. ' ' 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its. 
passage.

Section 1. That Section 1765 of the Compiled Statutes of the State 
of Wyoming be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

**Sec. 1766. In actions brought to recover a penalty or fine in- 
curred under this chapter or under the by-laws or ordinances made in 
pursuance thereof, or under any law pertaining to cities of the first class, 
it shall not be necessary to file with the affidavit or complaint a copy of 
the ordinances or' by-laws or sections thereof charged to have been vio- 
lated, but it shall be sufficient to state in plain and concise language the 
act complained of and to recite in the affidavit or complaint the number of 
the section of such ordinance charged to have been violated, with the date 
of the passage or adoption of such section. 
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Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

AN ACT to re-enact Section 2356 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Who Compose — ^Time and Place of Meeting— Duties. 

Section 1. That Section 2356 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes 
1910 be re-enacted to read as follows : 

''Sec. 2366. State Board of EquiJization and Its Duties. The Sec- 
retary of State, Treasurer and Auditor, or a majority of them, shall 
constitute a Board of Equalization of taxes for the state. They shall hold 
a session at the office of the Auditor, at the capitol of the state, on the 
second Monday of August in each year, and it shall be the duty of said 
board to examine the various assessments as far as regards the state tax, 
and equalize the valuation of real property among the several counties 
and towns in the state in the following manner : First, they shall add to 
the aggregate valuation of real property in each county, which they shall 
believe to be valued below its proper valuation, such per centum in each 
case as will raise the same to its proper valuation. Second, they shall de- 
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duct from the aggregate valuation of real property of each county, which 
they shall believe to be valued above its proper valuation, such per 
centum in each case as will reduce the same to its proper valuation." 

Sec. 2. This act shall be in full force and effect from and after its 
passage.

CREATING PLATTE COUNTY. 

AN ACT to provide for the creation of Platte County and to provide for representa- 
tion of said county in the State Legislature, and fixing the judicial status of 
said county. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Boundaries. 

Section 1. That all that portion of the State of Wyoming, bounded 
as hereinafter in this section set forth, is hereby erected, created and 
made a county of the State of Wyoming, by the name of Platte : Begin- 
ning at a point in the western boundary line of Laramie County, at its in- 
tersection with the boundary line between Laramie County and Converse 
County; thence south along said county line to its intersection with the 
township line between townships 19 and 20 north ; thence east along said 
township line to its intersection with the section line between sections 33 
and 34, in township 20 north of range 65 west of the sixth principal me- 
ridian ; thence north along the middle section line of range 65 to its inter- 
section with the north boundary line of Laramie County; thence west 
along said county boundary line to the place of beginning. 

Portion of First Judicial District. 

Sec. 2. After said County of Platte shall have been duly organized 
and shall have chosen its officers, as provided by law, and the same shall 
have duly qualified, said county shall thereafter constitute a portion of 
the First Judicial District of the State of Wyoming, and a term of court 
shall be held therein annually at the county seat of said county at a time 
to be fixed by the judge of said judicial district, until hereafter provided 
by law. Publication of the time of holding said term of court shall be 
given by the clerk of said county by publishing a notice in a newspaper, 
of general circulation, published at said county seat ; said publication to 
be made at least thirty (30) days before the beginning of said term of 
court. The expense of said publication shall be paid for by the said 
County of Platte. 

Judicial, Revenue and Elective Status. 

Sec. 3. Until such time as the said County of Platte shall have se- 
lected officers as provided by law, and the same shall have duly qualified 
as such, all such portion of said Platte County, as at the time of the pass- 
age of this act, belong to or are a part, of some other county for judicial, 
revenue and elective purposes, shall be attached to the county from which 
said Platte County is taken, except as hereafter provided by law. 
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Organization and Be-Apportionment. 

Sec. 4. After said County of Platte shall have organized, as pro- 
vided by law, and until a re-apportionraent law may be passed by the 
Legislature, fixing the legislative representation for said County of Platte, 
the portion of the county from which said Platte County is hereby formed, 
shall hereby constitute a portion of said Laramie County, for the purpose 
of legislative representation. 

One of Counties of State. 

Sec. 6. For all purposes for which a county exists in the State of 
Wyoming, after its organization, and the qualification of its elective and 
appointive officers, as provided by law, said County of Platte shall be 
deemed and held to be one of the counties of the State of Wyoming, from 
and after the passage of this act. 

Repeal. 

Sec. 6. All acts and parts of acts, inconsistent herewith, are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 7. This act shall be in force from and after its passage.

After said County of Washakie shall have organized, and 
shall have duly chosen its county officers, as provided by law, and the 
said county officers shall have qualified, the said county shall thereafter 
and until otherwise provided by law, constitute a portion of the Fourth 
Judicial District, and one term of court shall be held therein annually at 
the county seat, upon such date as shall be fixed and specified by the pre- 
siding Judge of said Fourth Judicial District, proper notice thereof to be 
given by publication in at least one newspaper published at the said 
county seat of the said county, which said notice shall be published not 
less than thirty days before the date set for the opening of the said term 
of court. 
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Legislative Status. 

Sec. 4. After said County of Washakie shall have organized, as pro- 
vided by law, and until such time as a new census shall have been taken 
in the State of Wyoming by the said state or the Federal Government, 
and the Legislature, upon the basis of such census, shall have fixed the 
legislative representation of the several counties of the state, the said 
County of Washakie shall continue to be attached to, and constitute a 
part of the County of Big Horn for the purpose of legislative representa- 
tion.

Sec. 5. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

Until such time as the said County of Hot Springs shall have 
selected officers, as provided by law, and the same shall have duly quali- 
fied as such, all such portions of said Hot Springs County as at the time 
of the passage of this act belong to, or are a part of some other county 
for judicial, revenue and election purposes, shall be attached to the coun- 
ties respectively from which such portions of said Hot Springs County 
are taken except as hereafter provided by law. 

Legislative Representation. 

Sec. 4. After said County of Hot Springs shall have organized, as 
provided by law, and until the census shall be taken in the State of Wyo- 
ming, upon which a re-apportionment law may be based, the portion of 
the respective counties from which said County of Hot Springs is hereby 
formed shall continue to be attached to, and constitute a portion of said 
Big Horn, Fremont and Park Counties, respectively, for the purpose of 
legislative representation. 

Shall Be Deemed a County. 

Sec. 6. For all purposes for which a county exists in the State of 
Wyoming after its organization, and the qualification of its elective and 
appointive officers, as provided by law, said County of Hot Springs shall 
be deemed and held to be one of the counties of the State of Wyoming, 
from and after the passage of this act. 

Repeal 

Sec. 6. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage

CREATING GOSHEN COUNTY 

AN ACT to 
tion 
said county. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Description. 

Section 1. That all that portion of the State of Wyoming, bounded 
as hereinafter in this section set forth, is hereby erected, created and 
made a county of the State of Wyoming, by the name of Goshen : Com- 
mencing at a point on the boundary line between the State of Wyoming 
and the State of Nebraska, where the township line between townships 
thirty and thirty-one north intersects said boundary line, and running 
thence south along the said boundary line, between the State of Wyoming 
and the State of Nebraska, to township line between (18) eighteen and 
(19) nineteen north; thence west on said township line to the section 
line between sections thirty-three (33) and thirty-four (34), in township 
nineteen (19), north range sixty-five (65) west of sixth principal me- 
ridian; thence north along the middle section line of range sixty-five (65) 
to its intersection with the north boundary line of Laramie County; 
thence east along said county boundary line to the place of beginning. 

After Organization. 

Sec. 2. After said County of Goshen shall have been duly organ- 
ized, and shall have chosen its officers, as provided by law, and the same 
shall have duly qualified, said county shall thereafter constitute a portion 
of the First Judicial District of the State of Wyoming, and a term of 
court shall be held therein annually, at the county seat of said county, at 
a time to be fixed by the judge of said judicial district, until hereafter 
provided by law. Publication of the time of holding said term of court 
shall be given by the clerk of said county, by publishing a notice in a 
newspaper of general circulation published at said county seat ; said pub- 
lication to be made at least thirty (30) days before the beginning of said 
term of court. The expense of said publication shall be paid for by the 
said County of Qoshen. 

Until Such Time. 

Sec. 3. Until such time as the said County of Goshen shall have se- 
lected officers, as provided by law, and the same shall have duly qualified 
as such, all such portion of said Goshen County, as at the time of the pass- 
age of this act, belong to, or are a part of some other county for judicial, 
revenue and elective purposes, shall be attached to the county from which 
said Goshen County is taken, except as hereafter provided by law. 

Legislative Representation. 

Sec. 4. After said County of Goshen shall have organized, as pro- 
vided by law, and until a re-apportionment law may be passed by the Leg- 
islature, fixing the legislative representation for said Goshen County, the 
portion of the county, from which said Goshen County is hereby formed, 
shall constitute a portion of said Laramie County for the purpose of legis- 
lative representation. 
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Shall Be Deemed a County. 

Sec. 6. For all purposes for which a county exists in the State of 
Wyoming, after its organization and the qualification of its elective or 
appointive officers, as provided by law, said County of Goshen shall be 
deemed and held to be one of the counties of the State of Wyoming from 
and after the passage of this act.

CHAPTER 11. 

House Bill No. 16. 

RELATING TO CITIES OF FIRST CLASS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 1666 of the Compiled Statutes of the State of 
Wyoming, of 1910, relating to the style of ordinances of cities of the first class, 
the publication thereof, and for other purposes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 1666 of the Compiled Statutes of the State 
of Wyoming of 1910, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

"Sec. 1666. Ordinance — Style. The style of ordinance shall be: 

^Be it ordained by the Mayor and Council of the City of ' 

All ordinances of a general nature shall, within one week after their 
passage be posted in the office of the City Clerk and in such places as 
the City Council may direct, or published in pamphlet form to be dis- 
tributed or sold as may be provided by ordinances, and every ordinance 
fixing a penalty or forfeiture for its violation shall, before the same takes 
effect, be published once in any regular issue of any newspaper of general 
circulation in such cityj provided, however, that in case of riots, infec- 
tions or contagious diseases, or any impending danger, or any emergency 
requiring its immediate operation, such ordinance shall take effect upon 
the proclamation of the Mayor." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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CHAPTER 12. 

House Bill No. 19. 

PROVIDING FOR SURVEY OF UNDERGROUND WORKS IN COAL AND OTHER 

MINES; DUTIES OF COUNTY SURVEYOR. 

AN ACT providing for the survey of underground works in coal and other mines in 
the State of Wyoming and making it the duty of the County Surveyor to make 
such surveys upon the request of adjoining owners, in certain cases, and pro- 
hibiting and punishing any person hindering, delaying and preventing the fore- 
going in being carried out. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

County Surveyor Shall Survey and Plat. 

Section 1. It is hereby made the duty of the County Surveyor of 
any county in this state wherein is situated any coal or other mine or 
mines, upon the written request of an adjoining land owner, to enter any 
coal or other mine or mines and make a complete, true and accurate sur- 
vey and plat of the underground workings of such mine or mines, for the 
purpose only of ascertaining whether the said underground works are or 
have been extended beyond the legal boundaries of the premises belong- 
ing to the owner or occupant of such mine or mines and upon the lands 
of such adjoining owner, or to ascertain how near the said underground 
workings have been extended toward such boundary line of the prem- 
ises of such adjoining owner. And he shall make an official plat and re- 
port of such survey to such adjoining owner. Such County Surveyor 
shall receive from the applicant the same fees therefor as shall be allowed 
to such surveyor by law for county surveying. In case the said County 
Surveyor is interested in either of said adjoining properties, he shall call 
some competent engineer who is not interested, to make such survey and 
plat. And in all cases the said County Surveyor shall be, and is hereby, 
authorized to take all such necessary assistance to aid him in making 
such survey and plat as he may deem necessary. 

Unlawful to Hinder— Notice Must Be Oiven. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for the owner, superintendent or any 
person having in charge any mine to hinder, delay or prevent said County 
Surveyor, or engineer substituted for him in going into such mine, from 
making the survey and plat, and from carrying out the purposes and du- 
ties referred to in Section 1 hereof; provided, however, the said County 
Surveyor shall give to such mine owner, his agent, or superintendent, at 
least ten days* written notice of the date on which he will begin such sur- 
vey. Any person violating the provisions hereof shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and shall for each offense be fined in any sum not exceeding 
one thousand dollars, or be imprisoned in the county jail not to exceed 
six months, and each hindering, delaying or preventing for each and 
every day shall constitute a separate offense. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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CHAPTER 13. 

House Bill No. 18. 
PERTAINING TO UNUSED PORTION OF LIQUOR LICENSES. 

AN ACT providing for the credit upon new liquor licenses issued by any city or town, 
of the unused portion of any liquor license for the conducting of any saloon 
business sold in good faith by the owner of such license to the purchaser, and 
new license issued in lieu thereof. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section. 1. That in all cases where a retail liquor license has been 
duly and legally issued and the license money fully paid into the treasury 
of any city or town of this state, and the said owner of such license hav- 
ing sold in good faith to a purchaser such saloon business, and a new li- 
cense issued by any county, city or town for the carrying on and continu- 
ance of such saloon business, then and in that case, the authorities of such 
city or town shall credit upon such new license the unused portion of the 
license so belonging to the vender of such saloon business, and the pur- 
chaser of such business shall pay into the treasury of such city or towu 
the remaining portion of such new license, and no license money paid to 
any city or town for any liquor license shall be refunded to any licensee. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force on and after its 
passage

CHAPTER 14. 

House Bill No. 28. 

CREATING CAMPBELL COUNTY. 

AN ACT creating and forming the County of Campbell, defining its boundaries and 
constituting it a portion of the Fourth Judicial District, and providing for the 
legislative representation of said county. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Description. 

Section. 1. All that portion of the State of Wyoming embraced with- 
in the following described boundaries shall be known as Campbell 
County : Commencing at a point on the north boundary of the State of 
Wyoming where the range line between ranges sixty-eight (68) and sixty- 
nine (69) west intersects said boundary; thence west along the said north 
boundary of the State of Wyoming to a point where it intersects the line 
forming the east boundary of Sheridan County; thence southerly along 
the said east boundary of Sheridan County and along the east boundary 
of Johnson County to a point formed by the intersection of the said east 
boundary of Johnson County with the north boundary of Converse 
County ; thence east along the said boundary of Converse County to its in- . 
tersection with the range line between ranges sixty-eight (68) and sixty- 
nine (69) west; thence north along the range line between ranges sixty- 
eight (68) and sixty-nine (69) west to the northeast corner of section one 
(1), township forty-four (44) north, range sixty-nine (69) west; thence 
along the eleventh standard parallel to the southeast corner of section 
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thirty-six (36), township forty-five (45) north, range sixty-nine (69) 
west ; thence north along the range line between ranges sixty-eight (68) 
and sixty-nine (69) west to the northeast corner of section one (1), town- 
ship (48) north, range sixty-nine (69) west; thence along the twelfth 
standard parallel to the southeast corner of section thirty-six (36), town- 
ship forty-nine (49) north, range sixty-nine (69) west; thence north along 
the range line between ranges sixty-eight (68) and sixty-nine (69) west, 
to the northeast comer of section one (1), township fifty-two (52) north, 
range sixty-nine (69) west; thence along the thirteenth standard parallel 
to the southeast corner of section thirty-six (36), township fifty-three 
(53) north, range sixty-nine (69) west ; thence north along the range line 
between ranges sixty-eight (68) and sixty-nine (69) west, to the north- 
east corner of section one (1), township fifty-six {^6) north, range sixty- 
nine (69) west; thence along the fourteenth standard parallel to the 
southeast corner of section thirty-six (36), township fifty-seven (57) 
north, range sixty-nine (69) west, and thence north along the range line 
between ranges sixty-eight (68) and sixty-nine (69) west, to the point of 
beginning. 

Judicial— Revenue — ^Election-— Legislative. 

Sec. 2. Until such time as the said County of Campbell shall have 
organized and elected county officers, as provided for by law, and the said 
officers shall have duly qualified, all such portions of said county as at the 
time of the passage of this act, belong to and are a part of Crook and 
Weston Counties, respectively, shall remain a part of said counties re- 
spectively, f 6» judicial, revenue and election purposes, including repre- 
sentation in the Legislature. 

After Organization — Fourth Judicial District. 

Sec. 3. After said County of Campbell shall have been organized 
and shall have duly chosen its county officers, as provided by law, and the 
said county officers shall have qualified, the said county shall thereafter 
and until otherwise provided by law, constitute a portion of the Fourth 
Judicial District, and one term of court shall be held therein annually at 
the county seat upon such date as shall be fixed and specified by the 
presiding judge of said Fourth Judicial District, proper' notice thereof 
to be given by publication in at least one newspaper published at the said 
county seat of said county, which said notice shall be published not less 
than thirty days before the date set for the opening of said term of court. 

Sec. 4. After said County of Campbell shall have been organized, as 
provided by law, and until such time as said county shall be entitled to 
separate representation in the Legislature under a duly enacted legisla- 
tive apportionment act, the said County of Campbell shall be and remain 
a part of the Counties of Crook and Weston, respectively, for the purpose 
of legislative representation. 

Sec. 6. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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CHAPTER 15. 

House Bill No. 51. 
RELATING TO NAMING OF FARMS. 

AN ACT providing for naming farms and providing certificates showing location and 
name of owner. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Any farm owner in this state may, upon the payment of 
one dollar to the County Clerk of the county in which said farm owner 
may reside, have the name of his farm duly recorded in a register which 
the County Clerk shall keep for said purpose, said farm owner shall be 
furnished a certificate issued under the seal of said County Clerk, setting^ 
forth the name and location of the farm and the name of the owner ; pro- 
vided, that when any name shall have been recorded as the name ot any 
farm, such name shall not be recorded as the name of any other farm in 
the same county, except by prefixing or adding designating word or 
words thereto. 

Sec. 2. This act shall become a law on and after its passing and ap- 
proval.

FIXING COMPENSATION OF EXECUTORS, ADMINISTRATORS ANd THEIR 

ATTORNEYS. 

AN ACT entitled "An act fixing the compensation of executors, administrators and 
their attorneys, and repealing Sections 5580 and 5581 of the Wyoming Com- 
piled Statutes, 1910." 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Executors Allowed Gommission When. 

Section 1. When no compensation is provided by the will, or the 
executor renounces all claim thereto, he shall be allowed commissions, 
upon the amount of the estate accounted for by him, as follows : For the 
first one thousand dollars, at the rate of ten per centum; for all above 
one thousand dollars and not exceeding five thousand dollars, at the rate 
of five per centum ; for all above ^\q thousand dollars and not exceeding 
twenty thousand dollars, at the rate of three per centum; for all above 
twenty thousand dollars at the rate of two per centum. The same com- 
mission shall be allowed to administrators. In all cases such other al- 
lowance may be made as the court may deem just and reasonable for 
any extraordinary services, but the total amount of such extra allowance 
must not exceed one-half the amount of commission allowed by this sec- 
tion. All contracts between an executor or administrator, and an heir, 
devisee or legatee, for a higher compensation than that allowed by this sec- 
tion, shall- be void. 



Attorney's Allowance. 

Sec. 2. The attorneys of any executor or administrator shall be al- 
lowed, for his or their services, such amount as may be fixed by the court,. 
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not to exceed the amount allowed the executor or administrator ; provid- 
ing, however, that in all cases where the estate shall be involved in actual 
litigation, the court may, in its discretion, allow such attorneys greater 
compensation. 

Two or More Persons Compensation as Executors. 

Sec. 3. When two or more persons are appointed as executors or ad- 
ministrators of the same estate, and whether their services are concur- 
rent in time, or successive, the compensation, provided for in Section 1 
of this Chapter, shall be divided between or among such executors or ad- 
ministrators, as they may agree, or as the court having jurisdiction of 
said estate may determine, but the entire compensation allowed to all such 
executors or administrators shall not exceed that fixed by Section 1 of 
this Chapter. 

Bepeal. 

Sec. 4. Sections five thousand five hundred and eighty and five thou- 
sand five hundred and eighty-one of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
are hereby repealed; provided, however, that in all estates, wherein let- 
ters testamentary or of administration shall have been issued prior to the 
approval of this act, the compensation of executors and administrators 
and their attorneys shall be fixed and allowed in the manner and in the 
sum now provided hj law. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage and approval.

CHAPTER 17.

PROVIDING FOR SERVICE ON SLEEPING CAR COMPANIES. 

AN ACT relating to the manner of service of process upon palace, sleeping and dining 
car.companies. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Upon Whom Service of Process Hay Be Made. 

Section 1. Service of process, of any of the courts of this state, may 
be made upon any palace, sleeping or dining car company, by serving the 
same upon any regular ticket agent in the county who has authority to 
sell tickets for such company. Then if there be no such agent, upon any 
conductor who accompanies any palace, sleeping or dining car of such 
company, passing through the county. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 14th, 1911. 
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CHAPTER 18. 

Senate File No. 19. 
DEFINING STREET AND INTERURBAN RAILWAYS. 

AN ACT defining and relating to interurban and street railway companies, granting 
them power for the acquisition of necessary rights of way, real estate, and the 
right to cross and intersect railroads and other rights and powers, and pro- 
viding a penalty for the violation thereof. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Interurban and Street Railway Defined. 

Section 1. Any railway operated upon the streets of a city or town 
by electric or other power than steam, which extends beyond the cor- 
porate limits of such city or town to another city, town or village, or any 
railway operated by electric or other power than steam, extending from 
one city, town or village to another city, town or village, shall be known 
as an interurban railway. Any railway operated by electric or other 
power than steam, operated exclusively within the corporate limits of a 
city or town, shall be known as a street railway. • 

Interurban and Street Railway Company Defined. 

Sec. 2. Every corporation organized for the purpose or having 
within the scope of its power included the right to build, maintain or 
operate an interurban railway, shall be known as an interurban railway 
company if organized, or having within the scope of its power, included 
the right to build, maintain or operate a street railway, such corporation 
shall be known as a street railway company. 

Power of Purchase and Condemnation. 

Sec. 3. Every interurban railway and street railway company shall 
have power to purchase, and acquire by condemnation, any necessary 
real estate for the purpose of building, maintaining and operating any in- 
terurban or street railway, or both, together with the poles, fixtures and 
appurtenances connected therewith, and to take therein the fee simple 
absolute, which power of condemnation shall be exercised in the manner 
prescribed by law for the condemnation of real estate by railroad corpora- 
tions and companies; provided, that the trackage of street railways and 
interurban railways in the corporate limits of cities and towns shall be 
confined to streets and alleys ; and the powers and rights granted by law 
to railroad corporations and companies in reference to and in connection 
with condemnation and purchase of real estate are hereby extended to ap- 
ply with full force and effect, and upon the same terms and limitations, to 
interurban and street railway corporations. Provided, that the foregoing^ 
shall not be construed as abridging in any way the powers of incorporated 
cities and towns. 

Rights of Public Roads. 

Sec. 4. County Commissioners in each county shall have the power 
to grant rights of way over and along public roads within their Qounty 
for the purpose of building, maintaining and operating interurban and 
street railway lines over and along such public roads under such reason- 
able restrictions as may be deemed proper ; and the provisions of Section 
3864 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 1910 shall apply wnth the same 
force and effect to such railway lines and companies as in cases of other 
railroad and railway corporations or companies. 
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Crossing Railroads. 

Sec. 5. Any such interurban or street railway company may con- 
struct and carry its railway across, over or under any railway, canal or 
water course, when it may be reasonably necessary or proper in the con- 
struction and operation of the same and, in such cases, it shall so con- 
struct its crossings as not unnecessarily to impede the travel, or transpor- 
tation upon the railway so crossed. No steam railway, nor any officer or 
employee connected with the same, shall obstruct the free passage of the 
-cars of an intersecting interurban railway at such crossing, excepting in 
the usual and ordinary manner and times of the operation of such rail- 
way. Every person having in charge a car of such interurban or street 
railway company shall stop and flag across such railroad track, if cross- 
ing the same at grade, and not cross the same until the same is clear, and 
every person violating any provision of this section shall be fined in a 
sum not to exceed one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned in the county 
jail not to exceed sixty days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Bights Oranted. 

Sec. 6. Such interurban railway companies shall have the same 
rights and powers as are granted other railroad companies in Sections 
4194 and 4200 ^f the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 1910, under the 
terms and limitations therein set forth. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 19. 

House Bill No. 142. 

CREATING 8TATE BOARD OF IMMIGRATION. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3584 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
creating a State Board of Immigration ; to define the duties and powers of 
said board; to provide for a Commissioner of Immigration, his duties and com- 
pensation; to provide for the safe-keeping and expenditure of public donations 
for immigration and publicity purposes, and to provide and appropriate money 
to pay the expenses of said board, and to be expended in carrying out the pur- 
poses of said board. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Shall Gonsist of Fve Members— Appointed by (Governor. 

Section. 1. That Section 3584 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
be, and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

'*Sec. 3684. There is hereby created a board to be known as the 
Wyoming State Board of Immigration, which shall consist of five persons. 
Four member of said board shall be appointed by the Governor with the 
eonsent of the Senate, if the Senate should be in session at the time of 
their appointment, each of whom shall be interested in the procuring 
of settlers and increasing the population of the state by reason of their 
business connections. The Governor shall be ex-officio member of the 
board and President thereof. The term of office of each member shall 
be four years. In the first instance of appointment, however, one mem- 
ber shall be appointed for one year, one for two years, one for three years, 
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and one for a four-year term. By a vote of the majority of the board the 
oflRee of any member may be declared vacant who shall, without due ex- 
planation or cause, fail to attend three consecutive regular meetings of 
the board, or who shall remove permanently from the State of Wyo- 
ming. The board shall have the power in the case of absence of the Gov- 
ernor to elect a president pro tem. The Governor shall fill any vacancy 
in the board caused by reason of death, resignation, removal or inability 
to act, and the person so appointed to fill the vacancy shall be appointed 
for the unexpired term. 

Board Shall Elect Gommissioner. 

Sec. 2. The State Board of Immigration shall elect by a majority 
vote of all its members a Commissioner of Immigration who shall be 
well versed in the resources, possibilities, attractions and climatic condi- 
tions of the State of Wyoming, and qualified to do publicity work. The 
Commissioner shall be ex-officio secretary of the board. It shall be 
the duty of the Commissioner, under guidance and direction of the board, 
to collect reliable information and statistics regarding agriculture, stock 
growing and feeding, horticulture, mining, oil products, manufacturing, 
elimate, health and summer resorts in Wyoming and publish the same 
with the view of attracting health seekers, tourists, vacation travelers, 
sportsmen, investors and prospective settlers to the state; to procure and 
cause to be circulated, books, pamphlets, leaflets and other literature, il- 
lustrated or otherwise, regarding the State of Wyoming and the various 
localities of the State ; to personally visit the various localities of the 
state, investigate the resources and possibilities thereof, and stimulate 
their proper advertising and exploitation; to personally and by deputies 
and employees, visit other states and there distribute advertising mat- 
ter, call personally upon intending investors, visitors and immigrants, 
install exhibits of Wyoming views and products, give lectures upon Wyo- 
ming, and, in general, further the advertising of the state. The board 
may, at its discretion, instruct the Commissioner to insert advertise- 
ments in one or more newspapers, books, or periodicals published in the 
state or elsewhere, setting forth the advantages of Wyoming. The board 
and the Commissioner shall take charge of the exhibitions of Wyoming 
products at international or national expositions, world's fairs, land 
shows, or other similar exhibitions, in this and other countries. The 
Commissioner shall hold office at the pleasure of the board, and may be 
removed by a vote of not less than a majority of the board at any regu- 
larly called meeting. Before entering upon his duties the Commissioner 
of Immigration shall take the oath required by the Constitution of this 
state, and shall give a bond to the State of Wyoming with sureties to be 
approved by the Governor in the sum of ten thousand dollars, condi- 
tioned for the faithful performance of llic duties of his office as prescribed 
by law. 

Fixing Salaries. 

Sec. 3. The members of the said Board of Immigration shall receive 
no salary or per diem, but shall be compensated for their traveling and 
other necessary expenses incurred in attending meetings and in carry- 
ing on the work of the board. The Commissioner shall be paid a salary 
not to exceed the rate of three thousand dollars per annum, the amount 
to be fixed by the board and payable monthly. The board may also. en- 
gage one or more deputies, clerks or other employees for work in this 
state or elsewhere, with or without salary, as shall best promote the pur- 
poses of this act. The salaries, necessary traveling expenses and other 
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disbursements of the board, Commissioner and employees shall be paid 
out of the State Treasury from the immigration fund provided for and 
appropriated by this act. 

Office— Where. 

Sec. 4. The Capitol Building Commission shall designate and assigm 
to said board and the Commissioner of Immigration suitable office rooms,, 
if practicable in the capitol building or elsewhere, and shall provide 
furniture therefor. 

Oommercial Bodies Shall Oo-Operate. 

Sec. 6. Chambers of Commerce, Commercial Clubs, Boards of Trade,. 
Farmers' Institutes, Co-Operative Societies of Farmers, State Federated 
Trade Unions, and other industrial associations of promotive character,, 
or any state association organized for publicity or immigration purposes, 
are each hereby authorized to furnish to the Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion, pamphlets, books, leaflets, folders or circulars for the purpose of 
distribution by him in the manner hereinbefore provided, and it shall be 
his duty to distribute the same, provided, upon personal knowledge or 
investigation, he is satisfied that such literature contains a true and ac- 
curate account of actual conditions. Any of the above mentioned asso- 
ciations, societies, clubs, private corporations or individuals, publishing 
descriptive matter advertising the resources or products of Wyoming, 
are authorized to submit such literature to the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration for his approval, and it shall be his duty, if the same shall meet 
with his approval, to authorize the publishers to imprint upon their lit- 
erature a statement to the effect that the same has been approved and 
authorized by the Wyoming State Board of Immigration. 

Time of Meetings. 

Sec. 6. Regular meetings of the Wyoming State Board of Immigra- 
tion shall be held in the office of the board in Cheyenne upon the second 
Tuesday of January, March, May, July, September and November of 
each year, beginning at ten o'clock a. m. The President of the board 
may call meetings at other times and places when it shall be deemed 
necessary. 

Oontrlbutions. 

Sec« 7. The State Board of Immigration shall confer with the proper 
officials of the railroad companies operating in this state, and with of- 
ficers of other corporations, firms and individuals, interested in the de- 
velopment and growth of Wyoming, with a view of obtaining from them 
contributions or money or other property, the proceeds of which shall go 
into and be a part of what shall hereafter be designated as the immigra- 
tion fund ; the said proceeds to be used in promoting the objects of this 
act. 

Fund Provided For. 

Sec. 8. There is hereby established an immigration fund in the 
treasury of the state to be kept by the proper officers of the state as a 
separate and distinct account. All moneys which may be solicited and 
received by said Board of Immigration for the purpose of promoting 
the advertising of the state shall be paid to the Treasurer, who shall give 
the contributor or doner his receipt. All appropriations made in fur- 
therance of this act shall be made a part of this fund. No warrant shall 
be drawn upon said immigration fund except upon written order of the 
President of the said Board of Immigration, attested by the Secretary 
thereof, the same having been previously authorized by the board. 
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Appropriation. 

Sec. 9. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury of the State of Wyoming not otherwise appropriated the sum 
of forty thousand dollars or so much thereof as shall be necessary for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of this act for the two years end- 
ing March 31, 1913 ; provided, that so much of this appropriation as may 
be necessary shall be applied to the payment of accounts necessarily ac- 
<;ruing prior to March 31, 1911. 

Sec. 10. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 14th, 1911. 



CHAPTER 20. 

House Bill No. 69. 
CREATING NIOBRARA COUNTY. 

AN ACT entitled "An act creating and forming the County of Niobrara, defining its 
boundaries, constituting it a portion of the First Judicial District, providing for 
legislative representation of said county, and for other purposes." 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Description. 

Section 1. All that portion of the State of Wyoming described and 
Ijounded as hereinafter in this section set forth, is hereby created and 
formed a county in the State of Wyoming by the name of Niobrara 
County: Beginning at a point where the north line of Converse County 
as heretofore constituted intersects the dividing line between sections 
twenty-seven and twenty-eight in township forty-one north, range sixty- 
seven west of the sixth principal meridian, and running thence south on 
the section lines to the south boundary of Converse County as it now ex- 
ists, thence east along said south boundary to the east line of the State 
•of Wyoming, thence north along the boundary line between the State of 
Wyoming and the State of Nebraska and South Dakota, to the southeast 
corner of Weston County, that is to say, to the boundary line as hereto- 
fore existing between the Counties of Weston and Converse, thence west 
along the boundary line as heretofore existing between the Counties of 
Weston and Converse, to the place of beginning. 

TTntil Such Time. 

Sec. 2. Until such time as the said County of Niobrara shall have 
organized and elected county officers, as provided by law, and said of- 
ficers shall have qualified as such, said county for judicial, revenue 
and election purposes, including representation in the Legislature, shall 
be attached to and constitute a part of said Converse County. 

Tart of First Judicial District. 

Sec. 3. After said County of Niobrora shall have been organized and 
shall have duly chosen its county officers as provided by law and the said 
county officers shall have qualified, the said county shall until otherwise 
provided by law constitute a portion of the First Judicial District, and 
•one term of court shall be held therein annually at the county seat, upon 
such date as shall be fixed and specified by the presiding judge of said 
First Judicial District, proper notice thereof to be given by publication in 
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at least one newspaper published at the said county seat of the sai4 
county, which said notice shall be published not less than thirty (30) 
days before the date set for the opening of the said term of court. 

Legislative Bepresentation. 

Sec. 4. After said County of Niobrara shall have organized as pro- 
vided by law, and until such time as the Legislature shall have again 
fixed the legislative representation of the several counties of the state, 
the said County of Niobrara shall be attached to and constitute a part 
of the County of Converse for the purpose of legislative representation. 

Sec. 5. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its- 
passage. 

Approved February 14th, 1911. 



CHAPTER 21. 

House Bill No. 33. 
RELATING TO SALE OF LIVE STOCK AT AUCTION. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 2839 of Chapter 187 of the Compiled Statutes 
of Wyoming of 1910, exempting auctioneers in the sale of live stock at auction 
in cities and towns, and public auctions on the farm, from the payment of 
a license. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 2839 of Chapter 187, Compiled Statutes of 
Wyoming, of 1910, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

"Sec. 2839. No auctioneer, peddler or other person or persons, com- 
pany or corporation, shall be permitted to sell, vend, barter or retail, 
either at private sale or public auction, any wares, goods or merchandise 
without first having obtained a license therefor; provided, that no li- 
cense shall be required of auctioneers for the sale of live stock at auction 
in cities and towns, or public sales of live stock, implements and agricul- 
tural products, held upon the farm. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its< 
passage.

House Bill No. 17. 

MAKING COURT JUDGMENTS LIENS UPON REAL PROPERTY \N OTHER 

COUNTIES. 

AN ACT providing for the filing of transcript of judgment of the District Court in 
any or all other counties than where rendered in the State, making the same a 
lien upon real property of the judgment debtor in such county in which the 
same may be filed. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

May File Transcript. 

Section 1. The judgment creditor in any judgment rendered by the 
District Court in and for any county in this state, or in any judgment of 
the court of the Justice of the Peace of this state, duly filed in the judg- 
ment records of such District Court, may file a transcript of such judg- 
ment record of such District Court in the office of the Clerk of the Dis- 
trict Court in any or all other counties within this state where the judg- 
ment debtor owns real estate. Such judgment shall become a lien upon 
all real estate of such judgment debtor in such county where such tran- 
script is filed, from the date of filing of such transcript in such county. 
The Clerk of the District Court of any such county in which said tran- 
script is filed shall enter the same upon the judgment records of such court 
in like manner as judgments rendered in such court. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

OHAPTEB 23. 

House Bill No. 25. 
DIRECT PRIMARY. 

AN ACT providing for and regulating the holding of primary elections and nomina- 
tions for office, and the government of political parties and organizations. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Candidates Nominated By. From and after the passage 
•of this act, the candidates of political parties for all offices which under 
the law are filled by the direct vote of the people of this state at the gen- 
eral election in November; candidates for the office of Senator in the 
Congress of the United States shall be nominated and party commitee- 
men shall be elected at primary elections at the times and in the manner 
hereinafter provided. No names of candidates of any political party which 
is required or permitted under this act to make nominations shall be 
placed upon the official election ballot unless such candidates shall have 
been chosen and nominated in accordance Avith this act. 

Sec. 2. When Held. The primary election herein provided for shall 
consist of an election by all political parties, at the same time and place 
in the various voting precincts designated as provided by the general 
election laws of this state, on the first Tuesday after the third ^londay 
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in August in every year in which occurs a general election, for the nomi- 
nation of candidates for such offices as are to be filled at the general 
election in November next ensuing, and for the election of party com- 
mitteemen. In the primary elections held in the year next preceding the 
filling of the office of Senator in the Congress of the United States by the 
Legislature of this state, there shall also be nominated the candidates of 
all political parties for said office of Senator in the Congress of the United 
States in the same manner as is herein provided for the nomination for 
officers voted for in the state at large. 

Sec. 3. Nominations Papers — How Signed. Except as herein other- 
wise provided, the name of no candidate for office, and the name of no 
candidate for party committeeman, shall be printed upon an official ballot 
used at any primary election, unless a nomination paper shall have been 
filed in his behalf in substantially the following form : 

**We, ., the undersigned qualified electors of (Precinct , 

Ward ) in the County of and State of Wyoming, and 

members of the party, hereby nominate , who 

resides at (No , on street, town or city of (or) 

in the precinct of ) in the county of aforesaid, as a 

candidate for the office (or position) of (here specify of- 
fice or position) , to be voted for at the primary next hereafter to be held, 
as representing the principles of said party, and each for himself further 
declares that he is a member of said party, and he intends to support the 
candidate named herein. 



Name of Signers. Besidence, Precinct, Ward. Date of Signing. 



Sec. 4. Same Subject. All nomination papers shall have substan- 
tially the form above mentioned written or printed at the top. thereof. No 
signature shall be counted unless it be upon sheets having such form 
written or printed at the top thereof. The names of the signers to any 
such nomination papers shall be signed in ink, each signer for himself. 

Sec. 6. Signers — Qualiflcations — Time of Circulation. Each signer 
of a nomination paper may sign as many such papers as there are candi- 
dates to be nominated for the office or position, but no more, and shall de- 
clare that he intends to support the candidate named therein; he shall 
add his residence, and the street and number if any, and the date of sign- 
ing, and if in cities, his ward and precinct. The names of signers of 
nomination papers who have signed more papers for the same office or 
position than herein authorized shall be counted only upon the paper or 
papers first signed. Signers of nomination papers shall be qualified elec- 
tors of the territory within which the person mentioned therein as candi- 
date is to become such. No nomination paper shall be circulated prior to 
sixty days before the date on which such paper must be filed according to 
law, and no signature shall be counted unless it has been affixed to such 
nomination paper and bears date within sixty days prior to the time for 
filing such nomination paper. 

Sec. 6. Affidavit Attached. The affidavit of a qualified elector shall 
be appended to each such nomination paper, except for the nomination 
of party committeemen, stating that he believes the persons who have 
signed the same to be electors of the political subdivision described in 
such nomination papers, and that they signed the same with full knowl- 
edge of the contents thereof ; and that he believes that each signer signed 
the same on the date stated opposite his name, and that the affiant intends 
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to support the candidate named therein. Such affidavit shall be prima 
facie evidence of the facts therein stated in any civil proceeding or hear- 
ing herein contemplated. Each candidate for an office shall file with his 
nomination papers a declaration that he will qualify as such officer if 
nominated and elected ; provided, any candidate under this act for office 
of State Senator or. member of the House of Representatives, if he de- 
sires to do so, may sign and file with his declaration of candidacy or 
nomination paper a declaration as follows : I hereby declare to the people 
of the State of Wyoming, and particularly of my legislative district, that 
during my term of office I will always vote for the candidate for United 
States Senator who has received the highest number of votes of my party 
ticket for the position at the primary election next preceding the election 
of United States Senator ; and in such case there shall be printed on the 
official primary ballot, opposite or just below said candidate's name, the 
following: Pledged to vote for party choice of United States Senator. 

Sec. 7. Number of Signers. Such nomination papers shall be signed 
as follows : 

(1) If the nomination is for a municipal office, or for an office to 
be voted for in only one county, the necessary number of signers shall 
include electors residing in at least one-fifth of the voting precincts of the 
county, municipality or district. (2) if it be a state or district office, 
and the district comprises more than one county, the necessary number 
of signers shall include electors residing in each of at least one-eighth 
of the precincts in each of at least two counties in the district. (3) If 
it be an office to be vbted for in the state at large, the necessary number 
of signers shall include electors, residing in each of at least one-tenth of 
the precincts in each of at least one-fourth of the counties of the state. 
The number of signers required on every such petition shall be at least 
three per cent of the party vote in the electoral district as above stated; 
provided, that the whole number of signers required on a nominating 
petition under the provisions of this law for any office to be voted for 
in the state at large, shall not exceed one thousand, nor in any other case 
shall the whole number required exceed five hundred signers. In each 
of the above cases, the votes to be taken for the purpose of computing 
the percentage shall be the vote cast for Representative in Congress at the 
last preceding general election. All nomination papers shall be destroyed 
at the same time and in the same manner in which primary election bal- 
lots are destroyed. 

Sec. 8. Nomination Papers — Where and When Filed. All nomina- 
tion papers herein required shall be filed as follows : 

(1) For state officers. Judges of the Supreme and District Courts, 
Senators in the Congress of .the United States, and Representatives in 
Congress, in the office of the Secretary of State, at least thirty days 
before the date of the primary election next ensuing ; provided, however, 
that if any vacancy occurs in the office of Senator in the Congress of the 
United States within sixty days before such primary election, no nomina- 
tions shall be made for such office to fill the vacancy, or otherwise, at 
• such primary election. (2) For offices- to bg voted for wholly within one 
county, and for officers not herein otherwise provided for, in the office 
of the County Clerk of the proper county at least twenty days before 
the date of the primary election next ensuing. (3) For city or town of- 
ficers. When the election of such city or town officers is at a different 
time and place from the election of county officers, in the office of the 
city or town clerk, at least ten days before the primary election next en- 
suing.

Sec. 9. Public Record — ^Time to Commence Proceedings. Nomina- 
tion papers when filed shall be preserved and be open to public inspec- 
tion. Such papers, if in apparent conformity with the provisions of this 
act, shall be deemed to be valid, unless proceedings are commenced before 
the proper court or judge, as hereinafter provided within five days after 
the same are herein required to be filed. 

Sec. 10. Blank Nomination Papers. The Secretary of State shall 
cause to be printed and keep on hand a sufficient quantity of nomination 
papers in blank form as provided for in this act, and shall furnish the 
same on application to any qualified elector in the state desiring to peti- 
tion for the nomination of any candidate, or to the person who intends, 
to be a candidate, for any office whose nomination paper is required to 
be filed in his office. And the County Clerk of each county shall likewise 
cause to be printed and keep on hand a sufficient quantity of such nomi- 
nation paper blanks and furnish the same on application to any qualified 
elector in his county desiring to petition for the nomination of any can- 
didate, or to a person who intends to be a candidate, for any office whose 
nomination paper is required to be filed in his office. 

Sec. 11. Names Certified to Counties. At least twenty-five days be- 
fore any such primary election, the Secretary of State shall transmit to 
each County Clerk a certified list containing the name and post office ad- 
dress of each person for whom a nomination paper has been filed in his 
office, in accordance with the provisions herein and entitled to be voted 
for at such primary election by the voters of such county, together with 
a designation of the office for which he is a candidate, and the party from 
which he seeks a nomination. 

Sec. 12. Arrangement of Ballots. The primary election ballots for 
the several political parties shall be by separate ballots. All the official 
ballots designed to be voted at primary nominating elections shall be 
printed — ^for the Republican party in black ink, upon a good quality of 
white paper; for the Democratic party in black ink, upon a good quality 
of blue paper ; and for any third party in black ink, upon a good quality 
of green paper, and for any other parties more than three there shall be 
used a good quality of paper of different colors than those specified above 
and printed in black ink. The names of the candidates of each political 
party shall be printed in black ink, on separate sheets of paper, uniform 
in quality, texture and size. The words ^* OFFICIAL PRIMARY ELEC- 
TION BALLOT,'' followed by the name of the political party shall be 
printed at the head of said ballots, succeeded by the following printed 
instruction, to- wit : * ' To vote for a person whose name is printed on the 
ballot, mark a cross (X) in the square immediately to the right of the 
name of the person for who you desire to vote. To vote for a person 
whose name is not printed on the ballot, write or paste his name in the 
blank space provided for that purpose." The names of all aspirants 
for nomination of each political party, for the different offices, shall be 
arranged in separate groups, in the following order, commencing at the 
top of the column on the left, to- wit: Senator in the Congress of the 
United States, Governor, followed by the other state officers. Representa- 
tives in Congress, Supreme Court, Judges, District Court Judges, officers 
to be elected in the county, officers for the sub-divisions in the county, 
party committeemen, leaving out those, in any year, the officers for which 
are not to be elected at the next ensuing election. Each ballot shall con- 
tain two columns, separated from each other by a heavy black line one- 
twelfth of one inch in width, and each column is to have as nearly as pos- 
sible the same number of candidates thereon. No squares shall appear- 
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at the head of the ballot. At the left of each group, or at the top thereof,, 
shall appear the title of the office, and a square after each name, and each 
blank line. There shall be left below the list of printed candidates in 
each group, blank lines and spaces equivalent in number to the number of 
persons to be voted for in such group, in which the elector may write or 
paste the name or names of any person not printed on said ballot for 
whom he desires to vote. 

Sec. 13. Arrangement of Names. The names of the candidates for 
nomination to each office or position shall be arranged under the desig- 
nation of the office or position in alphabetical order, according to sur- 
names. 

Sec. 14. Form of Ballot. The ballot herein provided for shall be sub- 
stantially in the following form, to-wit: (When offices other than those 
given in the form below are to filled at the election, the officer preparing^ 
the ballot shall use substantially the said form, putting the proper desig- 
nation of the office in the space as indicated in said form, and the naihes. 
of the candidates therefor under the same.)

All other oflBces which are to be filled at the general election next 
enduing shall be shown on the ballot substantially in the above form, the 
principle there indicated to be substantially followed in all cases. 

Sec. 15. Sample Ballots. The officer whose duty it is to cause the 
printing of the primary ballots shall transmit or cause to be delivered to 
the primary election judges sample ballots of each political party, sub- 
stantially in the form of the official primary .election ballot, which sam- 
ple ballots shall be printed upon paper of a different texture and color 
from the official primary election ballots, and it shall be the duty of the 
primary election judges to post not less than five of such sample ballots in 
and about the polling places upon the day of the primary election and 
before the opening of the polls. 

Sec. 16. Supplies — Poll Books. All necessary election supplies, in- 
cluding poll books as provided by law, for the general election, together 
with a sufficient number of primary election ballots of each party, shall 
be furnished for the primary election board for each precinct by the 
County Clerk, and such poll books shall contain blank spaces for the names 
of candidates of the several parties for the different offices to be written in, 
and blank spaces for entering by the clerks the names of the electors 
voting at said primary election and upon the pages provided for enter- 
ing the names of said voters there shall be ruled spaces for the listing of 
the names of said voters and for the designation of the party ticket voted 
by said elector in manner and form substantially as follows :

It shall be the duty of the clerks of the primary election when en- 
tering the name of a voter to place in the poll books a cross thus (X) in 
the column designating the party ticket which was given to said voter 
upon his application for a ticket. 

Sec. 17. General Law Applicable. Except as herein otherwise pro- 
vided, all primary elections shall be conducted as required for general 
elections under the general election laws of the State of Wyoming, as far 
as the provisions thereof may be applicable, and the election officers for 
such primary election shall have the same powers and perform the same 
duties as those for general elections, as nearly as may be applicable. 



I 
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Sec. 18. Voting Places — Judges of Election— Expenses. The voting 
places in the various precincts of each county shall be designated, and the 
judges and clerks of all primary elections shall be made up and elected 
and appointed by the Board of County Commissioners of each county, at 
the regular meeting of such board at least thirty days prior to each pri- 
mary election. The expenses of the primary election shall be audited by 
the Board of County Commissioners of each county, and be paid the same 
as the expenses of the general election. The oompensation of the primary 
election officers shall be the same as the election officers of a general 
election. 

Sec. 19. Maimer of Voting. The voter shall in all cases mark the 
ballot in the square to the right of the name of each person for whom he 
desires to vote, except that where he writes in or pastes in a name, the 
square is not necessary to be marked. He shall be allowed to vote for 
candidates for nomination on the ticket of only one party, and that shall 
be the party with which he is registered as affiliated. The endorsement 
of the judges of election and the County Clerk shall appear upon the 
ballots as provided by law for general elections. The voter shall return 
the ballot folded to one of the judges of election who shall deposit it in 
the ballot box. If any voter write upon his ticket the name of any person 
who is a candidate for the same office upon some other party ticket than 
that upon which his name shall be so written, such ballot shall be so 
counted for such person only as a candidate of the party upon whose 
ballot his name is printed and shall in no case be counted for such per- 
son as a candidate on any other ticket. 

Sec. 20. Time of Holding Polls Open. In voting precincts where 
registration is required by law, the polls shall be open from nine o 'clock 
a. m. to nine o'clock p. m. and in all other precincts from nine o'clock 
a. m. to five o'clock p. m. 

Sec. 21. Employees. Any person entitled to vote at such primary 
election shall, on the day of such election, be entitled^ to absent himself 
from any service or employment in which he is then engaged or employed 
for a period of one hour, other than meal hours, between the time of open- 
ing and closing the polls ; and such primary elector shall not, because of 
so absenting himself be liable to any penalty, nor shall any deduction be 
made on account of such absence from his usual salary or wages. 

Sec. 22. Who Not Entitled to Vote. No person shall be entitled to 
vote at a primary election — (1) Unless he declares his party affiliation 
as required by this act. (2) Who shall have signed the petition for nomi- 
nation of a candidate of any party with which he does not affiliate, when 
such candidate is to be voted for at the primary election. (3) Who shall 
have signed the nominating papers of an independent candidate for any 
office for which office candidates for nomination are to be voted for at 
such primary. (4) If he shall have voted at a primary election held 
under this act of another political party within a period of two years 
next preceding such primary election, except under the conditions of this 
act. 

Sec. 23. Who Entitled to Vote. At the primary election first held 
under the provisions of this act, any person, except as otherwise herein 
provided, shall be entitled to participate therein who is a qualified elector 
in the precinct in which he offers to vote, and each voter seeking to vote 
shall indicate the party ballot he desires, and one of the judges of the 
primary election board shall give him such primary ballot (unless chal- 
lenged, and if so challenged then only when the challenge is determined 
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in favor of the voter) and such person shall thereupon be allowed to 
vote. The voter's selection shall constitute his declaration of party af- 
filiation, and it shall be the duty of the primary election board to record 
his name and check his declaration of party affiliation on the poll books 
used by the clerks of the primary election board, and said list properly 
certified shall be returned to the County Clerk of the proper county for 
preservation. The County Clerk shall deliver to the regular registration 
officers for each precinct in which prior registration is required for the 
next ensuing general election, a list of all persons voting at such primary 
election, duly certified, and such registration officers before their first 
meeting shall place the names of all such persons voting at such pri- 
mary election in their respective districts, as so certified to them upon 
the registration lists, for the next election and no further registration 
shall be required of such persons so voting at such primary election, but 
they shall be deemed to be duly registered as though they had registered 
as heretofore provided by law during regular registration periods; pro- 
vided, however, such persons may be challenged as to their qualifications 
as electors in the same manner and at the same time, as is, or may be 
provided by law for challenging other registered electors. Copies of the 
names and party entries on such lists, together with the changes of party 
affiliation as hereinafter provided, arranged alphabetically by surnames, 
shall be used at subsequent primaries for determining with what party 
the voter has enrolled, and no voter enrolled under the provisions of this 
act shall be allowed to receive the ballot of any political party except 
that with which he is enrolled, but he may change his enrollment as here- 
inafter provided. The County Clerk shall prepare for each voting pre- 
cinct two of the above mentioned lists duly certified by him, and taken 
from the poll books of the last preceding primary election, which he 
^all deliver to the next succeeding primary election board at least one 
day prior to the day of the primary election, and which lists, together 
with the poll books of the primary election shall be returned to said 
County Clerk in good condition within five days after the primary elec- 
tion, to be presented by him. 

Sec. 24. Change of Affiliation — First Voter — Removal. Any voter 
who has thus declared his party affiliation shall thereafter be listed on the 
poll books as a member of that political party, and such person, while 
a resident of the same voting precinct need not declare his party affilia- 
tion at succeeding primary elections unless he desires to change his party 
affiliation, .any elector who, having declared his party affiliation desires 
to change the same may, not less than ten days prior to the date of any 
primary election, file a written declaration with the County Clerk stating 
his change of party affiliation, and the said clerk shall enter a record of 
such change on the poll books of the last preceding primary election in 
the proper column opposite the voter's name and on the voting list. Any 
elector whose party affiliation has for any reason not been registered, or 
any elector who has changed his residence to another precinct, or a first 
voter or citizen of this state casting his first vote in this state shall be 
entitled to vote at any subsequent primary election in the same manner 
and upon the same terms as provided in the preceding section of this act, 
and the clerks of the primary election shall record his party affiliation, 
and the County Clerk shall add his name to the alphabetical lists for use 
in subsequent primary elections as provided in the preceding section of 
this act. From such lists may from time to time be dropped the names 
of such persons who have died or removed from the precincts on the 
list of which such names appear. 
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Sec. 25. Ohallenges — ^Affidavits. Each political party shall be en- 
titled to have two party challengers present at each polling place. Any 
judge or clerk of the primary election, or any party challenger, or any 
qualified elector, may challenge any person offering to vote, on the 
ground, that such person is not a qualified elector of such precinct, or is 
not entitled to vote the party ticket for which he has asked or intends 
to vote, or that he is disqualified for any of the reasons mentioned in this 
act. Upon such challenge, the party challenged, before he shall be per- 
mitted to vote, shall be required to make and subscribe substantially 
the following oath, before one of the judges of election, to- wit : 

** State of W^yoming, County of , ss. 

*'I, , do solemnly swear (or afiBrm) that I am a citizen of 

the United States ; that I will be on the date of the next ensuing election 
in November under the laws of this state, qualified to vote in this precinct ; 

that I now reside in precinct, district, No.'. 

in County, Wyoming, and that I am a member of and affili- 
ated with the party ; that I have not voted a primary or 

another political party within a period of two years prior to this date; 
that I have not signed the petition for nomination of a candidate of a 
political party with which I am not affiliated ; that I have not signed the 
nominating papers of an independent candidate for any office for which 
office candidates for nomination are voted for at this primary, and that 
I intend to support, generally, the candidate of the party whose ticket 
I now seek to vote.'' If such person subscribes and takes the foregoing 
oath he shall be given a ticket of such political party, unless further chal- 
lenged as further provided in this section. Any elector whose party af- 
filiation has been recorded in any precinct as provided in this act and 
who desires to change his party affiliations on the primary election day, 
shall be subject to challenge. If the person challenged insists that he is 
entitled to vote the ticket of the political party the ticket of which he 
then asks and the challenge is not withdrawn, one of the judges shall 
tender him the following oath: *'You do solemnly swear (or affirm) that 
you have in good faith changed your party affiliations to and desire to be 

a member of the party, ' ' and if he takes such oath he shall 

thereupon, if otherwise qualified, be given a ticket of such political party, 
and the clerks of the primary election shall make or change his enroll- 
ment of party affiliations accordingly. 

Sec. 26. Ballots Counted— Returns. Upon the closing of the polls 
the clerks and judges of the primary election shall immediately open the 
ballot box and proceed to take therefrom the ballots. Said officers shall 
count the number of ballots cast for each party, at the same time bunch- 
ing the tickets cast for each party in separate piles. As soon as the clerks 
and judges shall have sorted the ballots of each party, separately, they 
shall take the tally sheets provided in the poll books and shall count all 
the ballots for each party separately until the count is completed, and 
shall certify to the number of votes cast for each candidate for each 
office upon the ticket of each party. After all have been counted and cer- 
tified to by the clerks and judges, they shall seal the ballots cast by 
each of the parties in separate envelopes, on the outside of which shall 
be printed or written the names of that party's candidates for the dif- 
ferent offices, and opposite each candidate's name shall be placed the 
number of votes cast for such candidate in said precinct, and then seal 
the envelopes containing the votes of the different political parties in 
one large envelope, on the outside of which or on a paper attached 
thereto, shall be printed or written the names of the several political 
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parties with the names of the candidates for the different office under 
their respective party headings, and opposite each candidate 's name shall 
be placed the number of votes cast for such candidate in said precinct. The 
printed ballots used at such primary elections may be used for such pur- 
pose, marked so as to indicate that fact. Such envelopes shall be re- 
turned to the County Clerk. Any elector of the county shall have the 
right before the date of canvassing the returns, to ascertain the vote cast 
for any candidate in any precinct in the county as shown on the outside of 
the envelope. Said judges of election in the manner provided by the gen- 
eral election laws shall deliver said returns, tally sheets, poll books and 
certificates to said County Clerk within five days after the primary elec- 
tion has closed ; and if same are not so delivered, the County Clerk shall 
immediately send a messenger for any missing returns, and said mes- 
senger shall be paid, as provided by law for the general election. The 
judges of election shall retain a copy of the tally sheets showing the 
election returns thereon. 

Sec. 27. Recount of Ballots. Any candidate whose name appeara 
upon the official primary ballot of any voting precinct may require the 
county board of canvassers of the county in which such precinct is situ- 
ated to recount the ballots cast in any such precinct as to the office for 
which he was a candidate, at the time fixed for the canvassing of the re- 
turns of the judges of election, by filing with the County Clerk, not later 
than the day before such meeting, an affidavit in writing showing that 
fraud was committed, or error or mistake made, in counting or return- 
ing the votes cast in any such precinct as to the office for which he was 
a candidate. If such affidavit is made, said board shall thereupon re- 
count the ballots cast in any such precinct for the office for which the 
contestant was a candidate, and if the result reached by the board on the 
recount of the ballots as to such office be different from that returned by 
the judges of election, it shall be substituted therefor as the true and 
correct return and so regarded in all subsequent proceedings. The action 
of the board, upon taking such recount, shall be final, and no other con- 
test shall be permitted. The term candidate as used in this section shall 
include party committeemen. 

Sec. 28. Canvass of Returns in County. The county board of can- 
vassers shall consist of the County Clerk and two Justices of the Peace 
of the county, called in by said Clerk, which Justices of the Peace shall 
be of different political parties, if practicable. Said board shall meet 
on the Tuesday next after each primary election, and proceed to open 
the returns and make abstracts of the votes, stating the number of ballota 
cast in the county by each political party, separately, for each office, the 
name of each person voted for, and the number of votes given to each 
person for each different office, and shall certify the same and file the same 
in the office of the County Clerk. The candidates of each political party 
for each office or position to be filled by the voters of the county or any 
subdivision therein, having received the highest number of votes, shall be 
the duly and legally nominated candidates of his party for such office ; or 
if more than one person is to be nominated for any office, then the persona 
equal in number to the number of offices to be filled receiving the highest 
number of votes shall be the nominees of such political party for such of- 
fice, and each candidate so nominated shall be entitled to have his name 
printed on the official ballot to be voted for at the general election with- 
out other certificates. 

Sec. 29. Abstract to Secretary of State. The county board of can- 
vassers shall also make a separate abstract of the canvass as to the fol- 
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lowing offices and certify the same and forthwith forward it to the Secre- 
tary of State, to-wit : Senator in the Congress of the United States, Rep- 
resentative in Congress, all state officers, and Judges of the Supreme and 
District Courts. 

Sec. 30. Canvass by State Board. On the second Monday after the 
said primary election, the Secretary, Auditor, and Treasurer of the state 
shall meet as a canvassing board, and open and canvass the abstract re- 
turns received from each county in the state. If returns are not received 
from all the counties, the Secretary of State shall immediately send a 
messenger after the abstract returns and the board may adjourn from 
day to day until they are received. The board shall make an abstract of 
its canvass, stating in words written, at length, the number of ballots 
cast by each political party, separately, for each office designated in the 
preceding section, the names of all persons voted for, and the number of 
votes received by each person for each office, and shall sign and certify 
thereto. The candidate of each political party for each office to be filled 
by vote of the people, having received the highest number of votes in the 
state or district of the state, as the case may be, of all the votes cast by 
the party for such office, shall be duly and legally nominated as the candi- 
date of his party for such office and entitled to have his name printed 
on the official ballot to be voted at the general election without other 
certificate. Tht candidate of any party for the office of Senator in the 
Congress of the United States having received the highest number of 
votes of his party in the state, shall be the nominee of his party for such 
office, and the Secretary of State shall certify the result of said primary 
election as to such office to the next convening Legislature. 

Sec. 31. Certificate to Counties. When the canvass is concluded, the 
board shall deliver the original abstract returns to the Secretary of State, 
who shall file the same in his office, and record the abstract of the canvass 
of the state board and certificates thereto attached in a book kept by him 
known as the election book; and not less than twenty days before the 
general election he shall certify to the Clerk of each county, under sep- 
arate cover party headings, the name of each person nominated as shown 
by the official canvass made by the state canvassing board, or as certi- 
fied to him by the proper persons when any person has been nominated by 
a convention or party committee, his place of residence, the office for 
which he was nominated, and the order in which the tickets of the sev- 
eral political parties shall appear on the official ballot. Should a vacancy 
in the nomination occur and be filled after such certificate has been for- 
warded, a like certificate ^hall at once be made and sent to the proper 
officer together with a statement showing the reason for its subsequent 
issue. 

Sec. 32. Tie Vote. In case of a tie vote resulting in no nomination 
for any office, the tie shall forthwith be determined by lot by the judges 
of election, or board of canvassers, as the case may be. 

Sec. 33. More Nominations Than One. If nomination papers of the 
same person for the primary election have been filed for more than one 
ticket, or in case a person is nominated upon more than one ticket, he shall 
forthwith file with the proper officer a written declaration indicating the 
party designation under which his name is to be printed on the official 
ballot. 

Sec. 34. Errors Remedied by Judge. Whenever it shall appear by 
affidavit or otherwise to any Judge of the District Court of the county, 
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that any error or omission has occurred, or is about to occur m the print- 
ing of the name of any candidate on official ballots, or that any error has 
been or is about to be committed in printing the ballots, or that the name 
of any person has been or is about to be wrongully placed upon such baU 
lots, or that any wrongful ^ct has been performed or is about to be per- 
formed by any judge or clerk of the primary election, the County Clerk, 
canvassing board or any member thereof, or by any person charged with 
any duty under this act, or that any neglect of duty by any of the per- 
sons aforesaid, has occurred or is about to occur, such judge shall, by or- 
der, require the officer or person or persons charged with the error, wrong- 
ful act, or neglect, to forthwith correct the error, desist from the wrongful 
act, or perform the duty, and to do as the court or judge shall order, or to 
show cause forthwith why such error should not be corrected, wrongful 
act desisted from, or such duty or order not performed. Failing to obey 
the order of such court or judge shall be contempt. 

Sec. 35. Vacancies. Should any vacancy occur or exist in any of the 
offices or positions for which nominations are made under this act, by 
reason of resignation, death or other cause, where there is only one or no 
aspirant for such office or position, before the printing of the primary 
election ballots, such vacancy may be filled by the regularly constituted 
committee of the party to which such vacancy belongs, and no petition 
shall be required. Provided, that this section shall not apply to the office 
of Senator in the Congress of the United States. 

Sec. 36. Party Cammittees. (1) County Committee — At the pri- 
mary election held in the year 1912 and biennially thereafter, there shall 
be elected a committeeman for each election precinct, who shall be a. 
resident of such precinct, provided each ward in a city shall be entitled 
to at least two such committeemen. The person (or persons if more than 
one is to be elected) receiving the highest number of votes, shall be such 
committeeman of such party for such precinct. In case of a tie the pri- 
mary election judges shall cast lots. The official returns of the primary 
election judges shall show the name and address of the committeeman 
of each political party. The county central committee of each political 
party shall consist of the members of the various precinct committeemen 
of such party in such county. Those committeemen who reside within 
the limits of any incorporated city or town, shall constitute ex-officio the 
city central committee of each of said respective political parties, and 
shall have the same powers and jurisdiction as to the business of their 
several parties in such city matters that the county committee has in 
county matters, save only the power to fill vacancies in said committee, 
which power is vested in the county central committee. In case of a 
vacancy happening on account of death, resignation, removal from pre- 
cinct or otherwise, the remaining members of said county central com- 
mittee may elect a committeeman to fill the vacancy, and he shall be a 
resident of the precinct in which the vacancy occurred. Such committee 
shall also have the power to fill any vacancy occurring in the position of 
state committeeman from such county. The said county committee shall 
at its first meeting, if possible, elect a member of the state committee. 

(2) State Committee — The state committee shall be composed of one 
member from each county, elected as aforesaid. 

(3) Judicial Committee — The members of the state committee re- 
siding within the limits of a judicial district shall be and constitute, ex- 
officio the judicial committee of such judicial district. 

Sec. 37. Powers and Duties of Cammittees. The said committee.*^ 
shall meet and organize by electing a chairman and secretary within five 
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days, if possible, after the candidates of their respective political parties 
shall have been declared nominated by the proper canvassing board. The 
outgoing chairman of the respective committees shall fix the time and 
place for such meeting, and deposit notice thereof in the office of the 
County Clerk of the proper counties or county not later than the day fol- 
lowing such primary election. Each committeeman shall hold his position 
for the term of two years from the date of the first meeting of his com- 
mittee, immediately succeeding their election, except committeemen filling 
vacancies, who shall only hold for the unexpired term. Said state, ju- 
dicial and county and city central committees respectively, shall have the 
power to make nominations to fill vacancies occurring among the candi- 
dates of their respective parties nominated within the territory over 
which they, respectively, have jurisdiction, by the primary nominating 
elections; but the foregoing provisions shall not apply to the office of 
Senator in the Congress of the United States. In filling vacancies afore- 
said, certificates shall be filed, stating the name, place of residence and 
postoffice address of the person nominated, the office for which he is 
nominated, and the name of the political party making the nomination^ 
and shall be sworn to by the chairman and secretary of the committee, 
or persons acting in their stead, showing that such nominee is the choice 
of the committee. Each committee may elect managing or executive com- 
mittees and authorize such subcommittees to exercise any and all pow- 
ers conferred upon whole committees by law, and exercise such further 
powers, and make such rules, not inconsistent with this act, as are usually 
exercised and made by such committees. 

Sec. 38. Present Committees. The various political committees now 
in existence are hereby recognized, and they and their officers, shall ex- 
ercise the powders and perform the duties herein prescribed until com- 
mitteemen are chosen in accordance with the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 39. County Convention. On the first Tuesday in May of each 
year in which electors of President and Vice President are to be elected, 
the county central committee of each political party shall meet at the 
county seat of the proper county. Such meeting shall be known as the 
county convention. Said county convention shall choose delegates to 
the state convention of its party to be held as hereinafter provided, in 
number as apportioned by the state committee. 

Sec. 40. State Convention. On the second Monday in May of each 
year in which electors for President and Vice President are to be elected, 
there shall be held a state convention of each political party, the members 
of w^hich shall be composed of the delegates chosen as prescribed in the 
preceding section, or their proxies. Said state convention shall have 
power to make nominations of candidates for the electors of President 
and Vice President of the United States, to adopt any party platform, and 
to choose and select in accordance with the rules and regulations of its 
party, delegates and alternate delegates to national nominating con- 
ventions, and perform such other functions inherent in such political or- 
ganizations, not inconsistent with this act. The nominations for such 
electors so made shall be certified to the Secretary of State by the officers 
of such convention. 

Sec. 41. Call for State Convention. At least twenty days before the 
holding of such state convention the state committee respectively of each 
political party shall file in the office of the County Clerk of each county, 
a call for such" state convention, the total number of delegates which 
shall compose said convention, and the number of delegates to which 
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each county is entitled in the state convention, and the ratio of appor- 
tionment made, which shall be as nearly just as possible. 

Sec. 42. Same Subject. Delegates to state conventions of political 
parties shall be chosen, state conventions of political parties shall be held, 
and nominations by political parties for electors of President and Vice 
President of the United States, shall be made as provided in this act 
and not otherwise. 

Sec. 43. Election Laws. The Secretary of State shall provide copies 
of this law, in conjunction with the general election laws of this state, 
and transmit the same to the County Clerk of each county, at l6ast twenty 
days before any such* direct primary election herein provided, and the 
same shall be in lieu of any such copies of said general election laws re- 
quired to be transmitted to County Clerks by the Secretary of State for 
use in such counties. 

Sec. 44. Meaning of Political Party. The title or term ''political 
party" shall mean a party which at the last preceding general election 
cast for its candidate for Representative in Congress at least ten per cent 
of the total vote cast at said election. 

• 

Sec. 45. Nomination by Other Parties. Any political organization 
which at the general election last preceding any primary election cast less 
than ten per cent of the total votes cast, for Representative in Congress, 
may nominate candidates in the manner provided by existing laws for \ 

conventions. Provided, however, that all such conventions must be held 
upon the same days as the primary elections herein provided for. 

Sec. 46. Nominations by Petition. Nothing contained in this act 
shall be construed so as to prohibit nominations of candidates for office 
by petitions as now authorized by law, but no person so nominated 
shall be permitted to use the name of any political party, authorized or 
entitled under this act to nominate a ticket by primary vote, or that has 
nominated a ticket by primary vote under the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 47. Applicable to Certain Cities. The provisions of this act 
shall, as far as applicable, govern the nominations of candidates by po- 
litical parties for all offices to be filled by direct vote of the people in 
towns and cities having a population of three thousand inhabitants or 
more, but none other. The duties devolving upon the County Clerk by the 
foregoing provisions of this act, shall in municipal elections devolve upon 
the City Clerk, and the duties devolving upon the Board of County Com- 
missioners and county board of canvassers by the foregoing provisions 
of this act, shall devolve upon the City Council, but when city officers 
are elected at the same time .as county officers, then the provisions of 
this act shall apply as therein mentioned. In all towns and cities to which 
this act is applicable, in which, under the law, the election is held at 
times other than the first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 
then the primary election shall be held three weeks prior to the town or 
city election. The expenses of town or city primaries shall be paid by the 
town or city. Provided, however, that this act shall not apply to towns 
or cities which may hereafter adopt a plan of government, commonly 
called the commission form of government. 

Section 48. Special Elections. This act shall not apply to special 
elections to fill vacancies except that the party committees "herein pro- 
vided for shall be and constitute the party committees at all times here- 
after. 
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Sec. 49. Definition of Terms. The term *' primary election'' as used 
in this act, shall be construed to apply to an election by the members of 
the various political parties for the purpose of placing in nomination 
candidates for public office, and for the selection of party committeemen. 
The term ** primary" shall mean primary election; the term *' election," 
unless the context indicates otherwise, shall mean a general election at 
which officers are elected; the term **city" shall include town, and vice 
versa; whenever the masculine pronoun is used in this act, it shall be 
construed to include the feminine; the term *^ committeeman" shall be in- 
cluded in the term ** position." It shall only be necessary for a voter to 
state that he is twenty-one years of age to any question in relation to age. 

Sec. 50. Liberal Construction. This act shall be construed liberally, 
so. as to insure full opportunity to become candidates and for voters to 
express their choice. 

Sec. 51. Misconduct. Any party committeeman or any primary 
elector or other public officer, or any other person, upon whom a duty 
is imposed by this act, who shall wilfully neglect to perform any such 
duty, or who shall wilfully perform it in any such way as to hinder the 
object thereof, or shall disclose to any one, except as may be ordered 
by any court or judge, the contents of any ballot or any part thereof, 
or whoever shall commit any act prohibited herein, shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars, nor more than one thou- 
sand dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail not to exceed one 
year, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 52. Bribery — ^Illegal Voting. Any person offering or giving 
a bribe, either in money or other consideration, to any elector for the 
purpose influencing his vote at a primary election, or any elector en- 
titled to vote at such primary election receiving and accepting such bride ; 
any person making any false answer to any of the provisions of this act 
relative to his qualifications and party affiliations, or make or subscribe 
any false affidavit in reference thereto; any person wilfully voting or 
offering to vote at a primary election, who is not a qualified elector of 
the precinct where he offers to vote or votes, any person violating any 
of the provisions of this act, or any of the provisions of the law as may 
be hereto applied, and any person knowing, procuring, aiding or abetting 
such violation, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars, nor more than 
one thousand dollars, or be imprisoned in the county jail not to exceed 
one year. 

Sec. 53. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

FIXING SALARY OF DAIRY, FOOD AND OIL COMMISSIONER. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 234, of Chapter 25, Wyoming Compiled Stat- 
utes, 1910, entitled ''Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner," relating to the appoint- 
ment and salary of the Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 234 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 
1910, be and the same are hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows: 

"Sec. 234. The office of Dairy, Pood and Oil Commissioner for the 
State of Wyoming is hereby created. Such Commissioner shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, by and with the advice and consent of th*; 
Senate, and his term of office shall be four years, and until his successor 
is appointed and qualified. Vacancies occurring in the office for any cause, 
shall be filled by appointment for the balance of the unexpired term. 
The salary of the Commissioner shall be $2,000.00 per annum, together 
with his actual and necessary expenses, incurred in the discharge of his

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 826, Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, now 
Section 634 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming of 1910, relating to terms 
of payment for state lands.

Section 1. That Section 826, Revised Statutes of Wyoming, 1899, 
now Section 634 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, of 1910, be 
amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

"Sec. 634. Terms of Payment. The terms of payment for school 
and state lands shall be as follows: *Not less than ten per cent of the 
purchase price in cash on day of sale, the balance in not to exceed eighteen 
equal annual payments with interest thereon at the rate of four per cent 
per annum and six per cent per annum on all amounts not paid when due. 
The interest on all deferred payments shall be paid annually. The 
purchaser may pay in full at the time of the sale or payment of any annual 
installment may be made at any time if interest is paid on same to the 
time of the next annual payment. 
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Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with the provisions of 
this act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

PROVIDING A LIEN FOR AMOUNT DUE MINER OR LABORER FOR LABOR

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Every Laborer or Uiner Shall Have Lien. 

Section 1. That every laborer, or miner, who shall perform labor in 
opening or developing any coal mine, including sinking shafts, construct- 
ing slopes, or drifts, mining coal and the like, shall have a lien upon all 
of the property of the person, firm or corporation owning, constructing 
or operating such mine, used in the construction or operation thereof, 
including real estate, buildings, engines, cars, mules, horses, scales and 
all other personal property, for the value of such labor for the full 
amount thereof, upon the same terms, with the same rights and to be se- 
cured and enforced as mechanics and builders liens are secured and en- 
forced. 

Repeal. 

Sec. 2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 27. 

House Bill No. 56. 

PRESCRIBING ELECTING DIRECTORS FOR CORPORATIONS, FOR CUMULA- 
TIVE VOTING OF SHARES OF STOCK. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3978, Compiled Statutes of Wyoming of 1910, 
prescribing the method of electing directors for corporations and for the 
cumulative voting of shares of stock in said corporations. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Directors — ^Election — ^Vacancies. 

Section 1. Section 3978 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming of 
1910, is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

"Sec, 3978. The stock, property and concerns of such company 
shall be managed by not less than three directors who shall respectively 
be stockholders in said company, and who shall (except the first year) 
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be annually elected by the stockholders, at such time and place as shall 
be directed by the by-laws of the company ; and public notice of the time 
and place of holding such election shall be published not less than ten 
days previous thereto, in the newspaper printed neare;st to the place where 
the operations of said company shall be carried on, and the election shall 
be made by such of the stockholders as shall attend for that purpose, 
either in person or by proxy, provided "h. majority^of the stock is repre- 
sented ;Jwhen it is found that a majority of the stock^is represented at such 
meeting, or adjourned meeting, the stockholders shall proceed to nomi- 
nate a number of directors to be elected, each stockholder having the right 
to nominate. The election shall be by ballot, on which each person vot- 
ing shall wrile the names of as many persons as are to be elected from 
the nominees. Each stockholder shall have the right to vote in person 
or by proxy, the number of shares owned by him or her, and in ballot- 
ing for directors he or she may vote said number of shares for as many 
directors as are to be elected, or he or she may cumulate such shares and 
give one candidate as many votes as the number of directors multiplied 
by the number of his or her shares of stock shall equal, or to distribute 
them on the same principle among as many candidates as he or she ra^iy 
desire; and the person having the highest number of votes in consecutive 
order shall be declared elected as the board of directors for that year, 
and such directors shall not be elected in any oth^r way, and when va- 
cancy shall happen among the directors by death, resignation or other- 
wise, it shall be filled for the remainder of the year as shall be provided 
by the by-laws of said company." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

House Bill No. 79. 

PROVIDING FOR SELLING OF IMPOUNDED ANIMALS; PROHIBITING THE

AN ACT to provide for the selling of all animals impounded under any ordinance of 
any of the cities and towns in the State of Wyoming restraining or prohibit- 
ing the running at large of any live stock or other animals. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of IVyoming: 

Additional Powers Oranted to Cities and Towns. 

Section 1. That in addition to the powers provided and given by 
law to the various cities and towns in the State of Wyoming, each and 
every city or town in the State of Wyoming, whether incorporated under 
a special charter or act, or under the general law for the incorporation of 
cities or towns, shall have power to regulate, restrain and prohibit the 
running at large within the limits of said city or town, of cattle, horses, 
hogs, mules, sheep, goats, dogs and other animals, and to provide for the 
empounding of any such animals that may be running at large contrary 
to any ordinance of such city or town, and that such animals may be 
sold to discharge the cost and penalty provided for the violation of such 
prohibition or regulation and the expense of empounding and keeping 
the same and of such sales; to provide for the erection of all needful 
pens and pounds for the use of such city or town within or without the 
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town or city limits; to appoint and compensate keepers thereof, and to 
establish and enforce rules governing the same. 

Repeal. 

Sec. 2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with or contrary to the 
provisions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CONFIRMING RIGHTS TO USE OF WATERS OF STATE INITIATED BY 

DOMESTIC CORPORATIONS. 

AN ACT confirming in domestic corporations rights to the use of waters of the state 
initiated by said corporations. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of JVyoming: 

Domestic Incorporations Permitted to Use of Waters. 

Section 1. Whenever any corporation organized under the laws 
of this state for the purpose of engaging in live stock, agricultural or 
other lines of business shall have, in the manner prescribed by the laws 
of the state, obtained a permit or permits to make beneficial uses of 
the waters of any stream, lake or reservoir in the state, the rights so 
initiated shall be and are hereby confirmed in said corporations to such 
extent as the acts of appropriation by said corporation warrant, justify 
and sustain, notwithstanding that the certificate of incorporaion, of any 
such corporaion, does not, in express words, state that said corporation 
is organized for the purpose of constructing ditches or other irrigation 
works, or for the purpose of acquiring water rights, or engaging in irri- 
gation. 

Repeal. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

REGULATING MEASURING OF HAY TO DETERMINE TONNAGE. 

AN ACT regulating and prescribing the manner of measuring hay in stack to determine 
tonnage. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Legal Measurement for Hay in Stacks. 

Section 1. That from and after the passage of this law, unless 
otherwise agreed to between the contracting parties, the following shall 
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constitute the legal measurement for hay in stack in the State of Wyo- 
ming : 

Four hundred and twenty-two (422) cubic feet shall constitute a ton 
of clean, native, blue joint hay, after thirty (30) days up to three (3) 
months settlement in stack. As to all other kinds of hay, after the same 
shall have been settled in stack from sixty (60) days and up, five hundred 
and twelve (512) cubic feet shall constitute a ton of alfalfa or rough 
slough grass, after the same shall have been in the stack thirty (30) days 
and up to one (1) year. Four hundred and fifty (450) cubic feet shall con- 
stitute a ton of clean timothy and clover, after the same shall have been 
in the stack thirty (30) days, and up to one (1) year. 

Making measurements of hay in stack, the following is hereby made 
the legal method of measurements, to- wit : The width and length of the 
stack shall be measured, and the distance from the ground against obe 
side of the stack to the ground against the other side of the stack, di- 
rectly over and opposite, shall be taken in linear feet and inches, and then 
the width shall be subtracted from the measurement over the stack, as 
above indicated, the result divided by two, and the result so obtained 
multiplied by the width, and the result thus obtained multiplied by the 
length, which will give the number of cubic feet contained in the stack, 
and the tonnage shall thereupon be determined by dividing the total 
number of cubic feet by the number of cubic feet allowed under the pro- 
visions of this act for a ton. 

Repeal. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall be in full force and effect from and after its 
passage.

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 844 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
relating to the sale of irrigation district bonds. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Sale of Bands. 

Section 1. That Section 844, of the AVyomiufr Compiled Statutes, 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enactecj, so as to read as 
follows : 

**Sec. 844. The board may sell bonds, authorized as aforesaid from 
time to time, in such quantities as may be necessary and most advant- 
ageous, to raise money for the construction or purchase of canals, reser- 
voir sites, reservoirs, water rights and works, and otherwise to fully 
carry out the object and purposes of this chapter. Before making any 
sale, the board shall, at a meeting, by resolution, declare an intention to 
sell a specified amount of the bonds, and the day and hour and place of 
such sale, and enter, or cause to be entered, such resolution upon the 
minutes, and shall cause notice of such sale to be given by publication, in 
a responsible financial newspaper, or weekly financial journal, located in 
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the city of Chicago or New York, or in other like financial newspaper, or 
weekly financial journal, if deemed proper in the discretion of the board. 
Such publication to be made in at least three issues of said financial news- 
paper, or financial weekly journal, and to extend over a period of not 
less than 20 days prior to date of sale of said bonds. The notice shall 
state that sealed proposals will be received by the board at their office, for 
the purchase of the bonds, stating the amount of the bonds, and the day, 
hour and place of sale. At the time appointed the board shall open the 
proposals and award the purchase of the bonds to the highest responsible 
bidder, and may reject any and all bids ; but said board shall, in no event, 
sell any of said bonds for less than ninety per cent, of the face value 
thereof. In case no bid is made and accepted, as above provided, the 
board of directors is hereby authorized to use said bonds for the pur- 
chase of canals, reservoir sites, reservoirs, water rights and works, and 
any necessary property, or for the construction of any canal, reservoir 
and works, or in payment of any indebtedness incurred under the pro- 
visions of this chapter. Provided, said bonds shall not be disposed of at 
less than ninety per cent, of their face value thereof. And provided, fur- 
ther, that such bonds may be sold at private sale for not less than ninety 
per cent, of the face value thereof, whenever hereafter, or heretofore, no 
sale has been effected in response to the advertisement herein provided 
for.'' 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

RENEWAL OF CORPORATE FRANCHISES— EXTENSION OF LIFE OF COR- 
PORATIONS. 

AN ACT permitting the renewal of corporate franchises and extension of the life of

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Renewal of Franchise. 

Section 1. Any corporation, organized under any law of the state, 
may upon, or within one year before the expiration of the time of its ex- 
istence, be' continued in existence, and have a renewal of its franchise, 
upon the same terms and conditions, and the same privileges as specified 
in the original certificate of incorporation, or amendments thereto, for 
such period as may be specified in its certificate, by filing a certificate, or 
certificates, with such officer or officers, as provided by law in original in- 
corporation, which said certificate, duly authorized by the board of di- 
rectors of such corporation, must be duly acknowledged by the president 
or vice president, and by the secretary, or assistant secretary, of such 
corporation, and shall contain a statement that such corporation desires 
to continue its existence for a period of years specified therein, which 
shall not exceed the period now authorized by law in case of original cor- 
poration, and shall further contain the certificate, signed by such officers 
that the said certificate is filed in accordance with a resolution of the 
board of directors of such corporation. The same fees, provided by law 
to be paid, in case of original corporation shall be paid at the time of the 
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filing of such certificate. Provided, however, that this act shall not apply 
to any public utility corporation, having or operating under, or in con- 
nection with any franchise, from any municipality or county in the states 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

PREVENTION OP FRAUD IN SALE OP MERCHANDISE IN BULK. 

AN ACT for the prevention of fraud in the sale of stocks of merchandise in bulk. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Sale of Merchandise. 

Section 1. The sale, transfer or assignment in bulk, of any part, 
or the whole of a stock of merchandise or merchandise and the fixtures 
pertaining to the conducting of said business, otherwise than in the or- 
dinary course of trade, and in the regular prosecution of the business of 
the seller, transferor or assignor, shall be void as against the creditors 
of the seller, transferor or assignor, unless the seller, transferor, assignor 
and purchaser, transferee and assignee shall, at least five days before 
the sale, make a full detailed inventory, showing the quantity and, so 
far as possible with exercise of reasonable diligence, the cost price to the 
seller, transferor, and assignor, of each article to be included in the sale ; 
and unless the purchaser, transferee and assignee demand and receive 
from the seller, transferor and assignor, a written list of names and ad- 
dresses of the creditors of the seller, transferor and assignor, with the 
amount of indebtedness due or owing to each, and certified by the seller, 
transferor and assignor, under oath, to be a full, accurate and complete 
list of his creditors, and of his indebtedness, and unless the purchaser, 
transferee and assignee shall, at least five days before taking possession 
of such paerchandise, or merchandise and fixtures, or paying therefor, 
notify personally, or by registered mail, every creditor, whose name and 
address is stated in said list, or of which he has knowledge, of the pro- 
posed sale and of the price, terms and conditions thereof. 

Who Are Included. 

Sec. 2. Sellers, transferoi's and assignors, purchasers, transferees 
and assignees, under this act, shall include corporations, associations, co- 
partners and individuals. But nothing contained in this act shall apply to 
sales by executors, administrators, receivers, trustees in bankruptcy, or by 
any public officer under judicial process. 

Shall Be Held Accountable. 

Sec. 3. Any purchaser, transferee or assignee, who shall not con- 
form to the provisions of this act shall, upon application of any of the 
creditors of the seller, transferor or assignor, become a receiver and be 
held accountable to such creditors for all the goods, wares, merchandise 
and fixtures that have come into his possession by virtue of such sale, 
transfer or assignment. Provided, however, tha-t any purchaser, trans- 
feree or assignee, who shall conform to the provisions of this act, shall 
not in any way be held accountable to any creditor of the seller, trans- 
feror or assignor for any of the goods, wares, merchandise or fixtures, 
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that have come into the possession of said purchaser, transferee or as- 
signee by virtue of such sale, transfer or assignment. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage and approval.

House Bill No. 104. 
PAYMENT OF DEPOSITS IN TRUST. 

AN ACT relative to payment of deposits in trust. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Payment. 

Section 1. Whenever any deposit shall be made by any person in 
trust for another, and no other or further notice of the existence and 
terms of a legal and valid trust shall have been given in writing to the 
bank, in the event of the death of the trustee, the same, or any part 
thereof, together. with the dividends or interest thereon, may be paid to 
the person for whom said deposit was made, and in case such person is a 
minor, to the duly appointed, qualified and acting guardian thereof. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

PUNISHMENT FOR DEROGATORY STATEMENTS AGAINST BANKS. 

AN ACT to punish for derogatory statements against banks.

Section 1. Any person who shall wilfully and maliciously make, 
circulate or transmit to another or others any false statement, rumor or 
suggestion, written, printed, or by word of mouth, which is directly or 
by inference derogatory to the financial condition or affects the solvency 
or financial standing of any bank, savings bank, banking institution or 
trust company doing business in this state, or who shall wilfully and ma- 
liciously counsel, aid, procure, or induce, another to start, transmit or 
circulate any such false statement or* rumor, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than one hundred dollars nor more than one thousand dollars, or 
by imprisonment in the county jail for a term of not more than one year, 
or both.

''Sec. 5695. At any time after the lapse of six months from the 
issuing of letters testamentary or of administration, any heir, devisee or 
legatee may present his petition to the court or judge for the legacy or 
share of the estate to which he is entitled to be given to him upon his 
giving bonds, with surety, for the payment of his proportion of the debts 
of the estate, and at any time after the expiration of the period in which 
creditors can file their claim against an estate in the course of admin- 
istration, any such heir, devisee or legatee may present his petition to 
the court or judge for the legacy or share of the estate to which he is en- 
titled, and if it shall appear to the court or judge that there is property 
in the hands of the executor or administrator over and above the amount 
necessary to pay the costs of administration and all just claims against 
the estate and ready for distribution, he shall direct the executor or ad- 
ministrator to set aside to such heir, devisee or legatee, his proportion of 
the property so ready for distribution.

and expenses, shall be audited and paid by the Board of Commissioners 
of such new county in the same manner as bills against said county in- 
curred after full organization thereof and under authority of the said 
Commissioners.

AN ACT empowering special charter cities having a population of not less than ten 
thousand inhabitants to enter into and perform contracts with the United 
States Government, its departments, or representatives, to supply water for 
the use of military posts, forts, or stations of the United States adjoining 
such cities and validating such contracts heretofore made. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Cities to Enter Into Contract to Supply Water. 

Section 1. That every city of this state heretofore incorporated un- 
der a special charter and not under the general laws of the State of 
Wyoming, and having a population of not less than ten thousand inhab- 
itants, to be determined by the last preceding United States census, shall 
have power to enter into and fully perform contracts with the United 
States Government, or any department, or representative thereof, for the 
purpose of supplying water for the use, needs and requirements of any 
military post, fort, or station, of the United States, when such military 
post, fort or station is situated without the corporate limits, but adjoins 
or is in the immediate neighborhood of said city. 

Contracts Ratified. 

Sec. 2. That any and all contracts heretofore entered into between 
any city mentioned in the preceding section and the United States Gov- 
ernment, or any department, or representative thereof, for the purpose 
of supplying water for the use, needs and requirements of any military 
post, fort or station of the United States situated without the corporate 
limits, but adjoining or being in the immediate neighborhood of said city, 
are hereby ratified and confirmed, and the same shall be held as valid and 
binding contracts, any other law or act to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CORRUPT PRACTICES. 

AN ACT to limit candidates* election expenses ; to define, prevent and punish corrupt 
and illegal practices in nominations and elections, and to secure and protect the 
purity of the ballot.

Amount of Expenses Limited. 

Section 1. No sums of money shall be paid and no expenses author- 
ized or incurred by or on behalf of any candidate for office, including 
Senators of the United States, as follows : In his campaign for nomination 
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to any public office or position in or from this state in excess of twenty 
per cent (20%) of one year's compensation or salary of the office for 
which he is a candidate ; in his campaign for election to any office in this 
state in excess of twenty per cent (20%) of one year's salary or compen- 
sation of the office to which he seeks to be elected ; provided, that no can- 
didate shall be restricted to less than one hundred dollars ($100.00) in 
each of such campaigns, and provided, further, that the foregoing shall 
not apply to traveling expenses nor to expenses hereafter specially pro- 
vided for. 

Itemized Statements by Candidates. 

Sec. 2. Every candidate for any office to be voted for at any 
primary, municipal or general election shall, within twenty days after 
the holding of such primary, municipal or general election, file a true^ 
oacifict, detailed, s^Eurn statement showing each and all sums of money 
or other tilings of value disbursed, expended or promised directly or indi- 
rectly by him, and to the best of his knowledge and belief by any other 
person or persons in his behalf for the purpose of aiding or securing his 
nomination or election. If the person be a candidate for a municipal or a 
county office, such statement shall be filed with the County Clerk ; if for 
a state office, or atiy other office to be voted for by the electors of more 
than one county, such statements shall be filed with the Secretary of 
State. Such statement shall show the dates, amounts and from whom such 
sums of money or other things of value were received; and the dates, 
amounts, purposes and to whom paid or disbursed, and shall include the 
assessment of any person, committee, or organization in charge of the 
campaign of such candidate. 

Statements by Committee Chairman. 

Sec. 3. The chairman of each party central committee for the state, 
district or county, shall file a statement of receipts and expenditures, 
within twenty days after the general election. The chairman of state and 
district central committees shall file said statements with the Secretary 
of State ; and the chairman of county central committees, with the County 
Clerk. Such statements shall contain all the information required to be 
filed by candidates as set forth in Section two (2) of this act, and, in ad- 
dition thereto shall state the amounts or balances remaining on hand. 
The person filing the same shall make oath that it is a full, true and cor- 
rect statement. 

Statements by Other Persons. 

Sec. 4. Every person receiving or expending money or incurring 
liability by authority or in behalf of or to promote the success or defeat 
of any candidate or other person or political party or any organization, 
shall on demand and in any event within twenty days after such receipt,, 
expenditure or incurrence of liability, give such candidate or other per- 
son, or the treasurer of the political party or any organization on whose 
behalf such expense or liability was incurred, detailed account thereof,, 
with proper vouchers. Every payment made in connection with political 
affairs, as herein contemplated, except payments less in the aggregate 
than five dollars to any person, shall be vouched for by a receipted bill 
. stating the particulars of expense. Every voucher, receipt and account 
hereby required shall be a part of the accounts and files of such treasurer, 
candidate or other person, and shall be filed with the proper public officer 
mentioned in the preceding sections at the time of the filing of the state- 
ments, as provided in the two preceding sections, if the amount or value^ 
received or expended by any person, as aforesaid, is greater than fifty 
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■dollars, such person shall file the itemized account thereof, giving the 
names, from whom such money or value is received and to whom paid, 
with receipts or payments attached, as aforesaid, directly with the proper 
public officer, with whom the same is otherwise to be filed by any candi- 
date or chairman of a political committee or organization, within twenty 
days after the election in or in connection with which said money or 
value was expended. 

Statements Public. 

Sec. 6. The statements provided for in this act shall be open at all 
times to the inspection of the public, and remain on file and become a 
part of the permanent records in the office where filed. 

Inspection by Officers. 

Sec. 6. The several officers with w^hom statements are required to 
be filed shall inspect all statements of accounts and expenses relating to 
nominations and elections filed with them within ten days after the 
same are filed ; and, if, upon examination, it appears that any person has 
failed to file a statement as required by law, or, if it appears to any such 
officer that the statement filed with him does not conform to law, or, 
upon complaint in writing by a voter that a statement filed does not con- 
form to law, or to the truth, or that any person has failed to file a state- 
ment which he is by law required to file, said officer shall forthwith, in 
writing, notify the delinquent person. 

Action by Prosecutor. 

Sec. 7. Upon the failure of any person to file a statement within ten 
days after receiving notice under the preceding section, or if any state- 
ment filed as above discloses any violation of any provision of this act 
relating to corrupt practices in elections, or in any other provision of 
the election laws, the Secretary of State, the County Clerk, or the City 
Clerk, as the case may be, shall forthwith notify the County and Prose- 
cuting Attorney of the county where said violation occurred, and shall 
furnish him with copies of all papers relating thereto, and said County 
and Prosecuting Attorney shall, in the name of the state, forthwith in- 
stitute such proceedings as may be appropriate to the facts. 

True Record to Be Kept. 

Sec. 8. Every political committee or organization shall have a treas- 
urer who shall be a voter in this state, and such committee and the treas- 
urer thereof, and other person receiving or expending money for po- 
litical purposes of more than fifty dollars in money value, shall keep a 
true and correct book account thereof. No person shall make a payment 
of his own money or of another person's money to any other person in con- 
nection with a nomination or election in any other name than that of the 
person who in truth supplies the money ; nor shall any per^son knowingly 
receive such payment or enter or cause the same to be entered in his ac- 
counts or records in another name thaii that of the person by whom it 
was actually furnished; provided, if the money be received from the 
treasurer of any political organization it shall be sufficient to enter the 
same as received from said treasurer. 

Services for Hire Prohibited. 

Sec. 9. No person shall agree to perform any services in the interest 
of any candidate for office or any political committee or organization in 
consideration of any money or other valuable thing, or shall accept any 
money or other valuable thing for such service performed in the interest 
of any candidate or any political committee or organization, and no per- 
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son shall pay or offer to pay or give or offer to give money or other valu- 
able things for such services. Nothing herein shall be construed to pro- 
hibit any person from making contracts in good faith for the announce- 
ment of his candidacy in the newspapers, and for the securing of names 
of voters required to file preliminary nomination papers and the pay- 
ment of any reasonable compensation for such services. 

Nor shall any provision of this act be construed as relating to the 
rendering of services by speakers, writers, publishers, or others, for which 
no compensation is asked or given; nor to prohibit expenditure by com- 
mittees of political parties or organizations for public speakers, music, 
halls, lights, literature, advertising, office rent, printing, postage, clerk 
hire, challengers or watchers at the polls, traveling expenses, telegraph- 
ing, telephoning, or the making of poll lists. 

Corporation Contributions Prohibited. 

Sec. 10. No corporation shall pay or contribute in order to aid, pro- ly^ 
mote, or prevent, the nomination or election of any person, or in order to 
aid or promote the interests, success or defeat of any political party or or- 
ganization. No person shall solicit or receive such payment or contribu- 
tion from such corporation. 

Failure to File Statements. 

Sec. 11. The name of a candidate chosen at a primary nominating 
election or otherwise, shall not be printed on the official ballot for the 
ensuing election unless there has been filed by or on behalf of said can- 
didate the statements of accounts and expenses relating to nominations 
required by this act, but delay in making any such statement beyond 
the time prescribed shall not preclude its acceptance or prevent the in- 
sertion of the name on the ballot if there is reasonable time therefor after 
the receipt of such statements. Any such vacancy on the ballot shall be 
filled by the proper committee of his political party in the manner au- 
thorized by law, but not by the use of the name of the candidate who 
failed to file such statements. No person shall receive a certificate of 
election until he shall have filed the statements required by this act. 

Actions in Court. 

Sec. 12. The Circuit Court of the county in which any statement 
of accounts and expenses relating to nominations and elections should be 
filed, unless herein otherwise provided, shall have exclusive original juris- 
diction of all violations of this actf and may compel any person who fails 
to file such a statement as required by this act, or who files a statement 
which does not confrm to the provisions of this act in respect to its truth, 
sufficiency in detail or otherwise, to file a sufficient statement,! and may 
declare void the selection or election of any candidate or person at any 
primary or general election^ for violation by such person of any pro- 
visions of this act, fiponthe application of the County and Prosecuting 
Attorney, or any voterjlf Provided, however, that the petition therefor 
shall be filed within sixty days after the election, primary or general, at 
or in connection with which the violations occurred: provided, further, 
that in such action all trivial charges shall be disregarded, and the viola- 
tions shall appear to have been knowingly and wilful; and, provided, 
further, that this section shall not be construed to apply to any contest 
before the Legislature. 

A ctions — ^Vacancy. 

Sec. 13. It shall be the duty of the County and Prosecuting Attor- 
ney who has received information of the violations of any provisions of 
this act, which are to be prosecuted in his county, to commence an action 
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or prosecution therefor. And any action brought under this act shall 
have preference on the docket of any court of the state in which the 
same shall be pending over all other civil actions whatever. Any vacancy 
occurring in any position or office by the judgment of any court, as herein 
contemplated, shall be filled as other vacancies in other position or office. 

Incrimination of Witnesses. 

Sec. 14. In prosecutions under this act, no witness shall be excused 
from giving testimony on the ground that his testimony would tend to 
render him criminally liable or expose him to public ignominy, but any 
matter so elicited shall not be used against him, and said witnesses shall 
not be prosecuted for any crime connected with or growing out of the act 
on Tvhich the prosecution is based in the cause in which his evidence is 
used for the state, under the provisions of this section. 

Penalties. 

Sec. 16. Any person violating any provisions of this act or failing 
to perform the duty herein upon him enjoined, at the time and in the 
manner herein specified, or who wilfully makes any false entries in the 
books herein provided to be kept, or who wilfully makes any false state- 
ments in the accounts and statements herein required to be filed| shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, andj^upon conviction thereof, shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or imprison- 
ment in the county jail of not more than one year, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. 

Political Committee Defined. 

Sec. 16. The terms ** political committee'* and ''political party '^ 
shall apply to every combination of two or more persons who shall aid 
or promote the success or defeat of a candidate, or a political party or 
principle, and the provisions of law relating thereto shall apply to any 
firm or partnership, to any corporation, and to any club, organization, as- 
sociation, or other combination of persons, whether incorporated or not, 
with similar purposes, whether primary or incidental. 

/rimary Candidates May Have Pamphlets Printed. 
Sec. 17. Any candidate, and unless he notifies the Secretary of 
State that he refuses them permission, the friends of any candidate for 
nomination to any state office, may file with the Secretary of State, for 
publication as herein provided, not later than the thirty-third day before 
the biennial primary nomination election, with his portrait cut, if he 
• wishes, a printed or typewritten statement or statements, on the con- 
ditions hereinafter set forth, over his or their signatures, stating the rea- 
sons why he should be nominated ; provided, that no candidate, nor his 
friends, shall be allowed to file any such statements, unless his petition 
for nomination is duly filed with the Secretary of State. Any person or 
persons opposing the nominations of any such candidate may, not later 
than th e thirti eth day before said nominating election, file with the Sec- 
retary of.iState~lheir printed or typewritten statements over their sig- 
natures, of the reason why such candidate should not be nominated, but 
every such statement shall be accompanied by proof, by affidavit or sher- 
iff's return, that they have caused to be served personally and in person, 
upon such candidate, a true copy of such statement. Each candidate 
shall be allowed one page of printed matter, and those opposing him shall 
each be allowed o»e page of space on equal terms with him, as hereinafter 
provided. Nothing in this law shall be deemed to make any such state- 
ment or the authors thereof free or exempt from any civil or criminal ac- 
tion or penalty, because of any false, slanderous or libelous statements.

offered for printing, or contained in said pamphlet. The person or persons 
procuring, making, composing or offering such statement for filing, shall 
he deemed the authors and publishers thereof. 

Amount of Fee Required. 

Sec. 18. Candidates for nomination shall pay for one page of space, 
or part thereof, in the publication herein provided for, as follows : For 
the oflSce of United States Senator in Congress, two hundred dollars ; for 
Representative in Congress, Governor of the state and Supreme Court 
Justices, one hundred and fifty dollars; for all other state officers, one 
hundred dollars. For all other space, one hundred dollars per page, or 
part thereof, shall be paid. Any candidate may have additional space at 
the rate of one hundred dollars per page, but no payment shall be re- 
•ceived for less than a full page ; provided, that no more than three ad- 
ditional pages shall be allowed to any one candidate. All payments re- 
quired by this section shall be made to the Secretary of State when the 
statement is offered to him for filing, and be paid by him into the general 
fund in the state treasury. 

Arranging Primary Pamphlets. 

Sec. 19. Not later than the twenty-eighth day before the primary 
nominating election, the Secretary of State shall cause to be printed all 
of such statements and portrait cuts, properly compiled, edited, prepared 
and indexed for printing ; it shall be the duty to print and bind the same 
in pamphliet form, printing the pictures of candidates with, and as part 
of their several statements, where such portrait cuts are offered; state- 
ments of those who directly oppose any candidate shall follow next after 
his statement. All of the statements filed for and against all the candi- 
dates for nomination to each office shall be printed in the order in which 
■candidates' names are grouped under the title of their offices on the of- 
ficial ballot at the the nominating election. In preparing said pamphlets 
for printing, the Secretary of State shall compile the copy for the same 
in such form as to make it most convenient to print and bind under one 
cover, separately for each political party, the statements of candidates 
to be voted for by members of that party ; said pamphlets shall be printed 
and bound as aforesaid as quickly as possible, and shall be delivered to 
said Secretary of State not later than the twentieth day before the pri- 
mary nominating election. 

Mailing Primuy Lists — Preparing Them. 

Sec. 20. The several County Clerks shall make lists of the postoflfice 
address of each voter and his party affiliation, obtained from the last reg- 
istration or election poll lists, and from sworn statements furnished by 
the chairman of the several central committees in each county, and from 
such other sources as may be available, and shall mail a certified copy of 
such lists to the Secretary of State at least twenty days prior to the bi- 
ennial primary election, and revise and complete said lists and mail a cer- 
tified copy thereof to the Secretary of State at least twenty days pre- 
ceding any general election. At least ten days before the regular biennial 
primary nominating election, the Secretary of State shall forward hy mail 
to every voter who is registered as a member of one of the several po- 
litical parties, required to nominate their candidate at such nominating 
election, a copy of the pamphlet of his political party, containing the 
names and statements herein provided for. The pages of the pamphlets 
required by this act shall be six by nine inches in size, and the printed 
matter therein shall be set at eight point, Roman faced type, single leaded, 
and twenty-five ems pica in width, with proper heads. In the foot margin 
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of every page of the party pamphlets for nominating election shall be 
shown the authority for the information therein, as **This information^ 
furnished by (name of candidate or name of his friends or opponents)/' 
as the case may be. In the foot margin of every page of the pamphlet 
herein provided for the general election shall be shown the authority for 
the statements thereof, as **This information furnished by (title of com- 
mittee or managing agent of the political party or name of the inde- 
pendent candidate),^' as the case may be. 

Sec. 21. Mailing Election Pamphlets. Not later than the thirtieth 
day before the regular biennial general election, the state executive 
committee or managing officers . of any political party or organization 
having nominated candidates, but no others except independent candi- 
dates, may file with the Secretary of State portrait cuts of its candidates, 
and typewritten statements and arguments for the success of its principles 
and the election of its candidates, and opposing or attacking the principles 
and candidates of all other parties. Not later than the twenty-eighth 
day before said general election the Secretary of State shall deliver to 
the printer, properly compiled and prepared for printing, the said por- 
trait cuts, statements and arguments, with an order for the number of 
pamphlet copies of the same necessary to supply one, at least complete as 
to the candidates to be voted for. To every registered voter within the 
State of Wyoming the printer shall begin delivering said pamphlets to 
the Secretary of State as soon as possible, and shall complete the same 
within ten days. The Secretary of State shall begin mailing the pamphlets 
to the voters of the state as soon as they are delivered to him, and shall 
complete the mailing on or before the tenth day before said general elec- 
tion. 

Fee for Election Pamphlets. 

Sec. 22. All the portrait cuts, statements and arguments of all the 
political parties and independent candidates shall be bound together in 
one pamphlet, and no party shall have more than twetny-four pages, nor 
an independent candidate more than two pages therein. The political par- 
ties and independents shall pay to the Secretary of State for the public 
treasury for said pamphlet at the time of filing their copy with him, at 
the rate of fifty dollars for each printed page of space in said pamphlet 
used by such party or independent candidate. 



tting to Lowest Bidder — ^Appropriation. 

Sec. 23. The Secretary of State shall let the printing of the pamphlet 
herein provided for to the lowest and best bidder in the same manner as 
in other cases. A sufficient amount of money is hereby appropriated out 
of the treasury, not otherwise appropriated, to carry into effect the pro- 
visions of the foregoing six sections of this act.

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CHAPTER 42. 

House Bill No. 105. 
PAYMENT OF DEPOSITS IN TWO NAMES. 

AN .A.CT relative to payment of deposits in two names. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

When Deposit Is Made in Two Names. 

Section 1. When a deposit has been made, or shall hereafter be 
made in any incorporated bank, trust company or savings bank trans- 
acting business in this state, in the names of two persons, payable to 
either or payable to either or' the survivor, such deposit, or any part 
thereof, or any interest or dividend thereon, may be paid to either of said 
persons whether the other be living or not ; and the receipt or acquittance 
of the person so paid shall be a valid and sufficient release and discharge 
to the bank for any payment so made. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 17th, 1911. 



CHAPTER 43. 

House Bill No. 200 

MAINTAINING RIGHTS OF STATE IN WATERS OF INTERSTATE STREAMS- 
APPROPRIATION. 

AN ACT authorizing proceedings to maintain the rights of the state and its citizens 
in the waters of interstate streams and making an appropriJ^ion for such 
purposes. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Duties of Attorney General. ' 

Section 1. The Attorney General under the direction of the Gov- 
ernor of the state is authorized and directed to institute and maintain 
such proceedings as he may deem expedient to maintain the rights of the 
state and its citizens in the waters of interstate streams. 

Appropriation. 

Sec. 2. There is appropriated out of the Treasury the stftn of twenty- 
five thousand dollars for the purpose of paying the expenses incident to 
the carrying into effect Section 1 of this act, payments therefrom to be 
made upon the certificates of the Governor and Attorney General. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 17th, 1911. 
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CHAPTER 44. 

House Bill No. 127. 

REGULATING LABOR OF PRISONERS ON PUBLIC HIGHWAYS— APPRO. 

PRIATION. 

AN ACT designating certain public highways in the State of Wyoming, and concerning 
the construction thereof by the labor of prisoners sentenced to the state peni- 
tentiary, and making it the duty of the counties through and into which state 
highways extend to assist in certain cases in the construction thereof, and 
making an appropriation to carry into effect this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Public Highways. 

Section 1. There is hereby established within the State of Wyoming 
a system of public highways as hereinafter described, as follows : 

First — ^Beginning at a point where the highways between Cheyenne, 
Wyoming, and Denver, Colorado, crosses the line between the States of 
Wyoming and Colorado, and running and extending thence in a generally 
northerly direction through the city of Cheyenne and the cities and towns 
of Chugwater, Wheatland and Douglas; thence continuing in a westerly 
direction through the towns of Casper and Shoshoni ; thence in a north- 
westerly direction through the towns of Thermopolis and Meeteetse to 
the town of Cody; thence westerly through the Shoshone canyon to the 
westerly line of the Shoshone forest reserve to the Yellowstone National 
Park. 

Second — ^Beginning at the easterly line of the State of Wyoming 
near the town of Pine Bluffs and running thence in a generally westerly 
direction through the following cities and towns: Cheyenne, Laramie, 
Port Steele, Rawlins, Rock Springs, Green River, Granger, Opal, Kem- 
merer, Afton, Jackson's Hole to Yellowstone Park, to the town of Evans- 
ton, following as far as practicable the line of the Unioii Pacific railroad 

Third — ^Beginning at a point in the town of Douglas on said high- 
way hereinbefore described, and running thence in a generally south- 
easterly direction through the town of Torrington, thence northernly 
through the town of Lusk, thence northeasterly direction through the 
towns of Newcastle and Sundance and thence via the Devil 's Tower to the 
town of Hulett. 

Fourth — Beginning at a point on said highway hereinbefore de- 
scribed, in the town of Rawlins and running thence in a generally north- 
erly direction through the towns of Casper and Buffalo and the city of 
Sheridan to a point where the public highway crosses the southerly 
line of the State of Montana, in Sheridan County, Wyoming. 

Fifth — Beginning at a point on said highway hereinbefore described 
in the town of Shoshoni and running thence in a generally westerly di- 
rection to the town of Lander. 

Sixth — ^Beginning at a point in said highway as hereinbefore de- 
scribed in the town of Thermopolis and running thence in a generally 
northerly direction through the towns of Worland, Basin, GreybuU, Lov- 
ell and Byron to the town of Garland. 

Seventh — ^Beginning at a point on said highway hereinbefore de- 
scribed in the town of Fort Steele and running thence in a generally 
southerly direction, through the towns of Saratoga, Encampment and 
Downington to a point where the said highway crosses the line between 
the States of Wyoming and Colorado. 
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Provided that all of said highways shall follow the most preferable 
and practicable route between the various points hereinbefore described 
as said commission may determine, and provided that in determining the 
work to be performed as hereinafter provided, upon any of said high- 
ways, no preference or priority shall be deemed to exist in f^vor of any 
one or more of said highways, but such determinations or decision shall 
lie entirely within the discretion of said commission, who shall decide 
such questions as in their best judgment shall be to the best interest of the 
people of the State of Wyoming. 

Under Authority and Control of State Commission on Prison Labor. 

Sec. 2. The construction, repair and maintenance of said public 
highways shall be done under the authority and control of the said State 
Commission on Prison Labor, subject to the provision of Section 6 of this 
act, who are hereby authorized and required to construct said highways 
by the labor of the convicts in the state penitentiary, as well as also in 
like manner to construct such extensions of said highways and such other 
roads leading to said highways as may from time to time be provided by 
law. 

Employees. 

. Sec. 3. The said commission is hereby authorized and required to 
use and employ all such convicts in the state penitentiary as it may deem 
practicable in the construction of said highways. 

Supervisors Duty. 

Sec. 4. The supervision of all such work shall be under such compe- 
tent persons as may be selected by the said commission; provided, that 
no supervisor thereof shall cause or permit any prisoner under his direc- 
tion or control to be employed for more than eight hours of any day. 

Powers of Commission. 

Sec. 6. The said commission shall have power and they are hereby 
authorized to adopt rules and regulations providing for the granting of 
privileges to prisoners employed upon the highways above mentioned, 
which shall especially refer to the granting of an additional '*good time" 
allowance in the case of prisoners serving short sentences, and better food 
for prisoners serving life sentences, such privileges to be conditioned upon 
the good behavior and eflScient work of such prisoners upon said high- 
ways. 

Location and Surveying Done Under Direction of State Engineer. 

Sec. 6. — The said highways and such additional roads in connection 
therewith as may be provided for, shall be located and surveyed under 
the direction of the State Engineer, who shall cause plans and specifica- 
tions of said highways to be prepared, and designating the materials to 
be used in their construction. He shall take into consideration the cli- 
mate, soil and materials to be had in the vicinity, and the extent and na- 
ture of the probable traffic on said highways with a view to the most 
economic construction thereof consistent with efficiency. The State En- 
gineer shall furnish a Deputy Engineer, who shall be paid six dollars per 
day and legitimate expenses for each day actually and necessarily em- 
ployed, to be paid by the respective counties in the State of Wyoming in 
which said work is done. 

On or before the tenth day of each month the State Engineer shall 
certify to said commission the number of days of service rendered, and the 
expense incurred by him during the month preceding, which certificate 
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shall separately state the items of surveys, and the expense rendered and 
incurred in respect to said highways in each county through which the 
same may pass. 

The Board of County Commissioners of any county through which 
said highway or highways pass, are hereby authorized and required to pay 
the said State Engineer, upon vouchers drawn by said commission in ac- 
cordance with said certificates, the amount due the said State Engineer for 
the work done in said county out of the road fund or general fund of said 
county. 

Duties of County Commissioner. 

Sec. 7. The Boards of County Commissioners of the several counties 
of the State of Wyoming, through which said public highways pass are 
hereby authorized and required to secure the right of way of such high- 
way or highways, wherever necessary, and to construct the necessary 
bridges over any and all rivers over which said highway or highways 
pass in said county ; provided, that all bridges over said rivers shall be 
made in accordance with the plans of said State Engineer ; and provided, 
further, that so far as practicable bridges across small streams shall be 
constructed by said convict labor. Any material necessary to be pur- 
chased for said bridges shall be paid for by the respective counties in 
which the same are located. 

Municipal Authorities. 

Sec. 8. In incorporated cities and towns along said public highways 
the municipal authorities shall construct and maintain said public high- 
ways. 

Appropriation. 

Section 9. The sum of ten thousand dollars is hereby appropriated 
out of any moneys in the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated 
payable upon the vouchers of said commission, upon warrants drawn by 
the State Auditor for the purpose of purchasing the necessary tools, im- 
plements, supplies and equipments necessary in the prosecution of said 
work and for all other necessary expenses incurred in connection there- 
with which shall be approved by said commission. 

Sec. 10. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 17th, 1911. 



CHAPTER 45. 

House Bill No. 45. 
CREATING STATE BOARD OF ACCOUNTANCY. 

AN ACT to create a state board of accountancy and to regulate public accountants. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Ji'yoming: 

Appointment of Board. 

Section 1. Within thirty days after the passage of this act, the Gov- 
ernor shall appoint three persons to constitute a State Board of Ac- 
countancy. The members of said board shall be persons skilled in the 
knowledge and practice of accounting and actively engaged as profes- 
sional accountants within the State of Wyoming. 
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Terms of Office. 

Sec. 2. The members of such board shall hold office for three years 
or until their successors are appointed and have qualified, except that of 
the members first appointed under this act, one shall hold office for one 
year, one for two years and one for three years. The term of each to be 
designated by the Governor in his appointment. Upon the expiration of 
each of said terms a member shall be appointed by the Governor for the 
period of three years, and after the thirty-first day of December, 1911, 
the members of said board shall be appointed from among the holders of 
certificates issued under this act. 



of Board. 

Sec. 3. The board shall determine the qualifications of persons ap- 
plying for certificates under this act, and make rules for the examination 
of applicants and the issue of certificates herein provided for. 

Organization of Board. 

Sec. 4. The board shall organize by the election of one of its mem- 
bers as president, one member as secretary and one member as treasurer : 
provided, however, that the office of secretary and treasurer may be 
held by one person. 

Bond of Treasurer. 

Sec. 6. The treasurer shall give bond to the state in such sum as may 
be determined by the board. 

Records — ^Reports. 

Sec. 6. The board shall keep a complete record of all its proceedings, 
and shall annually submit a full report to the Governor. 

Certificates of Qualification. 

. Sec. 7. The board shall grant certificates of qualification to such 
applicants as may, upon examination, be qualified in "theoretical and 
practical** accountings, '* commercial law" as affecting accountancy, and 
in such other subjects as the board may deem advisable. A majority of 
the board shall constitute a quorum, and the vote of two members shall be 
considered as the action of the board. 

Certified Public Accountant. 

Sec. 8. Any citizen of the United States, or person who has duly de- 
clared his intention of becoming such citizen, over the age of twenty-one 
years, of good moral character, being a graduate of a high school or hav- 
ing had an equivalent education, who has had at least three years ex- 
perience in the practice of accounting, and has passed a satisfactory ex- 
amination as herein provided, shall be entitled to a certificate as public 
accountant, and shall be styled and known as a certified public account- 
ant. 

Examination. 

Sec. 9. The examination shall be held as often as may be necessary 
in the option of the board, and at such- times and places as it may desig- 
nate, but not less frequent than once in each calendar year. 

Fees for Examination. 

Sec. 10. The board shall charge for each examination and certificate 
provided for in this act, a fee of twenty-five dollars ($25.00). This fee 
shall be payable to the treasurer of the board by the applicant at the time 
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of filing the application. In no case shall the examination fee be refunded, 
but said applicant may be re-examined within eighteen months from the 
date of his application without payment of an additional fee. 

Compensation. 

Sec. 11. The members of the board to be appointed under the pro- 
visions of this act shall be paid for the time actually expended in the pur- 
suance of the duties imposed upon them by this act, an amount not 
exceeding ten dollars ($10.00) per day, and they shall also be entitled to 
necessary traveling expenses. 

Expenses — How Paid. 

Sec. 12. From the fees collected, the board shall pay all expenses 
incident to the examinations to be held under this act, the expenses of 
preparing and issuing certificates, the traveling expenses of examiners, 
and their compensation while performing their duties under this act, 
provided, that no expense incurred under this act shall be a charge against 
the state. Any surplus arising shall at the end of each year be de- 
posited by the treasurer of the board, with the State Treasurer to the 
credit of the general fund. 

Certificate Granted. 

Sec. 13. Any person who files his application within six months 
after the organization of the board, and is at the time of filing said ap- 
plication a public accountant and has practiced as such for at least three 
years next preceding the date of his application, the last year which has 
been in the State of Wyoming, shall file with his application proof of said 
facts. The board shall consider said proofs and such other evidence as 
may be procured, and if it be satisfied that the statement contained in said 
application and proofs are true, and that the applicant is of good moral 
character, the board shall accept said proofs and evidence in lieu of an ex- 
amination, and shall grant said applicant a certificate. 

May Practice as Certified Public Accountant. 

Sec. 14. Any citizen of the United States or person who has declared 
his intention of becoming such citizen, over twenty-one (21) years of age, 
of good moral character, and who has complied with the rules and regu- 
lations of the board pertaining to such cases, and who holds a valid and 
unrevoked certificate as a certified public accountant, or the equivalent 
thereof, issued by or under the authority of any other state of the United 
States, or of the United States, or the District of Columbia, or any terri- 
tory of the United States, or by or under the authority of a foreign na- 
tion, when the board shall be satisfied* that their standards and require- 
ments for a certificate as a certified public accountant are substantially 
equivelent to those established by this act, may at the discretion of the 
board receive a certificate as a certified public accountant, and such per- 
son may thereafter practice as a certified public accountant or any abbre- 
viation or abbreviations thereof, in the State of Wyoming, provided, how- 
ever, that such other state or nation extend similar privilege to certified 
public accountants of the State of Wyoming. 

Power of Oovemor to Revoke. 

Sec. 16. The Governor of the State of Wyoming may revoke any 
such certificate for sufficient cause upon the recommendation of the 
Board of Examiners, who shall have given written notice to the holders 
thereof, and after he has had a hearing thereon. 
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Penalty for Misdemeanor. 

Sec. 16. If any person shall hold himself out as having received the 
certificate provided for in this act, or shall assume to practice thereunder 
as a certified public accountant, or use the initials C. P. A. without having 
received such certificate, or after the same shall have been revoked, he 
shall be deemed guilty of misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall 
be fined not less than fifty dollars ($50.00) and not exceeding two hun- 
dred dollars ($200.00) for each offense. 

Sec. 17. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to restrict or 
limit the power or authority of any state, county or municipal oflScer or 
appointee engaged in or upon the examination of the acisounts of any pub- 
lic officer, his employees or appointees. 

Sec. 18. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its. 
passage.

CHAPTER 46. 

House Bill No. 184. 
APPORTIONMENT OF REPRESENTATION. 

AN ACT fixing the state Senatorial and Representative districts and determining the 
legislative representation thereof. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Number for Each County. 

Section 1. Each organized county in the State of Wyoming shall 
constitute a separate senatorial and representative district for the election 
of Senators and Eepresentatives, and until otherwise provided by law 
each organized county as aforesaid shall have representation in the Wyo- 
ming State Legislature as follows, to-wit : 

Albany County — ^Two (2) Senators and four (4) Representatives. 
Big Horn County — Two (2) Senators and three (3) Representatives. 
Carbon County — Two (2) Senators and four (4) Representatives. 
Crook County— One (1) Senator and three (3) Representatives. 
Converse County — One (1) Senator and three (3) Representatives. 
Fremont County — Two (2) Senators and four (4) Representatives. 
Johnson County — One (1) Senator and two (2) Representatives. 
Laramie County — Five (5) Senators and ten (10) Representatives. 
Natrona County — One (1) Senator and two (2) Representatives. 
Sheridan County — Three (3) Senators and seven (7) Representatives. 
Sweetwater County — Two (2) Senators and four (4) Representatives. 
Uinta County — Three (3) Senators and seven (7) Representatives. 
Weston County — One (1) Senator and two (2) Representatives. 
Park County — One (1) Senator and two (2) Representatives. 

Sec. 2. All acts in conflict herewith are repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its. 
passage.

House Bill No. 144. 
PROCEEDING NECESSARY FOR ADMISSION TO THE BAR. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections 957, 960 and 963 of Wyoming Compiled 
Statutes, 1910, relating to the State Board of Law Examiners and the ad- 
mission of persons to practice as attorneys and counselors at law. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 957 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
be, and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as fol- 
lows : 

State Board of Law Examiners — Five Members. 

**Sec. 957. There is hereby created a State Board of Law Examiners 
to consist of five members of the bar of at least five years standing, who 
shall be appointed by the Supreme Court, and shall hold office for the 
term of three years ; provided, that at least one member shall be appointed 
from each judicial district until the number of judicail districts in the 
state shall exceed five, and that whenever the number of judicial districts 
shall exceed five, then no more than one member of the state board shall 
be appointed from the same judicial district. Members of the board shall 
be eligible to re-appointment. In case a vacancy shall occur in the board 
by death, resignation or otherwise, the same shall be filled by appoint- 
ment by the court for the remainder of the term of the member whose 
place may have become vacant.. Removal of a member of the board from 
the district in which he resided when appointed shall be construed as cre- 
ating a vacancy whenever the district from which such removel is had 
would be entitled under the provisions of this section to representation 
Vpon the board.

J^pplicant Fee. 

Sec. 2. That Section 960 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, be, 
and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

"Sec. 960. Every applicant before being examined shall pay into 
the hands of the Clerk of the Supreme Court the fee of fifteen* dollars, 
which shall be covered by the said Clerk into the State Treasury. All 
other fees for admission shall likewise be covered into the State Treasury. 
On payment of one examination fee the applicant shall be entitled to two 
examinations, but no more; the second being applied for not later than 
one year after having taken the first. The payment of the said fees shall

Board Compensation and Per Diem — ^How Paid. 

Sec. 3. That Section 963 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, be, 
and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

**Sec. 963. The members of the State Board of Law Examiners shall 
receive as compensation a per diem of ten dollars for each day necessarily 
employed in attending the meetings of said board, and shall also receive 
his actual and necessary expenses incurred in attending said meetings 
and performing the duties incumbent upon him as a member of said board. 
The actual and necessary expenses of the hoard and its members in the 
performance of their duties and the compensation of its members shall be 
paid out of the State Treasury upon an itemized voucher duly verified 
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and accompanied by a certificate signed by a majority of the members 
of the board showing that the expense has been actually and properly 
incurred in the performance of the duties devolving upon the board, or 
that the compensation has been duly earned, as the case may be. Upon 
the presentation of such voucher and certificate, the auditor shall draw 
his warrant upon the Treasurer for the amount thereof in favor of the 
proper person." 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 48. 

House Bill No. 139. 
RELATING TO LAWFUL FISHING. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 2817 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
relating to lawful fishing. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Lawful Fishing Defined. 

Section 1. That Section 2817 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 
1910, be amended and re-enacted so as to "read as follows : 

"Sec. 2817. Lawful Fishing Defined. A fishing tackle consisting of 
a rod or pole, line and hook, shall be the only lawful means by which fish 
may be taken from the waters of the state. The said hook shall not be 
baited with any poisonous drug or substance, and it shall be unlawful 
for any person or persons to use any net, seine, gill nets, fish traps, grab 
hooks, spears, snare, or similar means for catching fish, and no speckled 
or mountain trout, California trout or any game fish shall be caught at 
any time during open season for speculative purposes, or for market, or 
for sale, and it shall be unlawful for any person to sell or offer for sale 
any speckled or mountain trout caught in the waters of this state ; and it 
is further provided that the citizens of this state shall be permitted to 
fish with seine or gill net with meshes not less than 2^/^ inches in any of 
the waters of the Big Horn river within the state, below the city of Ther- 
mopolis and the North Platte river below Fort Steele in this state ; pro- 
vided, that fish so lawfully caught shall not be shipped out of this state, 
or used as food for any kind of like stock, but persons having more fish 
than can be used for their own consumption may sell the same to resi- 
dents of this state, and further, provided, that the superintendent of a 
fish hatchery district may, upon petition of fifty citizens of the county 
wherein is located any lake or lakes which have been stocked with food 
fish, such as lake trout, white fish and carp and upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Board of County Commissioners of said county, permit citi- 
zens of this state to fish for said lake trout, white fish and carp with a 
gill net with mesh not less than two and one-half inches, said net to be 
exhibited to said superintendent and by him approved ; and it is further 
provided, that fish so lawfully taken shall not be shipped out of the State 
of Wyoming, but persons having more of said fish than can be used for 
their own consumption may sell the same to the residents of the State 
of Wyoming ; and provided, further, that said superintendent may at any 
time revoke said permission if in his judgment it is necessary in order to 
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preserve the fish in lakes. Any person or persons, company or corpora- 
tion offending against this section shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined in any sum not less, 
than twenty dollars nor more than fifty dollars, or shall be imprisoned 
for a period of not more than three months or by both.*' (L. 1899, ch. 19,, 
Sec. 10; R. S. 1899, Sec. 2149.)

RELATING TO DEPUTY COUNTY TREASURERS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 1203 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910^ 
relating to the appointment of Deputy County Treasurers and fixing their 
salaries. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

How Appointed and Salary. 

Section 1. That Section 1203 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes,. 
1910, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

"Sec. 1203. In counties of the first class, the County Treasurer may 
appoint by and with the consent of the Board of County Commissioners,, 
one deputy, for such length of time during each year as said board may 
deem necessary with a compensation of not to exceed one hundred dollars, 
per month to be fixed by said board ; and in all other counties a Deputy 
Treasurer may be appointed with the consent of the County Commission- 
ers whenever they may deem the same necessary, for not exceeding three 
months in any year, with a compensation of not exceeding seventy-five 
dollars per month." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its. 
passage.

CHAPTER 60. 

Senate File No. 58. 
RELATING TO INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section. 4108 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910^ 
relating to insurance. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Specific Corporate Powers. 

Section 1. That section 4108 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 
1910, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

*'Sec. 4108, It shall be lawful for any company organized under this 
chapter, or doing business in this state : 

** First — To insure houses, buildings and all other knds of property, 
against loss or damage by fire, or other casualty, and to make all kinds- 
of insurance on goods, merchandise or other property in the course of 
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transportation, whether on land or water, or any vessel afloat, wherever 
the same may be. 

Life and Health Insurance. 

** Second — To make insurance upon the lives and health of persons, 
and every insurance appertaining thereto, or connected therewith, and to 
grant, purchase of dispose of annuities. 

Accident and Health. 

* * Third— To make insurance on the health of individuals, and against 
the personal injury, disablement or death, resulting from traveling or 
general accident by land or water. 

PideUty. 

** Fourth — To insure the fidelity of persons holding places of public 
or private trust. 

Storage and Deposit. 

** Fifth — To receive on deposit and insure the safe keeping of books, 
papers, moneys, stocks, bonds and all kinds of personal property. 

Idve Stock, Bottomry, Respondentia. 

* * Sixth — To insure horses, cattle and other stock against loss or dam- 
Age by accident, theft or any unknown or contingent event whatever, 
which may be the subject of legal insurance ; to lend money on bottomry, 
or respondentia, and to cause itself to be insured against any loss or risk 
it may have incurred in the course of its business, and upon the interest 
it may have in any property by means of any loan, or loans, which it 
may make on mortgages, bottomry or respondentia, and generally to do 
-and perform all other matters and things proper to promote these ob- 
jects. 

Burglary — ^Plate Olass — ^Limitations — Fees. 

** Seventh — To insure against loss or damage by burglary, theft or 
housebreaking, breakage of plate glass, local or in transit, loss or damage 
to property of the assured, or loss or damage to the life, person, or prop- 
erty of another, for which the assured is liable, caused by the explosion 
of steam boilers, and to insure any person against bodily injury or death 
by accident, or any person, firm or corporation against loss or damage on 
-account of the bodily injury or death by accident of any person for which 
loss or damage said person, firm or corporation is responsible, and to make 
insurance upon the health of individuals; provided, that no company 
shall be organized to issue policies of insurance for more than one of the 
above seven mentioned purposes, and no company, that shall have been 
organized for either of said purposes shall issue policies of insurance for 
any other ; and no company organized under this chapter, or transacting 
business in this state, shall expose itself to loss on any one risk or hazard 
to an amount exceeding ten per cent, of its paid up capital, nor to write 
on risk within the corporate limits of any one city, an amount represent- 
ing more than the paid up capital of the company, unless the excess shall 
be insured by the same in some other good and reliable company or com- 
panies; and, provided, that the restriction as to the amount of risk any 
<;ompany shall assume shall not apply to companies organized to guaran- 
tee the fidelity of persons in places of public or private trust, nor to com- 
panies that receive on deposit and guarantee the safe keeping of books, 
moneys and papers and other property ; and further provided, that com- 
panies organized to guarantee the fidelity of persons holding places of 
public or private trust may insure against loss or damage by burglary, 
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theft or housebreaking, upon the payment to the State Auditor the annual 
fee of twenty-five dollars ($25.00), in addition to other fees and taxes, 
now imposed." 

Sec. 2. That this act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage.

CHAPTER 51. 

Senate File No. 51. 
RELATING TO ELECTIONS AND BALLOTS. 

AN ACT relating to elections, providing for and regulating the contents and the 
manner of printing official ballots, and the manner of voting the same, and 
the time for keeping open the polls, and repealing Sections 2184 and 2206 of 
the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, and all laws in conflict herewith. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

How Ballot Shall Be Printed. 

Section 1. All oflScial ballots for elections of public officers, except 
school district officers and officers in towns having a population of less. 
than one thousand people, shall be uniform in size, white in color, of a* 
good quality of paper through which the printing or writing cannot be 
read, and all printing thereon shall be in black ink. The party name- 
or title shall be printed in capital letters, at the heiad of each column, not 
less than one-fourth of an inch in height. The names of candidates shall 
be printed in capital letters not less than one-eighth of an inch nor morfr 
than one-fourth inch in height. 

What Ballot Shall Contain. 

Sec. 2. Every ballot shall contain the name of every candidate 
whose nomination for any office specified in the ballot has been certified, 
or has been properly filed, in the office of the County Clerk, according: 
to law, and no other name. The name of a candidate shall be printed 
upon the ballot once and no more. All nominations made by any political 
party, casting two per cent, of the vote in the state at the last preceding 
general election shall be placed in a separate column, and all nominationa 
of any such political party shall be placed under the name of such party 
as designated by them in their certificate of nomination, petition, or in 
any other paper or certificate permitted by law. Only one word shall be 
so used on a ballot to designate the name of any political party. To the 
right of the party columns shall be one or more columns for independent 
nominations. And the names of all independent candidates shall be 
placed in the proper place in the column, or columns designated ** Inde- 
pendent,*' and after each such name shall be printed in one word the 
name of his party or principle as given in his certificate of nomination. 

How Arranged. . 

Sec. 3. All columns containing the names of candidates shall be 
separated by heavy black lines, not less than one-sixteenth of an inch 
wide. On the left hand side of the ticket shall be a column designating^ 
the office to be voted for, and on the same line in the several columns,, 
under the appropriate party name, or title, all the names of the candi- 
dates nominated for that office, shall be printed. 
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Square After Each Name. 

Sec. 4. After, and to the right of the name of each candidate for an 
ofl&ce, and within each party designated column, and separated from the 
lines dividing the columns, shall be a square, clearly designated by heavy 
black lines, in which the voter may designate by a cross, his choice for 
each oflSce. There shall be no other squares on said ballot. 

Which Party First. 

Sec. 6. The ticket of the party having the greatest number of votes 
within the county at the last preceding general election shall be placed 
first on the ballot, and the position of the other tickets shall be governed 
relatively by the same rule. In determining the number of votes cast or 
had by the several political parties, reference shall be had only to the 
vote for Representative for Congress. 

Space for Additional Name. 

Sec. 6. There shall be left under the name of each candidate suf- 
ficient space to write another name therein, and the name so written, in 
such place and so designated as to indicate the office, shall be counted the 
same as if printed upon the ballot and marked by the voter. 

Intent of Voter. 

Sec. 7. If any elector shall mark his ballot with a cross mark, or 
any other mark within the square, after immediately at the right of the 
name of any candidate, or at any place within the space in which the name 
appears indicating an intent to vote for such person, it shall be deemed 
a sufficient vote for the candidate whose name is opposite. 

Form and Instruction. 

Sec. 8. The ballot hereinbefore provided for, shall be, with the in- 
struction hereinbefore mentioned, substantially of the following form: 

''OFFICIAL ELECTION BALLOT." 

For County, Wyoming, November , 191. . 

Instruction — ''Mark a cross in the square immediately to the right 
of the name of the candidate printed thereon for whom you want to vote ; 
or write the name of any other person for whom you want to vote, in the 
proper place."

Order of Offices. 

Sec. 9. In the preparation of the ballot the order of arrangement of 
offices to be filled shall be — first, presidential electors, if any; second, 
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state officers, including Justice of the Supreme Court; third, Repre- 
sentative in Congress; fourth, District Judge, if any; fifth, members of 
irenate and House of Representatives ; sixth, county offices ; seventh, pre- 
.'rinct offices. 

Constitutional Amendments. 

Sec. 10. Any question, other than a constitutional amendment, shall 
be printed and submitted to the people as near as may be in accordance 
with the manner and method provided by law for the printing and sub- 
mission of a constitutional amendment, and the provisions of the law 
governing such constitutional amendments shall, as near as may be, apply 
to any other question submitted to a vote of the people. 

Hours Poll Shall Be Open. 

Sec. 11. At all elections a poll shall be opened at the place of elec- 
tion. At each polling precinct such poll shall be opened as soon after nine 
o'clock in the forenoon as possible, and shall be kept open without any 
adjournment as follows: In all precincts wherein prior registration is 
by law required, such poll shall be kept open until seven o'clock in the 
afternoon; in all other precincts such poll shall be closed at five o'clock 
in the afternoon. 

Repeal. 

Sec. 12. Sections 2184 and 2206 of the Wyoming Compiled Laws, 
1910, and all other acts or parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed.

CHAPTEB 52. 

Substitute for House Bill No. 2. 

PROVIDING FOR SUBMISSION OF CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT FOR 

INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM. 

AN ACT to submit to the qualified voters of the State of Wyoming an amendment to 
Section 1 of Article 3 of the Constitution of the State of Wyoming, providing 
for the initiative and referendum, and for the manner of submitting to the 
voters laws and amendments to the Constitution. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Shall Be Submitted. 

Section 1. The following constitutional amendment shall be submit- 
ted to the qualified electors of the State of Wyoming at the next general 
election for their approval or rejection, and when ratified by a majority 
of the electors voting at said election the same shall be valid as a part 
of the Constitution. 

People May Approve or Reject. 

Sec. 2. That Section 1 of Article 3 of the Constitution of the State 
of Wyoming be so amended as to read as follows: 

' 'Section 1. The legislative power of the state shall be vested in 
a Senate and House of Representatives, which shall be designated *The 
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Legislature of the State of Wyoming/ but the people reserve to them- 
selves the power to propose laws and amendments to the Constitution 
and to enact or reject the same at the polls, and also reserve power at 
their option to approve or reject at the polls any act of the Legislature. 

Initiative — Twenty-five Per Cent Required. 

* * The first power hereby reserved by the people is the initiative, and 
at least twenty-five per cent of the legal voters shall be required to pro- 
pose any measure by petition, and every such petition shall include the 
full text of the measure so proposed. Initiative petitions for state legis- 
lation and amendments to the Constitution shall be addressed to and 
filed with the Secretary of State at least four months before the election 
at which they are to be voted upon. 

Referendum — Provisions of Same. 

**The second power hereby reserved is the referendum, and it may be 
ordered, except as to appropriation, against any act of the Legislature 
after it has become a law either by the approval of the Governor or his 
failure to veto, either by petition signed by not less than twenty-five 
per cent of the legal voters or by the Legislature. Referendum petitions 
shall be addressed to and filed with the Secretary of State not more than 
ninety days after the final adjournment of the session of the Legislature 
that passed the bill on which the referendum is demanded. The filing 
of a referendum petition against any act shall not affect the validity of 
the act until disapproved by the people as hereinafter provided. The 
veto power of the Governor shall not extend to measures initiated and 
passed by the people, but laws passed by initiative shall be subject to 
amendment and repeal as other statutes. All elections on measures re- 
ferred to the people of the state shall be held at the biennial general 
election. Each measure submitted to the people by the initiative as a 
law shall become a law when approved by a majority of the votes cast 
thereon, and not otherwise, save that no measure shall become a law 
unless it shall receive in its favor the votes of not less than one-third 
of the electors voting at such election. 

Shall Become Part of Constitution — ^When. 

'*Each measure submitted to the people by initiative as a part of 
the Constitution shall become a part of the Constitution when approved 
by a majority of the electors voting at such election, and not otherwise, 
and such laws and parts of the Constitution when approved as above 
stated shall take effect from and after the date of the official declaration 
of the vote thereon by proclamation of the Governor, but not later than 
thirty days after the vote has been canvassed. 

One-third of Electors Must Vote. 

**Each statute submitted to the electors on referendum shall remain 
in full force as if not so submitted, unless a majority of the votes cast 
thereon shall be against such statute, but no law submitted by referen- 
dum shall be declared defeated unless at least one-third of the electors 
voting at such election shall cast their votes against the same. 

On Regular Ballot — Constitutional Amendments on Separate Ballot. 

** Every measure submitted to the people, whether by the legislature 
or by initiative or by referendum, to become a law, shall be submitted 
on a regular ballot which contains the names of candidates for office, 
constitutional amendment shall be submitted to the people upon a sep- 
arate ballot. 
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Basis Determined. 

**This section shall not be construed to deprive the Legislature of the 
right to enact any measure. The whole number of votes cast for Secretary 
of State at the regular general election last preceding the filing of any 
petition for the initiative or referendum shall be the basis on which the 
number of legal voters necessary to sign such petition shall be determined. 

Secretary of State Shall Submit — Signatures Must Be Verified. 

**The Secretary of State shall submit all measures initiated by, or 
referred to the people for adoption or rejection at the polls, in compliance 
herewith. The petition shall consist of sheets having such general form 
written or printed at the top thereof, as shall be designated or prescribed 
by the Secretary of State; such petition shall be signed by qualified 
electors, in their own proper persons only, to which shall be attached the 
residence address of such person and the date of signing the same. To 
each of such petitions, which may consist of one or more sheets, shall be 
attached affidavits by three separate qualified electors, that each signature 
thereon is the signature of the person whose name it purports to be, and 
that to the best of the knowledge and belief of the affiant each of the per- 
sons signing said petition so verified was, at the time of signing, a qualified 
elector. Such petition so verified shall be prima facie evidence that the 
signatures thereon are genuine and true, and that the persons signing the 
same are qualified electors. The text of all measures to be submitted shall 
be published as constitutional amendments are published, and in submit- 
ting the same and all matters pertaining to the form of all petitions, the 
Secretary of State and all other officers shall be guided by the Constitu- 
tion and general laws, and the act submitting this amendment, until leg- 
islation in harmony herewith shall be especially provided therefor. 

Each Measure Voted for Separately. 

**Each separate measure, whether a law or a constitutional amend- 
ment, shall be voted upon separately, and no general mark either at the 
head or elsewhere on any official ballot shall be counted as voting sepa- 
rately on any measure. 

Must Contain Enacting Clause. 

**The style of all laws adopted by the people through the initiative 
shall be, *Be It Enacted by the People of the State of Wyoming.' 

* * This section of the Constitution shall be, in all respects, self-execut- 
ing." 

Ballot Must Contain— How Voted. 

Sec. 3. The general ballot upon which are the names of the Candi- 
dates for offices at the next general election shall have printed or writ- 
ten thereon the words, **For the amendment to Section 1 of Article 3 
of the Constitution, providing for the initiative and referendum, and for 
the manner of submitting to the voters laws and amendments to the Con- 
stitution," and ''Against the amendment to Section 1 of Article 3 of the 
Constitution, providing for the initiative and referendum, and for the 
manner of submitting to the voters laws and amendments to the Consti- 
tution." Each elector voting at said election who desires to indicate his 
or her approval or rejection of the proposition for said constitutional 
amendment shall indicate the same by a cross (X) after one of such sen- 
tences so as to indicate his or her approval or rejection. The vote cast for 
the adoption or rejection of said amendment shall be canvassed and the 
result determined in the manner provided by the laws of the State of 
Wyoming for the canvass of votes for Representative in Congress, save 
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and except that said amendment shall be declared carried only when ap- 
proved by a majority of the electors, and not otherwise. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 63. 

House Bill No. 133. 
RELATING TO REMOVING FISH HATCHERY AT LARAMIE. 

AN ACT authorizing the Governor to convey the site and improvements of the 
State Fish Hatchery in Albany County to the City of Laramie, in considera- 
tion of the removal or replacement of said hatchery to a new site in Albany 
County, at the expense of said city. 

Governor Authorized. 

Section 1. The Governer of the State of Wyoming is hereby author- 
ized to convey the site and improvements and appurtenances of the pres- 
ent State Pish Hatchery in Albany County, Wyoming, to the City of Lara- 
mie, a municipal corporation of Albany County, Wyoming, in considera- 
tion of the removal or replacement of said hatchery at a new site in said 
Albany County, such new site and replacement to be subject to the ap- 
proval of the Governor and at the expense of said City of Laramie and 
without expense to the State of Wyoming. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. ;. ; 

Approved February 18th, 1911. ' 



CHAPTER 54. 

Senate File No. 49. 
RELATING TO DEMURRAGE ON RAILWAY CARS. 

AN ACT to regulate the time which all railroads, transporting commodities in carload 
lots, or parts of carload lots, to any consignee within the State of Wyoming, 
shall allow the consignee free of charge, for unloading same. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Forty-Eight Hours Free Time— Demurrage $1.00 Per Day. 

Section 1. That all railroads, shipping cars, or parts of cars of all 
commodities, from any point in the State of Wyoming, to consignees in 
any other part of this state, shall give time, free of charge, for loading 
and unloading said cars, or parts of cars, as follows: All loaded cars, 
taking track delivery, which are to be unloaded by the consignee thereof, 
or the party whose interest may appear, or cars set for loading which ar^ 
to be loaded by consignor, shall be limited to forty-eight hours of free 
time, computed from seven o'clock a. m., of the day following the day 
legal notice of arrival is given (having been placed at an accessible point 
for unloading), and may be subject thereafter to a charge of one dollar 
per car for each day, or fraction of a day, that they may remain unloaded, 
in possession of the railroad company after said free time. Provided, 
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however, that if after placing a car, or cars, as required in this section, 
the railroad company shall, during or after free time, temporarily re- 
move all, or any of them, or in any way obstruct the unloading of same, 
the consignee shall not be chargeable with the delay caused thereby. 
Provided, that when on account of delay or irregularity of transportation, 
cars are bunched and delivered to consignee in numbers beyond his rea- 
sonable ability to load and unload within the free time prescribed by these 
rules, he shall be allowed by the carrier such additional time as may be 
necessary to load and unload cars, so in excess, by the exercise of usual 
diligence on the part of the consignee. 

Shall Not Charge Additional Sum. 

Sec. 2. That any railroad company, operating within the State of 
Wyoming, and transporting commodities from a consignor to a consignee, 
within this state, shall not charge to either the consignor, or consignee of 
said commodities any additional sum of money, for freight or transpor- 
tation, on account of any delay in the transportation or delivery of same, 
not caused by the direct act or agency of the said consignor or consignee. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 17th, 1911. 



CHAPTEB 56. 

House Bill No. 149. 
RELATING TO GAS METERS AND PIPES. 

AN ACT making it a misdemeanor to interfere with any gas main, lateral, supply pipe 
or other conduit for supplying gas to consumers, or. to interfere with any gas 
meter, or to divert or use gas without the consent of the person or corporation 
furnishing the same, and providing a penalty for said acts. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Any Person Who — ^Iffisdemeanor. 

Section 1. Any person who connects any pipe or other conduit, de- 
vice or contrivance with any gas main or lateral supply-pipe, supplying 
or intended to supply gas to any house, store or other building, without 
the knowledge and consent of any person or corporation owning said gas 
main or lateral supply pipe, in such manner that any portion of such gas 
may be transmitted or supplied to any lamp burner, heating apparatus, 
engine or other instrument or thing by or at which gas is consumed or 
used, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and punished as provided 
in Section 4 hereof. 

Must Pass Through Meter. 

Sec. 2. Any person who connects or changes any pipe or other con- 
duit, device or contrivance with any gas main or lateral supply pipe, 
supplying or intended to supply gas to any house, store or other building, 
without the knowledge and consent of any person or corporation owning 
said gas main, or lateral supply pipe, in such manner that any portion of 
such gas may be transmitted or supplied to any lamp burner, heating 
apparatus, engine or other instrument or thing by or at which gas is con- 
sumed or used, around or without passing through the meter provided for 
measuring or registering the amount or quantity of gas passing through 
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it, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and punished as provided in 
Section 4 hereof. 

Must Not Alter or Destroy. 

Sec. 3. Any person who wilfully injures, alters, or by any instru- 
ment, device or contrivance in any manner interferes with or destroys 
the action or operation of any meter for measuring gas, or of the amount 
or quantity of gas passing through it without the knowledge or consent 
of the person or corporation owning the same shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and punished as provided in Section 4 hereof. 

Penalty. 

Sec. 4. Any person convicted of a violation of any of the provisions 
of this act shall be punished for each offense by a fine of not less than 
fifty dollars nor more than three hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in 
the county jail for a period of not less than thirty days or more than 
ninety days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 18th, 1911. 



CHAPTER 56. 

House Bill No. 152. 

PERMITTING GARNISHMENT OF SALARIES OF PUBLIC OFFICERS AND 

EMPLOYEES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 4797 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 
1910, relating to the garnishment of the wages or salaries of public officers and 
employees. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Salaries May Be Oamisheed. 

Section 1. That Section 4797 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 
1910, be, and the same is, hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

**Sec. 4797. The salary or wages due any state, county, city, town 
or school district officer or employee, shall be liable and subject to gar- 
nishment in civil actions in the same manner and for the same causes as 
the salary or wages of any private individual now is, or may hereafter be, 
liable and subject to garnishment under the laws of this state. This act 
shall apply to the salary or wages due to any officer or employee of the 
state or of any county, city, town or school district of the state, whether 
said officer or employee shall have been elected or shall have been ap- 
pointed to the office or position which he holds." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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CHAPTEB 57. 

House Bill No. 164. 
RELATING TO ESCHEATS AND FORFEITURES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3138 relating to escheats and forfeitures. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 3138 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 
1910, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

**Sec. 3138. Whenever any property shall escheat or be forfeited to 
the state for its use, the legal title shall be deemed to be in the state from 
the time of the escheat or forfeiture, and an information shall be filed 
by the County and Prosecuting Attorney of the proper county, or by the 
Attorney General in the District Court of the proper county for the re- 
covery of the property, alleging the grounds on which the recovery is 
claimed, and like proceedings in judgment shall be had as in a civil 
action for the recovery of property. ' ' 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 18th, 1911. 



CHAPTER 58. 

House Bill No. 154. 
RELATING TO EXEMPTIONS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 4762 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 
1910, relating to exemptions. 

Be It Enacted, by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

What Exempt. 

Section 1. That Section 4762 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as fol- 
lows : 

**Sec. 4762. The following property, when owned by any person 
being the head of a family and residing with the same, shall be exempt 
from levy or sale upon execution, writ of attachment, or any process is- 
suing out of any court in this state, and such articles shall continue ex- 
empt while such person or the family of such person are removing from 
one place of residence to another in this state ; provided, that no prop- 
erty of any person about to remove or abscond from this state shall be 
exempt under the provisions of this article ; and provided, further, that 
where any person has been adjudicated a bankrupt under the acts of 
Congress relating to bankruptcy, he shall be entitled to the exemptions 
enumerated in Section 4761, Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, and in 
this act, and to no other or further exemptions. 

1. The family Bible, pictures and school books. 

2. A lot in any cemetery or burial ground. 

**3. Furniture, bedding, provisions and such other household ar- 
ticles of any kind or character as the debtor may select, not to exceed in 
all the value of five hundred dollars, the value of the property selected 
by any debtor to be ascertained by the appraisement of three disinter- 
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ested householders, to be selected and summoned by the ofl&cer claiming 
to levy upon, attach or sell such property. The appraisers shall be sworn 
by the officer to make a true appraisement of the value of such property 
and shall be entitled to receive one dollar each for their services, and the 
officer levying upon or attaching such property shall receive two dollars 
for all services in determining the property exempt, and the value thereof, 
the fees of the officer and the appraisers to be paid by the party for whose 
benefit the process may have been issued, and to be taxed as costs in the 
cause in which such process issued." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 69. 

House Bill No. 150. - 

RELATING TO INTERFERENCE WITH ELECTRIC CURRENTS, WIRES OR 

METERS. 

AN ACT making it a misdemeanor to interfere with any electric wire, or electric 
current, or electric meter, or to divert such current, or to use the said current 
without the consent of the person or corporation furnishing the same, and 
providing a penalty for said acts. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Any Person Who Connects. 

Section 1. Any person who connects or changes any wire, cord, 
socket, motor or other instrument, device or contrivance, with any wire 
transmitting or supplying, or intended to transmit or supply electricity to 
any house, store or other buiMing, without the knowledge and consent of 
the person or corporation owning said wire, in such manner that any 
portion of such electricity may be transmitted or supplied to any globe, 
lamp, heating apparatus or other instrument by or at which electricity 
is consumed, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and punished as 
provided in Section 4 hereof. 

Itf ust Oo Through Meter. 

Sec. 2. Any person who connects or changes any wire, cord, socket, 
motor or other instrument, device, or contrivance with any wire, trans- 
mitting or supplying or intended to transmit or supply electricity to 
-any house, store or other building, without the knowledge and consent 
of the person or corporation owning said wire, in such manner as to trans- 
mit or supply any such electricity to any globe, lamp, heating apparatus 
or other instrument by or at which electricity is consumed, around or 
without passing through the meter provided for measuring or registering 
the amount or quantity of electricity passing through it, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and punished as provided in Section 4 hereof. 

Itfust Not Injure or Alter. 

Sec. 3. Any person who wilfully injures, alters or by any instru- 
ment, device or contrivance in any manner interferes with or obstructs 
the action or operation of any meter for measuring electricity or the 
amount or quantity of electricity passing through it without the knowl- 
edge and consent of the person or corporation owning said meter, shall 
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be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and punished as provided in Section 4 
hereof. 

Penalty. 

Sec. 4. Any person convicted of a violation of any of the provisions 
of this act, shall be punished for each offense by a fine of not less than 
fifty dollars nor more than three hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in 
the county jail for a period of not less than thirty days or more than 
njnety days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 60. 

House Bill No. 128. 
RELATING TO GENERAL ELECTIONS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 2092, Section 2059, Section 2150 and Section 
2297 of the Compiled Statutes of the State of Wyoming of 1910, relating to 
elections. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Who May Vote— Amending Section 2092. 

Section 1. That Section 2092 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 
1910, is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

**Sec. 2092. Except as hereinafter provided, every person shall be 
qualified and entitled to vote, who is a citizen of the United States, and 
over the age of twenty-one years, and who has been a bona fide resident 
of Wyoming for one year, and of the county wherein his residence is lo- 
cated, sixty days next preceding the election at which he votes and of the 
election district wherein he seeks to vote, for a period of ten days next 
preceding such election, and who shall be able to read the Constitution 
of this state, and who has complied with the provisions of law concerning 
registration; provided, however, that any person prevented by physical 
disability from being able to read the Constitution of this state, shall not 
for that reason, while laboring under such disability, be deprived of his 
right to vote. Provided, further, that where any qualified elector who has 
registered in any precinct in any city or town moves into any other pre- 
cinct in such city or town, before the date of election, such voter shall be 
entitled to vote in the precinct where registered. Provided, further, that 
any person who is a citizen of the United States and who was a qualified 
elector in Wyoming on the tenth day of July in the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety, and who has since then continued to be a resident of this 
state, and has complied with the provisions of law concerning registra- 
tion, shall continue to be an elector of this state ; and provided, moreover, 
that any person who is serving in the army of the United States or an of- 
ficer or soldier, and who is residing on any military reservation in this 
state shall not be entitled to vote at any election held in this state, unless 
such person has acquired the rights of citizenship by residence therein 
for a period of not less than one year while not serving in the army of 
the United States as such officer or soldier.'* 
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Affidavit — ^Amending Section 2095. 

Sec. 2. That Section 2095 of .the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 
1910, is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

**Sec. 2096. The voter so entitled to vote shall present himself at 
the polls in any precinct in the state where he may be on such election 
day, and during voting hours, and make and subscribe before one of the 
judges of election, an affidavit in substance as follows : 

'*The State of Wyoming, County of ., ss. 

**I, , do solmnly swear (or affirm) that I have 

actually, and not constructively, been a bona fide resident of the State of 

Wyoming one year, and of the County of sixty days 

next preceding this date, and of election district No in said county 

ten days next preceding this date ; that I am an actual resident of polling 

district No , in election district No in said county (or in the city 

of ), and am in all respects a duly qualified elector of 

said county and precinct ; that I am , and that be- 
cause of my duties (or occupation or business) as such 

I am required to be absent from my county (or precinct) on this day, and 
I have not had and will have no opportunity to vote there j and that I 
have not voted elsewhere at this election. 

"Any judge of election in any precinct in this state is hereby au- 
thorized to administer the oath and take and certify such affidavit. 
Thereupon the affiant shall be given a blank official ballot, as in the case 
of a resident voter, and shall mark the same as any resident voter may, 
and shall fold the same and hand it to the judges, as in the case of a resi- 
dent voter, but such ballot shall not be deposited in the ballot box nor 
entered on the poll books. It shall, together with said affidavit, be se- 
curely sealed in an envelope, upon the back of which one of the judges 

shall write : *The ballot of , an absent voter of polling 

precinct No , in election district No , in the County of 

(or City of ),' which shall be signed by one of the judges, a 

copy of which affidavit the said judges shall retain with the other affi- 
davits and papers in connection with their duties as such." 

Oath of Applicant to Register— Amending Section 2150. 

Sec. 3. That Section 2150 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 
1910, is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows: 

**Sec. 2160. Every person applying to be registered shall, before he 
shall be entitled to have his name registered, take and subscribe before 
one of the registry agents one of the following oaths, which shall then be 
filed with said agents, to-wit : 

**The State of Wyoming, County of , ss. 

**I do solemnly swear (or afirm) that I am a citizen of the United 
States; that I will be twenty-one years of age on or before the election 
day next ensuing; that I will have actually and not constructively been 
a bona fide resident of said state one year and of said county sixty days, 

and of election district No in said county ten days preceding the day 

of the next general election; that I am an actual resident of polling pre- 
cinct No in election district No in said county, and that I can 

read the Constitution of said state. So help me God. 

* * State of Wyoming, County of , ss. 

**I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I am a citizen of the United

election, that I am an actual and bona fide resident of polling precinct 
No , in election district No in said county. So help me God. 

''State of Wyoming, County of , ss. 

''I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I am a citizen of the United 
States; that I will be twenty-one years of age on or before the election 
day next ensuing ; that I will have actually and not constructively been 
a bona fide resident of this state one year and in this county sixty days, 

and of election district No in said county, ten days preceding the 

day of the next general election ; that I am an actual and bona fide resi- 
dent of polling precinct No.-. . . .in election district No in said county, 

and that I am prevented by reason of physical disability from being able 
to read the Constitution of this state. So help me God.*' 

Who Entitled to Vote— Amending Section 2297. 

Sec. 4. That Section 2297 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 
1910, is hereby amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

"Sec. 2297. All persons who have registered either during the reg- 
istration period immediately preceding the said city or town election, or 
who have registered less than two years before such election during a 
regular registration period for county elections, and who would be quali- 
fied at that time to vote at a county election in a precinct, shall be entitled 
to vote at such city or town election in the precinct in which they are reg- 
istered ; provided, that such electors have been actual residents of the in- 
corporated city or town in which they offer to vote for ten days next pre- 
ceding the said city or town election.

CHAPTER 61. 

House Bill No. 121. 

CREATING STATE COMMISSION ON PRIBON LABOR, AND OFFICE OF WAR- 
DEN STATE PENITENTIARY. 

AN ACT for the employment of prisoners confined in the state penitentiary, creating a 
State Commission on Prison Labor ; defining its duties, and creating the office of 
Warden of the State Penitentiary, and making appropriations to carry into 
effect the provisions of this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature o^ the State of IVyoniing: 

Prisoners May .Be Employed. 

Section 1. All prisoners sentenced to the state penitentiary shall be 
employed for the state, or in any productive industry for the benefit of 
the state, or for the use of public institutions owned and controlled by 
the state, under the rules for the distribution and diversification thereof, 
to be established by the commission hereinafter designated to be provided 
for such purposes. 

Commission Composed of. 

Sec. 2. The State Board of Charities and Reform and the Warden 
of the State Penitentiary of tlie State of Wyoming are hereby constituted 
a commission which shall be known as the State Commission on Prison 
Labor, with full power and authority to carry into effect, to its fullest 
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extent, the provisions of this act. The office of Warden of the State Peni- 
tentiary is hereby created. Said office to be filled by appointment by 
the Board of Charities and Reform. The warden to be subject to re- 
moval by the board. The warden shall receive a salary of two thousand 
dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly installments, upon vouch- 
ers approved by the Board of Charities and Reform submitted to the State 
Auditor in the same manner a? other accounts against the state are paid. 

Powers of Commission. 

Sec. 3. The said commission shall have the power to make and 
adopt rules and regulations governing the employment, conduct and 
management of the prisoners in the state penitentiary when employed on 
the work provided for them by the said commission. It shall direct that 
each convict shall be employed at such work as shall make it possible for 
him to acquire trade knowledge and skill in the industry for which he is- 
most adapted, and at which he can best earn a livelihood when paroled or 
discharged from the institution so far as such provision can be made prac- 
ticable by said commission, using its best judgment therein. The super- 
vision of all such work shall be under such persons as may be selected by 
said commission. 

Way Manufacture. 

Sec. 4. The said Commission on Prison Labor are hereby authorized 
and directed as far as possible to cause to be manufactured by the con- 
victs in the state penitentiary such articles, including wearing apparel, 
as are needed and used therein and also such articles as are required by 
the state, including materials to be used in the erection of buildings ; all 
such articles manufactured in the state penitentiary and not required for 
use therein, may be furnished to the state, or for, or to any public institu- 
tion owned or managed and controlled by the state, at and for such price 
as shall be fixed and determined as herein provided upon requisition of the 
proper officials, trustees and managers thereof. No article so manufac- 
tured shall be purchased from any other source for the state or the public 
institutions of the state, unless said State Commission on Prison Labor 
shall certify that the same can not be furnished upon such requisition; 
provided, however, that articles so manufactured and furnished for the 
erection or use of buildings and institutions can be laid down where 
needed at the same or less cost than said articles may be purchased else- 
where, and no claim therefor shall be audited or paid without such 
certificate. Provided, however, that all such materials furnished for the 
erection of buildings shall not be in competition with established local in- 
dustries. 

Officials Shall Report. 

Sec. 6. On or before October first in each year, the proper officials 
of the penal or charitable institutions of the. state, shall report to the 
State Commission on Prison Labor estimates for the ensuing year of the 
amount of supplies of different kinds required to be purchased by them, 
that can be furnished by the labor of the convicts in the state penitentiary. 
The said commission is authorized to make regulations for said reports, to 
provide for the manner in which requisitions shall be made for supplies 
and to provide for the proper diversification of the industries in said peni- 
tentiary. 



Commission Shall Fix Prices. 

Sec. 6. The said State Commission on Prison Labor shall fix and de- 
termine the price at which all labor performed and all articles manufac- 
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tured and furnished to the state or to the public institutions thereof, 
shall be furnished, which price shall be uniform to all. The price shall 
be as near the usual market price for such labor and supplies as is pos- 
sible. The said commission shall devise and furnish to all institutiotus 
of the state, a proper form for such requisitions, and shall devise and 
furnish a proper system of accounts to be kept for all such transactions. 
It shall also be the duty of said commission to classify the buildings, offices 
or institutions owned or managed or controlled by the state, and it shall 
fix and determine the styles, patterns, designs and qualities of the articles 
to be manufactured for such buildings, offices and public institutions, in- 
cluding articles and materials to be used in the erection or repairing of the 
penal institutions in the state. So far as practicable, all supplies used in 
such buildings, offices and public institutions shall be uniform for each 
class, and of the styles, patterns, designs and qualities that can be manu- 
factured in said penitentiary. 

Prisoners May Receive Compensation. 

Sec. 7. Every prisoner confined in the state penitentiary, who shall 
be entitled to diminution of his term of sentence by good conduct, may 
in the discretion of said commission, receive compensation from the earn- 
ings, under the provisions of this act, of the penitentiary in which he is 
confined, such compensation to be graded by said commission for the 
prisoners therein, for the time such prisoners may work, but in no case 
shall the compensation allowed to such convicts or prisoners exceed in 
amount ten per centum of the earnings of the state penitentiary in which 
they are confined. The difference in the rate of compensation shall be 
based on the pecuniary value of the work performed, and also upon the 
willingness, industry and good conduct of such prisoner ; provided, that 
whenever any prisoner shall forfeit his good time for misconduct or vio- 
lation of the rules and regulations of the penitentiary, he shall forfeit out 
of the compensation allowed by this section, not more than fifty cents 
for each day of such time so forfeited; and, provided, that prisoners 
serving life sentence shall be entitled to the benefit of this section, when 
their conduct is such as would entitle other prisoners'^to a diminution of 
sentence, subject to forfeiture of good time for misconduct as herein pro- 
vided. 

The said commission may institute and maintain a uniform system of 
fines to be imposed at their discretion, in place of other penalties and pun- 
ishments, to be deducted from such compensation standing to the credit 
of any prisoner for the misconduct of such prisoner. 

Fines Go to Discharged and Paroled Prisoners. 

Sec. 8. All moneys received for fines under this act shall be cred- 
ited to a general fund, to be disbursed by the direction of the commis- 
sion, as a special aid to discharged and paroled prisoners, who are in- 
firm or in any way incapable of earning a sufficient subsistence after their 
release. 

Disposition of Surplus. 

Sec. 9. The amount of such surplus standing on the books of the 
penitentiary to the credit of any prisoner, may be drawn by the prisoner 
during his imprisonment only upon the certified approval of said com- 
mission, for the purpose of aiding dependent relations of such prisoner, 
or may, with the approval of said commission, be so disbursed without 
the consent of such prisoner, but no portion thereof shall be disbursed 
for any indulgences, for food, clothing or ornament beyond the common 
condition of others of his class in the penitentiary at the time ; and any 
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balance to the credit of any prisoner at the time of his release as pro- 
vided by law, shall be subject to the draft of the prisoner in such sums 
and at such times as the commission may approve ; provided, however, 
that upon the final discharge of such prisoner, the whole amount or credit 
balance to him, as aforesaid, shall be subject to his draft at his pleasure ; 
and provided, further, in case any prisoner shall be conditionally released 
from said penitentiary, in any manner that may be now or hereafter pro- 
vided by law, shall violate the conditions of his release, when such viola- 
tion is formally declared by said commission, shall thereby forfeit any 
credit balance, and the amount thereof shall be transferred to the fund 
for the aid of discharged prisoners as hereinbefore provided for, for fines, 
excepting such portion thereof as may be applied by said commission to 
pay the expenses of his re-capture. Provided, further, that each and every 
prisoner upon his or her final departure from the penitentiary shall re- 
ceive one suit of clothes and the sum of thirty-five ($35.00) dollars in 
money; provided, however, that said payment of thirty-five ($35.00) dol- 
lars shall not apply to prisoners sentenced for a term not exceeding six 
months. 

Warden Shall Beport Monthly. 

Sec. 10. The Warden of the State Penitentiary shall, on the first of 
each month, make a full detailed statement of all materials, machinery 
or other property procured, and the cost thereof, and of the expenditures 
made during the last preceding month for manufacturing purposes, to- 
gether with a statement of all materials then on hand to be manufac- 
tured, or in the process of manufacturing, or manufactured, and all ma- 
chinery, fixtures, or other appurtenances for the purpose of carrying on the 
labor of the prisoners, and of the kinds of work done and the total amount 
of moneys coming into his hands, as such warden, during such last pre- 
ceding month, as the proceeds of the labor of the prisoners in the peni- 
tentiary, which statemeirt shall be verified by the oath of such warden to 
be just and true, and shall file the same with said commission. He shall 
at said time pay into the State Treasury all sums of money so raised by 
him to be credited to the general fund. 

Monthly Estimate. 

Sec. 11. The said Warden of the State Penitentiary shall also, on 
the first day of each month, make an estimate, in detailed statement, of 
materials, machinery, fixtures, tools, or other appurtenances, and the 
cost thereof, which will, in his judgment, be necessary for carrying on 
the labor of the prison for the next ensuing month, which estimate shall 
be forwarded to the said State Commission on Prison Labor, which com- 
mission may approve, alter, revise or reject the same. 

Shall Advertise for Supplies. 

Sec. 12. The said commission is hereby authorized, within the ap- 
propriations which may be placed at its disposal by the state, to procure, 
or cause to be procured and maintained, all the necessary machinery, 
tools or appurtenances needful for the purpose of carrying on and 
conducting the work, authorized by this act, of the prisoners in the peni- 
tentiary. 

All purchases and contracts for materials to be used in the manu- 
facture of articles in said penitentiary, shall be made by advertising for 
sealed proposals, excepting when, in the judgment of said commission, it 
is for the best interest of the state to purchase the same in open market. 
Whenever proposals for furnishing materials shall be solicited, the parties 
responding to such solicitations shall be duly notified of the time and 
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place of opening bids, and may be present, either in person or by an 
«gent or agents, and a record of each bid shall then and there be made. 
The said commission shall advertise for such proposals or bids daily for at 
least one week in some newspaper of general circulation published in the 
State of Wyoming, specifying the class and quality of material required, 
And shall furnish bidders, on demand, with printed schedules giving a 
full description of all materials required, with date and place of deliv- 
ery and all other necessary information. The person offering to furnish 
4such materials, upon the terms most advantageous to the state, and who 
will give satisfactory security for the performance thereof (in case im- 
mediate delivery is not required), shall receive the contract to furnish 
the said materials, unless such commission shall deem it to the best inter- 
est of the state to decline all proposals and advertise anew. 

Appropriation. 

Sec. 13. The sum of twenty thousand dollars is hereby appropriated 
out of any moneys in the State Treasury in the State of Wyoming, not 
otherwise appropriated, payable upon vouchers of said commission, upon 
warrants drawn by the State Auditor for the purpose of purchasing the 
necessary tools, implements, machinery, supplies, goods, wares, merchan- 
dise, and all other articles or property necessary in the prosecution of the 
said work of the said prisoners confined in the state penitentiary, and for 
all necessary expenses incurred in connection therewith, which shall be 
approved by said Commission on Prison Labor. 

Sepeal. 

Sec. 14. Section 527 of the Compiled Statutes of the State of Wyo- 
ming, 1910, is hereby repealed and all other acts or parts of acts in con- 
flict herewith are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 16. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 62. 

House Bill No. 24. 

PROHIBITING UNFAIR COMPETITION. 

AN ACT to prohibit discriminations between different sections, communities or lo- 
calities, unfair competition and providing penalties therefor. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Discriminative Competition Prohibited. 

Section 1. That any person, firm, or corporation, foreign or domes- 
tie, doing business in the State of Wyoming and engaged in the produc- 
tion, manufacture or distribution of any commodity in general use, that 
shall, intentionally, for the purpose of destroying competition, discrimi- 
nate between different sections, communities or cities of this state, by 
selling such commodity at a lower rate in one section, community or city, 
or any portion thereof, than is charged for such commodity in another 
section, community or city, after equalizing the distance from the point 
of production, manufacture or distribution and freight rates therefrom, 
shall be deemed guilty of unfair discrimination. Provided, however, that 
this act shall not apply to any case where by reason of different railroad 
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Tates or other natural things in favor of any manufacturer or dealer of 
goods of this or another state such manufacturer or dealer sells at a dif- 
ferent price than he does in another, in order to meet the competitive 
rates or other natural things in favor of such other manufacturer or 
dealer. Provided, futher, that this act shall not apply to any case where 
^ny manufacturer of or dealer in goods manufactured or produced in this 
state sells products in one place cheaper than in another to meet upon 
the same or more favorable basis any competition from foreign states, or. 
this state. Provided, further, that this act shall not prevent the sale of 
goods at proper commercial discount customary in the sale of such par- 
ticular goods. 

Attorney Oeneral and Prosecuting Attorney Must Inquire. 

Sec. 2. If complaint shall be made to the Attorney General of the 
State of Wyoming, or the County and Prosecuting Attorney of any 
•county thereof, that any corporation, chartered in this state or any foreign 
corporation, doing business in this state by virtue of compliance with the 
laws thereof, or any person or firm of persons doing business in this 
state, is guilty of unfair discrimination, within the terms of this act, it 
shall be the duty of the Attorney General, and the County and Prose- 
cuting Attorneys of this state to institute an inquiry as to such discrimi- 
nation, giving to the party complained against notice and reasonable op- 
portunity to be heard, and if in the judgment of such prosecuting of- 
ficers, or either of them, any corporation, foreign or domestic, or any 
person or firm of persons shall have been guilty of unfair discrimination, 
within the terms of this act, it shall be their duty to institute quo war- 
ranto proceeding, to forfeit the charter of said domestic corporation, or if 
a foreign corporation to procure an order of court to cause the permit of 
said corporation to do business in this state, immediately forfeited. 

Corporation May Be Ousted. 

Sec. 3. If after the revocation of such charter, in the case of do- 
mestic corporation; or if its permit, if it be a foreign corporation, any 
corporation shall continue or attempt to do business in the State of Wyo- 
ming, it shall be the duty of the Attorney General, by a proper suit, in the 
name of the State of Wyoming to oust such corporation from all business 
of every kind, and character in said State of Wyoming. 

Penalty. 

Sec. 4. Any person, firm or corporation violating the provisions of 
this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof, shall forfeit to the State of Wyoming the sum of not less than 
two hundred dollars for each and every violation of this act. Said sum 
to be recovered by a suit, in the name of the State of Wyoming, in any 
court of competent jurisdiction, by the Attorney General. All sums col- 
lected under this act shall be credited to the permanent school fund of 
the State of Wyoming. 

Remedies — Cumulative. 

Sec. 5. Nothing in this act shall be construed as repealing any other 
act or part of an act, but the remedies herein provided shall be cumula- 
tive to all other remedies, provided by law. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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CHAPTB 63. 

House Bll No. 153. 
RELATING TO UMITATIONS OF ACTIONS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 4298 of the Wyoming Cpmpiled Statutes, 1910^ 
relating to limitations of actions. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Amendment and Re^Enactment. 

Section 1. That Section 4298 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

''Sec. 4298. Specialties— Contracts in Writing — Foreign Claims.. 

Within ten years an action upon a specialty or any contract, agreement or 
promise in writing ; and on all foreign claims, judgments or contracts, ex- 
pressed or implied, contracted or incurred before the debtor becomes a 
resident of this state, action shall be commenced within five years after the 
debtor shall have established his residence in this state.*' 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its. 
passage. 

Approved February 21st, 1911. 



CHAPTER 64. 

House Bill No. 196. 

RELATING TO DIPPING OF IMPORTED SHEEP. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 2695, Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, re- 
lating to the dipping of imported sheep. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Imported Sheep Must Be Dipped. 

Section 1. That Section 2695 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes^ 
1910, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

"Sec. 2695. All sheep or bucks imported to W^yoming from any 
state, territory or the District of Columbia, or from any foreign country,, 
shall upon entering the state, irrespective of the time of such entry, be 
dipped twice by an inspector of the Board of Sheep Commissioners, the 
first dipping to be performed immediately after the said sheep or bucks 
arrive in the state, and within a period of not less than ten days, or more 
than fifteen days after the said first dipping, the said sheep or bucks shall 
again be dipped, and after the said second dipping, if the said sheep or 
bucks are free from disease, they shall be released and shall thereupon 
become subject to the laws, rules and regulations governing other sheep 
within the state. Provided, however, that the State Board of Sheep Com- 
missioners may make reasonable rules and regulations, under which sheep 
or bucks, free from disease, may enter the state without dipping, or by 
being dipped only once. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take eflfeet and be in force from and after its. 
passage.

FIXING SALARY OF DEPUTY STATE TREASURER. 

AN ACT fixing the salary of the Deputy State Treasurer. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. The Deputy State Treasurer shall receive a salary of 
-eighteen hundred dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly install- 
ments upon vouchers submitted in proper form, to the State Auditor, and 
in the same manner that other accounts against the state are paid. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take efifect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 20th, 1911. 



CHAPTER 66, 

House Bill No. 125. 

CREATING STATE GAME COMMISSION. 

AN ACT creating a State Game Commission, and defining its powers and duties, and 
amending and re-enacting Sections 2727, 2729, 2730, 2732, 2733, 2734, 2744, 
2746, 2747, 2754, 2755, 2756, 2763, 2769, 2748, 2731, of the Compiled Statutes of 
Wyoming, 1910, relating to the duties of the Game Warden, and to the preser- 
vation of the game animals and game birds of the State of Wyoming, and re- 
pealing Sections 2728, 2757 and 2759 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 
1910. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

State Oame Commission — ^Who Compose. 

Section 1. A State Game Commission is hereby created, consisting of 
the Governor, Secretary of State and Auditor of State. 'The Governor 
shall be president of the State Game Commission, and shall call such 
meetings thereof as may be necessary for the transaction of its business. 
The commission shall elect one of their number who shall act as secretary 
of the commission. 

Duties — Shall Have Supervision. 

Sec. 2. The State Game Commission shall have general supervision 
of the game animals and birds of the State of W^yoming, and the propa- 
gation, protection, disposition and distribution thereof. 

Permits to Scientific Institutes. 

Sec. 3. The State Game Commission may grant a permit to the 
agents of the Smithsonian Institute, or other well known scientific in- 
stitutions, to capture and ship out of this state game animals and birds for 
scientific purposes. 

Permits to Taxidermists. 

Sec. 4. The State Game Commission may grant permits to bona fide 
taxidermists to capture, collect and mount, under the supervision of the 
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Game Warden or his assistants, game or game in families, for institu- 
tions within the State of Wyoming for educational or scientific purposes. 

I 
Distribution of Oame. 

Sec. 6. The State Game Commission may direct the State Game War- 
den to capture any of the game animals of this state, in localities where 
species of game animals are sufficiently abundant, and transport the same 
within localities of this state where such species are scarce or absent, to be 
there liberated. 

Exchange and Distribution of Oame Animals. 

Sec. 6. The State Game Commission may authorize the capture of 
any of the game animals of this state and permit the same to be transported 
out of the state in exchange for such game animals or birds as in its judg- 
ment shall be adapted to the climate and conditions of this state, and it 
shall have power to expend annually from the general fund of the state, 
the sum of ten thousand dollars, or so much therof as is necessary, to pay 
the expenses of transporting the animals and birds in this act contem- 
plated. 

Reward. 

Sec. 7. The State Game Commission may offer a reward not exceed- 
ing three hundred dollars for evidence leading to the arrest and convic- 
tion of any person or persons violating Section 2771 of the Compiled 
Statutes of Wyoming, 1910, and the said reward when properly certified 
to by the State Game Commission shall be paid out of the general funds- 
of the state. 

Purchase of Feed for Oame Animals. 

Sec. 8. The State Game Commission shall make suitable provision 
for the feeding of the game animals of this state, in such localities as it 
may deem necessary, during the whole or a portion of the winter season 
of each year ; and the State Game Commission may expend annually the 
sum of five thousand dollars, out of the general fund of the state, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, for the purchase of hay and the ex- 
pense of feeding such game animals ; the feeding of said game animals to- 
be under the supervision of the State Game Warden or his assistant. 

Disposition of Surplus Oame. 

Sec. 9. If in the judgment of the State Game Commission there are 
more game in any locality within this state than can be successfully win- 
tered in that locality, the State Game Commission shall, between the 
first day of December, and the last day of March, order and direct the 
State Game Warden to capture and make such distribution of the excess. 
of game as in the judgment of the game commission is to the best interest 
of the state for the preservation of the game. 

Duties of Oame Warden. 

Sec. 10. That Section 2727 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted, so as to read as 
f olloAvs : 

**Sec. 2727. The State Game Warden shall be an active executive of- 
ficer, and shall at all times when possible take the field in person, in the 
performance of his duties. He shall personally supervise the protection 
of all game, and the detection and punishment of violators of the game 
and fish laws. He shall act as the secretary of the State Game Commission 
and shall execute the orders of the State Game Commission." 
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Warden May Employ Attorney. 

Sec. 11. That Section 2729 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

**Sec. 2729. The State Game Warden is hereby authorized to employ 
an attorney to prosecute violators of the game and fish laws, when 
deemed necessary ; such attorney to be paid from the general fund of the 
state, after his accounts have been approved by the State Game Commis- 
sion; provided, that not more than five hundred dollars per annum be 
expended for such attorney fees." 

Beport of Warden. 

Sec. 12. That Section 2730 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

"Sec. 2730. The State Game Warden shall be required to make an 
annual report to the Governor, and shall from time to time make reports 
of his acts and furnish information relating to the condition of the game 
animals and game birds of this state to the State Game Commission. All 
assistant game wardens shall be required to report monthly to said game 
warden.*' 

Assistant Oame Warden— Appointment. 

Sec. 13. That Section 2732 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

"Sec. 2732. The State Game Warden is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to appoint, with the approval of the State Game Commission, four 
assistant game wardens in different portions of the state. The said as- 
sistant game wardens shall each be appointed for a term of two years and 
shall each receive a salary of $1,200.00 per annum, payable in monthly in- 
stallments. They shall devote all of their time to the duties of their of- 
fice under the direction of the State Game Warden. They shall also be 
allowed the sum of $500.00 per annum each for necessary contingent ex- 
penses incident to the performance of their duties. Said contingent ex- 
penses shall be paid upon vouchers approved by the State Game Warden 
and State Game Commission. 

"The State Game Warden is hereby authorized and directed to appoint, 
with the approval of the State Game Commission, one or more deputy 
game wardens, as the emergency may demand, in any county of this state, 
said deputy game wardens to be paid the sum of three dollars per day 
during the time of actual service.'' 

Salaries — ^How Paid. 

Sec. 14. That Section 2733 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
fallows : 

"Sec. 2733. All salaries of assistant and deputy game wardens shall 
be paid out of the general fund of the state, after the accounts have been 
approved by the State Game Commission." 

Open Season for Ducks and Oeese. 

Sec. 16. That Section 2744 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

"Sec. 2744. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to shoot 
any wild duck or wild goose except from September 1st of each year to 
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April 30th of the following year. Any person convicted of violation of 
the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor^ 
and shall be punished by a fine of not less than ten dollars, nor more 
than fifty dollars." 

Moose and Antelope Protected. 

Sec. 16. That Section 2746 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming,. 
1910, be, and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

**Sec. 2746. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to kill 
any moose or antelope until the open season for other game animals in 
1915, when only one male moose and one antelope may be killed by any 
person hunting legally, or to kill any elk or mountain sheep in any part 
of this state except in Fremont County, Unita County, Carbon County,, 
and those parts of Big Horn County and Park County west of the Big 
Horn river, until the open season for game animals in 1915. Any person 
convicted of violation of the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
one hundred dollars, nor more than three hundred dollars, or by impris- 
onment in the county jail for not less than thirty days nor more than six 
months, or by both such fine and improsonment. ' ' 

Open Season for Oame Animals. 

Sec. 17. That Section 2747 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

"Sec. 2747. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to hunt, 
pursue or kill any elk, deer or mountain sheep except from September 1st 
to November 30th of each year ; provided, that male mountain sheep only 
shall be permitted to be killed. Any person convicted of violation of 
the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars nor 
more than one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the county jail 
not less than thirty days nor more than three months, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment." 

Resident Licenses. 

Sec. 18. That Section 2754 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

''Sec. 2764. Any person who is a bona fide elector of this state or 
the child or legal ward of a bona fide elector of this state, over the age of 
fourteen years, or a soldier or sailor who is a bona fide elector of the 
United States and has been stationed at a government post within this 
state for one year past, or non-residents having property in the state on 
which they pay taxes to the amount of $100.00 or over annually, upon 
making affidavit before the Justice of the Peace of the precinct in which 
such person actually resides or before a duly appointed assistant game 
warden, which affidavit may, in the discretion of such Justice of the 
Peace or such assistant game warden, be corroborated by two bona fide 
electors of the same precinct that such person is a bona fide elector of thia 
state, or the child or legal ward of a bona fide elector of this state, over 
the age of fourteen years; or a soldier or a sailor who is a bona fide 
elector of the United States and has been stationed at a government post 
within this state for one year past, or non-residents having property in 
the state on which they pay taxes to the amount of $100.00 or over an- 
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nually, and upon the payment of two dollars and fifty cents shall be en- 
titled to receive a hunter's license, which license shall permit such per- 
son to pursue, hunt and kill two elk, two deer and one male mountain 
sheep, and the other game animals and birds of this state during the 
current season under the restrictions heretofore and hereinafter imposed ; 
or upon the payment of one dollar and fifty cents to said Justice of the 
Peace or to said assistant game warden, shall if over the age of ten 
years, be entitled to receive a bird license, shall entitle the holder thereof 
to kill any of the game birds of this state during the current season, un- 
der the restrictions heretofore and hereinafter imposed; provided, that 
when there is no Justice of the Peace or assistant game warden, in sucK 
precinct, then the applicant shall be entitled to receive such hunter's li- 
cense from the nearest Justice of the Peace or assistant game warden. 
But the applicant shall make affidavit heretofore provided for, which af- 
fidavit may in the discretion of such Justice of the Jeace or assistant 
game warden, be corroborated by two bona fide electors of such nearest 
precinct. ' ' 

Sesident * ' Special ' ' License. 

Sec. 19. That Section 2755 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

"Sec. 2766. Any applicant who shall have complied with the pro- 
visions of Section 2754 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 1910, as 
amended by Section 18 hereof, shall, at any time during the open season, 
upon the payment of five dollars to any officer authorized to issue hunter's 
license, be entitled to receive a hunter's 'special' license, which hunter's 
* special' license shall entitle the person to whom the same is issued to 
pursue, hunt and kill one male or female elk in addition to the game 
animals he is permitted to kill under his regular hunter's license." 

Non-Resident Ounner's and Hunter's License. 

Sec. 20. That Section 2756 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

**Sec. 2766. Any person who is not a bona fide elector of this state, 
or the child or legal ward of a bona fide elector of this state, or a soldier 
or sailor who is a bona fide elector of the United States, and has been 
stationed at a government post within this state for one year past, or 
non-residents having property in the state on which they pay taxes to 
the amount of $100.00 or over annually, but who shall be a citizen of the 
United States or a freeholder in this state, shall upon payment of five 
dollars to any Justice of the Peace of this state, be entitled to receive 
from such justice a gunner's license, which license shall permit such per- 
son to kill any of the game birds and to catch the fish of this state during 
the current season, under the restrictions heretofore and hereinafter im- 
posed. Any person who is not a bona fide elector of this state, or the 
child or legal ward of a bona fide elector of this state, or a soldier or 
sailor who is a bona fide elector of the United States and has been sta- 
tioned at a government post within this state for one year past, or non- 
residents having property in the state on which they pay taxes to the 
amount of $100.00 or over annually, shall, upon the payment of fifty dol- 
lars to any Justice of the Peace of this state, be entitled to receive from 
such justice a hunter's license, which license shall permit such person 
to kill two elk, two deer and one male mountain sheep, and the other 
game animals and game birds of the state, and catch the fish of the 
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state, during the current season, under the restrictions heretofore and 
hereinafter imposed. *\ 

Qualifications of Ouide. 

Sec. 21. That Section 2763 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming,, 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as. 
follows : 

**Sec. 2763. It shall be unlawful for any person to engage in the 
business of guiding, as the term is commonly understood, without having 
first procured from some Justice of the Peace of the county in which he 
resides, a guide 's certificate. Any competent person of good moral char- 
acter, who is a bona fide citizen and qualified elector of this state, and 
who is either a freeholder of the State of Wyoming or has a valid filing 
upon public lands within the State of Wyoming, may, upon the payment 
of ten dollars to a Justice of the Peace of this state, receive a certificate 
as guide, which certificate shall be valid for a term of one year from the 
date of issue unless sooner revoked, and shall state the name, age and 
place of residence of the holder of the same, and shall recite that the 
holder of such certificate is a person of good moral character, a bona fide 
resident and qualified elector of this state, and that he is either a free- 
holder in this state or has a valid filing upon the public lands within 
the State of Wyoming. Every person, before obtaining such certificate, 
shall present to the Justice of the Peace the affidavits of two resident 
freeholders, known to said Justice of the Peace, corroborating his own af- 
fidavit that he, the said applicant, is of good moral character, a bona fide 
citizen and qualified elector of this state, and is either a freeholder in 
this state or has a valid filing upon public lands within the State of Wyo- 
,ming. All such guides shall be required to furnish to the State Game 
Warden sworn reports each year, not later than December 15th ; the said 
reports to contain the names of persons guided, the number of animals 
and kind killed by each person, and the disposition of said animals; the 
number of arrests and convictions for violation of game or fish laws, and 
the name of the Justice of the Peace granting his certificate. Every per- 
son acting as guide, as herein provided, shall be an ex-officio assistant 
game warden, and shall file with the State Game Warden his oath of of- 
fice. Each such guide shall immediately report to the State Game War- 
den any violation of the game or fish laws of this state by the person em- 
ploying him, or by any other person. Every guide who as an ex-officio 
assistant game warden, makes an arrest and secures a conviction of any 
violation of any of the game laws of this state, shall be entitled to re- 
ceive three dollars per day for each day necessarily employed in making 
such arrest and securing such conviction, to be paid from the state gen- 
eral fund, when his account has been approved by the State Game Com- 
mission. Any guide convicted of violating any of the provisions of this 
section, or of the game laws of this state, shall have his certificate re- 
voked by the Justice of the Peace who granted the same. Any guide 
whose certificate has been revoked or any person who is convicted of vio- 
lating any of the game laws of this state as aforesaid, shall be ineligible 
to act as guide in this state for a period of five years from the date of 
such revocation or conviction.*' 

Protecting Beaver. 

Sec. 22. That Section 2769 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

"Sec. 2769. It shall be unlawful for any person to kill, wound, en- 
snare or entrap any beaver within the State of Wyoming, until the fif- 
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teenth day of September, 1915 ; provided, that any resident taxpayer and 
bona fide owner of real estate in this state may upon his own premises, 
or upon the right of way of his own ditches, kill or destroy beaver when 
necessary for the protection of his dams, irrigation ditches or trees, or 
to prevent the overflow of water on his lands. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor,, 
and upon conviction thereof, shall be fined not less than twenty dollars, 
nor more than fifty dollars, or shall be imprisoned in the county jail for a 
period of not less than twenty days, nor more than ninety days ; or shall 
be punished by both such fine and imprisonment." 

Bear Hunter's License. 

Sec. 23. That Section 2748 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming,. 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

"Sec. 2748. Bear License. It shall be unlawful for any non-resi- 
dent person to hunt, pursue, trap or kill any bear in this state without 
having first procured a 'Bear Hunter's License,' which shall be issued 
to him as other licenses upon the payment of the sum of ten dollars. ' ' 

Oame Wardens Salary and Contingent. 

Sec. 24. That Section 2731 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, . 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as. 
follows : 

"Sec. 2731. The State Game Warden shall be paid the sum of two 
thousand dollars per annum, payable monthly, from the general fund of 
the state, together with an allowance of one thousand dollars per an- 
num for contingent expenses. He shall devote his entire time to the du- 
ties of his office." 

Repeal. 

Sec. 25. That Sections 2728, 2757 and 2759 of the Compiled Statute* 
of Wyoming, 1910, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 26. This act shall take efifect and be in force from and after its. 
passage.

CHAPTER 67. 

House Bill No. 203. 
CREATING LINCOLN COUNtY. 

AN ACT entitled, "An act creating and forming the County of Lincoln, defining its 
boundaries, and constituting it a portion of the Third Judicial District, and 
providing for legislative representation of said county.*' 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Description. 

Section 1. All that portion of the State of Wyoming described and 
bounded as hereinafter in this section set forth is hereby created and 
formed a county of the State of Wyoming by the name of Lincoln County. 
Said Lincoln County shall be bounded as follows, to-wit : 

Commencing at the point where the present boundary line between 
the Counties of Sweetwater and Uinta crosses the township line between 
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townships eighteen and nineteen north, and running thence west along 
said township line to the intersection of said township line with the 
west boundary of the State of Wyoming, thence north along said boun- 
dary of the State of Wyoming to the intersection of said boundary line 
with the south boundary line of the Yellowstone National Park, thence 
east along the south boundary line of said Yellowstone National Park 
to the intersection of said boundary line with the present boundary line 
between the Counties of Big Horn and Uinta, thence south along the 
present east boundary line of Uinta County to the point where said 
boundary line intersects the line between townships eighteen and nine- 
teen, the place of beginning. 

TTntil Such Time. 

Sec. 2. Until such time as the said County of Lincoln shall have or- 
ganized and elected county officers as provided by law, and the said of- 
ficers shall have qualified as such, the said County of Lincoln for judicial, 
revenue and election purposes, including the representation in the Legis- 
lature shall be attached to and constitute a part of Uinta County. 

Judicial. 

Sec. 3. After said County of Lincoln shall have organized and shall 
have duly chosen its county officers, as provided by law, and the said 
county officers shall have qualified, the said county until otherwise pro- 
vided by law shall constitute a portion of the Third Judicial District, 
and one term of court shall be held therein annually at the county seat 
upon such date as shall be fixed and specified by the presiding judge of 
said Third Judicial District, proper notice thereof to be given by a pub- 
lication in at least one newspaper published at the county seat of said 
county which said notice shall be published not less than thirty days 
before the date set for the opening of said term of court. 

Legislative. 

Sec. 4. After said County of Lincoln shall have organized as pro- 
vided by law, and until such time as a new census shall have been taken 
in the State of Wyoming by the said state, or the Federal Government, 
and the Legislature upon the basis of such census shall have fixed the 
legislative representation of the several counties of the state the said 
County of Lincoln shall continue to be attached to and constitute a part 
of the County of Uinta for the purpose of legislative representation. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 20th, 1911. 



CHAPTER 68. 

House Bill No. 151. 
RELATING TO MECHANICS AND BUILDERS LIEN. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3805 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
relating to mechanics ad builders liens, and prescribing what shall constitute 
a sufficient lien account and notice of lien. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Petition Shall Allege. 

Section 1. That Section 3805 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
be, and the same is, hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as fol- 
lows: 
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The pleadings, practice, process and other proceedings in cases 
arising under this chapter shall be the same as in ordinary civil ac- 
tions and civil proceedings in the courts of this state, except as herein 
otherwise provided. The petition among other things shall allege the 
facts necessary for securing a lien under, this chapter and a descrip- 
tion of the property to be charged therewith. Provided, however, that 
in any action begun by any laborer, material man, sub-contractor or 
other person, to enforce a lien under the provisions of this chapter, if 
the petition shall state and the evidence shall show that the work and 
labor was done and the materials furnished for the use and benefit of 
the party or parties designated in the petition, and for use in, upon or 
about the property therein described and against which the lien is sought 
to be enforced, and shall also state and show that the owner or proprietor 
of said property or his agent, had knowledge of the fact that said work 
and labor was being done and said materials were being furnished for 
use, in upon and about said property, then and in that case any and all 
defects in the statement of said lien account as filed or notice given as 
provided in this chapter shall be disregarded; provided, that said lien 
account as filed shall state the amount for which, the property against 
which, and the labor or materials for which, a lien is claimed, so as to en- 
able the owner or his agent to identify the same ; provided, further, that 
said notice shall be given and said lien account filed within the time lim- 
ited by statute for so doing. 

Lien Account as Evidence. 

Sec. 2. In all cases arising under the provisions of this chapter, the 
lien account as filed shall be admitted in evidence and it shall be a ques- 
tion of fact for the jury, or for the court sitting as a jury, whether the 
said lien account as filed is suflScient to charge the owner of the property 
or his agent with knowledge of the amount for which, the property 
against which, and the work and labor done or materials furnished for 
which a lien is claimed. If the jury, or court sitting as a jury, shall find 
that said account as filed is sufficient so as to charge the owner or his 
agent with such knowledge, then said lien account shall be held in all 
respects sufficient and valid and enforceable. 

Improper Charges Shall Not Invalidate. 

Sec. 3. If any sub-contractor, material man, laborer or other per- 
son entitled to a lien under the provisions of this chapter, shall include 
in his lien account as filed, charges not properly belonging therein, or 
charges for which the law gives no lien, or charges entered therein by 
mistake, or charges arising under two separate contracts, such charges 
shall not invalidate the lien, but in his petition to enforce said lien, he may 
omit any or all such charges incorrectly entered or entered by mistake, 
and may proceed to enforce a lien for the balance. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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CHAPTER 69. 

House Bill No. 138. 

FIXING SALARY OF SECRETARY OF BOARD OF LIVE STOCK 

COMMISSIONERS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 2635, Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
relating to the salary of the secretary of the Board of Live Stock Commis- 
sioners. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Section 2635, Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, is hereby 
amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

"Sec. 2636. The secretary of the commission shall receive for his 
service as such secretary, an annual salary of fifteen hundred dollars, to 
be paid to him in twelve monthly installments, out of any moneys in the 
State Treasurer not otherwise appropriated." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take efifect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 70. 

House Bill No. 206. 

SILVER SET FOR BATTLESHIP WYOMING. 

AN ACT authorizing an appropriation for the purpose of purchasing a silver set or 
other suitable token of appreciation for the name "Wyoming," given the 
battleship of the American navy. 

Therefore, Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Appropriation. 

Section 1. That there be and is hereby appropriated out of any 
funds in the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of seven 
thousand five hundred dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary 
for the purpose of purchasing a silver set or other suitable token of ap- 
preciation for the name given the battleship ''Wyoming." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

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CHAPTER 71. 

House Bill No. 186. 
RELATING TO CLAIMS FOR SUPPRESSION OF EPIDEMIC AMONG SHEEP. 

AN ACT making an appropriation for the payment of special services performed, and 
expenses incurred by direction of the Board of Sheep Commissioners in the 
suppression of an epidemic of lip and foot ulceration among sheep in 1908 
and 1909. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Appropriation. 

Section 1. That the sum of nine hundred and forty-seven dollars 
and ninety-three cents ($947.93), or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, for the purpose of paying the claims of the 
following persons named, in the amounts designated in each case for 
special services performed and expenses incurred by direction of the 
Board of Sheep Commissioners in the suppression of an epidemic of lip 
and foot ulceration among sheep during the years 1908 and 1909, to-wit:

EXEMPTING MORTGAGES FROM TAXATION. 

AN ACT to exempt mortgages from taxation. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Exemption. 

Section 1. All mortgages upon property within the State of Wyo- 
ming, whether real or chattel, together with the indebtedness thereby 
secured, shall be exempt from taxation; provided, that the mortgaged 
property, whether real or personal, shall be taxed at its true value in 
money. 
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Sec. 2. All acts or parts of acts in conflict with the provisions of 
this act, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its. 
passage. 

Approved February 21st, 1911. 



CHAPTER 73. 

House Bill No. 194. 
RELATING TO SECURITY FOR COSTS. 

AN ACT amending and re-enacting Section 4636 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes- 
of 1910, relating to security for costs. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Non-Besidents Must Furnish. 

Section 1. That Section 4636 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 
1910 be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read a& 
follows. 

"Sec. 4636. In an action the plaintiff, if a non-resident of the state 
in which the action is brought, or a partnership suing by its company 
name, must furnish suflScient security for costs; approved by the clerk,, 
and the surety's obligation shall be complete by endorsing the summons^ 
or petition as surety for costs ; the surety shall be bound for the payment 
of all costs which may be adjudged against the plaintiff in the court 
in which the action is- brought, or in any other court to which it may 
be carried, and for all costs which may be taxed against the plaintiff 
in such action, whether he obtain judgment or not; but such non-resi- 
dent plaintiff may deposit with the Clerk of the Court such sum of money,, 
as security for costs in the case as, in the opinion of the clerk, will be 
sufficient for the purpose ; and the court may, on motion of the defend- 
ant, and if satisfied that such deposit is not sufficient, require the same 
to be increased, or personal security be given, or such non-resident 
plaintiff may pay all costs as fast as they accrue." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after it» 
passage. 

Approved February 21st, 1911. 



CHAPTER 74. 

House Bill No. 7. 
RELATING TO WEIGHING COAL AT MINES. 

AN ACT regulating the weighing of coal at the mine, providing for the installations 
and inspection of scales and providing penalties for the violation of same. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Miners and Loaders Shall Receive Credit for All. 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any mine owner, lessee, operator, 
agent or company in this state, employing miners at bushel or ton rates, 
or other quantities, in mining coal, to pass the output of coal mined by 
said miners over any screen or any device which shall take any part of 
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the marketable coal from the amount thereof, before the same shall have 
been weighed and duly credited to the employees sending the same to the 
surface, unless otherwise agreed upon between miners and their em- 
ployers. In case of any agreement where coal is credited to miners after 
having been screened and weighed, said miners or employees shall receive 
compensation for all marketable or saleable coal sent by them to the sur- 
face, and accounted for at the customary rate of weights ; provided, that 
this section shall also apply to the class of workers in mines known as 
loaders engaged in mines where mining is done by machinery whenever 
the workers are under contract to load coal by the bushel, ton or quantity. 

Weighman. 

Sec. 2. The weighman employed at any mine shall subscribe an oath 
or affirmation before a Justice of the Peace or other officer authorized to 
administer oaths, to do justice between employer and employee and to 
weigh the output of coal from miners in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 1 of this act. Said oath or affirmation shall be kept conspicu- 
ously posted in the weigh office and any weigher of coal or person so em- 
ployed who shall knowingly violate any of the provisions of this act 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars for each offense, or by imprisonment in the county jail 
for a period of not to exceed thirty days, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. 

Check Weighman. 

Sec. 3. The miners employed by or engaged in working for any mine 
owner, lessee, operator, agent or company in this state shall have the 
privilege, if they so desire, of employing at their own expense a check 
wieghman, who shall have like rights and privileges in the weighing of 
coal as the regular weighman and be subject to the same oath and penal- 
ties as the regular weighman. 

Scales. 

Sec. 4. The owner, lessee, operator, agent or company operating 
any coal mine in this state, at which the miners are paid by weight, shall 
provide suitable and accurate scales of standard manufacture for weigh- 
ing of coal which may be procured from such mines ; such owner, lessee, 
operator, agent or company shall be required to keep United States 
standard weights to test said scales. 

At every mine where the coal mined is paid for by weight it shall 
be the duty of the weighman and the check weighman to examine and 
balance the scales each morning, and in no case shall any coal be weighed 
until such scales are tested by the United States standard weights and 
found to be correct ; provided, that if the weighman and check weighman 
shall disagree, work may continue until the inspector of mines can be 
present, and any erroneous weights made during such time shall be rec- 
tified. When differences shall arise between the weighman and check 
weighman, or operator, of any mine, as to the correctness of the scales, 
the same shall be referred to the inspector of mines, whose duty it shall 
be tp see and regulate the same at once. The inspector of mines and 
miners employed in the mine and others personally interested shall at all 
proper times have full right of access to and examination of scales or ap- 
paratus used for weighing coal in or about said mine. 

Fraudulent Weighing — ^Penalty. 

Sec. 6. Any person or persons having or using any scale or scales 
for the purpose of weighing the output of coal at mines so arranged or 
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constructed that fraudulent weighing may be done thereby, or who shall 
knowingly resort to or employ any means whatever by reason of which 
such coal is not correctly weighed and reported in accordance with the 
provisions of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall 
upon conviction for each offense be punished by a fine of not less than 
one hundred dollars nor more than three hundred dollars, or by impris- 
onment in the county jail for a period not to exceed sixty days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 

Loaders Included. 

Sec. 6. The provisions of this act shall also apply to the class of 
workers in mines known as loaders, engaged in mines wherein mining- 
is done by machinery. Whenever the workmen are under contract to load 
coal by the bushel, ton, or any quantity, the settlement of which is by 
weight, the output shall be weighed in accordance with the provisions of 
this act. 

Repeal. 

Sec. 7. Any and all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with any of 
the provisions of this act, are hereby repealed in so far as the same con- 
flict with any of the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 8. This act shall not be in full force and effect until thirty days 
after its passage and approval by the Governor.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Hay Incorporate. 

Section 1. That Section 4225 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910,. 
be, and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

"Sec. 4225. Churches, parishes, and societies of all religious bodies^ 
sects, or denominations in this state, or a board of trustees of such 
churches, parishes, and societies of all religious bodies, having an epis- 
copate, presbytery, synod, conference or other governing body, with 
spiritual jurisdiction extending over the whole state, or part thereof not 
less than six counties, may become incorporated for religious, missionary, 
educational or charitable purposes in the manner hereinafter provided; 
or said incorporation may be limited to the purposes^ of acquiring and 
holding the legal title to property, real and personal, required for the- 
use of such churches, parishes, or societies, or any of them, or of such 
general governing body, and for the purpose of conveying the same, and 
contracting with reference thereto," 

Articles VL\ist Fix. 

Sec. 2« That Section 4227 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, be,, 
and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 
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"Sec. 4227. The ^id-^ve or more persons, being so convened and 
organized as a meeting,' slialt -adopt articles of incorporation which shall

** Fifth — The manner in which the succession of the members of said 
corporation shall be regulated and vacancies in their number filled. 

** Sixth — The time of the commencement and the termination of the 
corporation. 

Seventh — By what officers its affairs shall be conducted. 
Which articles, being subscribed and acknowledged by the persons 
present at said meeting and filed in the office of the Secretary of State, 
and recorded in the office of the County Clerk of the county where such 
church, parish or society shall be located, whereupon such corporation 
shall be competent to transact all business in and by its corporate name. ' ' 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

Relating ta Commandant and Adjutant af Soldiers' and Sailors' Home. 

Section 1. That Section 583 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 
1910, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

**Sec. 583. Whenever the board shall deem it necessary, they shall 
have power to appoint a commandant of said home. The commandant 
shall hold the rank of major of infantry, Wyoming National Guard, and 
the adjutant, shall hold the rank of first lieutenant of infantry, Wyo- 
ming National Guard, both to be commissioned by the Governor, to hold 
the office for the term of four years, or until their successor shall be ap- 
pointed and qualified. The commandant shall receive a salary as fixed by 
the board, not to exceed seventy-five dollars per month, and rations. 
The adjutant shall receive a salary not to exceed fifty dollars per month 
and rations; provided, that if the adjutant shall be a member of the 
home, he shall receive a compensation not to exceed twenty-five dollars 
per month." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

What Shall Be Assessed. 

Section 1. That Section 2334 of Chapter 156 of the Compiled Stat- 
utes of Wyoming, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

**Sec. 2334. Every corporation or association, whether domestic or 
foreign, doing business in this state, shall be taxed upon all property 
owned by it and situated in this state, including all moneys, credits and 
assets of every kind and character at the actual value of such property. 
The capital stock of such corporation or association shall not be as- 
sessed or taxed to such corporation or association. All banks and bank- 
ing associations, doing business in this state, except national banks, 
shall be taxed upon the capital and surplus of such banks and banking 
associations. The amount paid in capital and of any such bank or bank- 
ing associations, actually invested in real estate, shall be deducted from 
the capital of such bank or banking association for the purposes of as- 
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sessment for taxation, and such real estate and other property of Inch 
bank or banking association shall be assessed at its actual value." 
Repeal. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are heteby 
repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

Permissian to Photograph. 

Section 1; That Section 1257 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, 
is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows, to- wit : 

**Sec. 1257. The County Clerk or clerks of the county or counties, 
out of which any new county may be formed under the provisions of law, 
shall upon request of the county commissioners of such new county, or 
any bonded abstract company, permit some person or persons, authorized 
by said Board of County Commissioners of such new county, or such 
bonded abstract company, and at the expense of such new county or 
such bonded abstract company, to examine the records of all deeds, 
mortgages, maps and other instruments of every kind and nature what- 
soever, in anywise affecting the real or personal property situate within 
the boundaries of such new county, and transcribe or photograph same 
in books to be furnished by such new county, or such bonded abstract 
company. The County Clerk of such old county shall compare such 
instruments or records, so transcribed or photographed, with the or- 
iginal instruments and records in his office, and shall certify that the 
same is a true and correct transcript of such original records, and shall 
transmit same to the County Clerk of such new county, or such bonded 
abstract company, who shall index and abstract in the proper books, all 
instruments so transcribed or photographed, and the transcript of such 
records shall be received in evidence, and shall have like effect in all 
other respect, the same as if such instruments had been filed for record 
in such new county. The County Clerk certifying such transcripts, shall 
receive for such services, fifty cents (50c) per hour, for time actually 
and necessarily employed by him, in comparing and certifying such 
transcript, and all expenses incident to transmitting the same, to be paid 
out of the county fund of such new county. ' '

ASSESSMENT, TAXATION AND REVENUE OF NEW COUNTIES. 

AN ACT relating to assessment and taxation of new counties, and providing revenue 
therefor. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Duty af Assessors. 

Sectian 1. That if a new county is created, formed and organized 
after the first Monday in January, and prior to the fourth Monday in 
June, in any year, the deputy county assessors appointed and qualified 
within the old county, for districts included within the new county, shall 
be ex-officio deputy assessors for such new county and, with the County 
Assessors of such new county, shall assess and make their returns of as- 
sessment of property within the new county to such new county, in the 
same manner and with like effect, as provided by law, for making as- 
sessments in other organized counties. The State Board of Equalization 
shall assess railway, and other property authorized by law to be as- 
sessed by such board, of the new county, and shall make returns and 
certify the same to such new county, as provided by law for other or- 
ganized counties. 

Taxes for New Counties. 

Sec. 2. That if a new county is created, formed and organized after 
the fourth Monday in June, ^nd prior to the first Monday in January, of 
the year following thereafter, then the taxes levied and collected from 
property, within such new county for such year, shall be paid by the 
County Treasurer of the old county to the County Treasurer of such new 
county, which funds shall be paid out by the County Treasurer of such 
new county, as provided by law for organized counties. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 82. 

House Bill No. 163. 
RELATING TO RENEWAL OF CHATTEL MORTGAGES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 3733 of Chapter 246 of the Compiled Statutes 
of Wyoming, providing for the renewal of chattel mortgages. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Time in Force— Renewal— How. 

Section 1. That Section 3733 of Chapter 246 of the Compiled Stat- 
utes of Wyoming be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

"Sec. 3733. Every such mortgage, bond, conveyance, or other in- 
strument intended to operate as a mortgage, -filed in pursuance of this 
chapter, shall remain in full force and validity for the term for which it 
shall be given, and for six months thereafter, and where no specific time 
is stated therein, the said term shall be deemed and held to be given for 
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»one year from the date of its execution ; every such mortgage, bond, con- 
veyance or other instrument intended to operate as a chattel mortgage 
.so filed, shall cease to be valid as against the creditors of the person or 
persons making the same and as against subsequent purchasers or mort- 
gagees in good faith, after the expiration of six months from and after 
the end of the term for which it shall have been given, unless before the 
expiration of the six months aforesaid, notice of foreclosure shall be 
given as required by law, or the mortgagee, his heirs, legatees, executors, 
administrators or assigns, or other legal representatives, or the agent 
or attorney of the mortgagee or his assigns shall make affidavit exhibiting 
the interest of the owner and holder at the time of making the affidavit, 
in such mortgage, bond, conveyance or other instrument intended to op- 
erate as a mortgage, and if such mortgage is to secure the payment of 
money, the amount yet due and unpaid, and such affidavit shall be filed 
in all respects as the original mortgage is by this chapter required to be 
filed, and the original mortgage shall then continue to be in full force 
and virtue for the period of one year after the expiration of the term for 
which it was originally given, and a like affidavit may be filed within six 
months after the expiration of said period of one year last aforesaid, and 
the said original mortgage shall then continue to be in full force and 
virtue for the period of one more year, and in addition to the first year's 
renewal thereof, and under the same conditions and within the same 
limitations a like affidavit may be filed to renew the said mortgage for 
each succeeding year thereafter until the debt secured thereby shall be 
fully paid. And it shall be the duty of the County Clerk in whose office 
the original mortgage, bond, conveyance or other instrument intended 
to operate as a moragage was originally filed, upon the filing in his office 
of the affidavit hereinbefore required, to note upon such orininal instru- 
ment the filing of such affidavit and the subsequent affidavits of renewal, 
together with a reference on the index, opposite the original record of 
said instrument and the clerk shall collect and pay into the county treas- 
ury the same fees therefor as is provided for a release or assignment. 
The provisions of this section shall extend to and embrace all chattel 
mortgages in force as well as those to be hereafter given.'' 

Sec. 2. This act shall take eflPect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 83. 

House Bill No. 161. 
PUNISHMENT FOR ATTEMPT TO COMMIT RAPE. 

AN ACT providing for punishment of any person convicted of an assault or assault 
and battery upon any female with intent to commit crime of rape. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

One to Fifty Years. 

Section 1. Whoever perpetrates an assault or assault and battery 
upon any female with intent to commit the crime of rape, shall, upon 
conviction, be imprisoned in the penitentiary not less than one year nor 
more than fifty years. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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CHAPTER 84. 

Senate Kite No. 82. 
COMMISSION GOVERNMENT FOR CITIES. 

AN ACT providing for the government of cities heretofore incorporated under special 
charters and having a population by the preceding census of 10,000 or more^ 
and of cities of the first class, and cities and towns having a population of not 
less than seven thousand, and the adoption thereof by special elections. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Provisions Apply to. 

Section 1. The provisions of this act shall apply to all cities hereto- 
fore incorporated under special charter and which have not accepted 
the provisions of the general laws governing the incorporation of cities, 
and having a population of ten thousand or more, according to the last 
census, whether state or federal, preceding the proclamation of the 
Mayor, provided for in section two hereof. And the provisions herein 
shall further apply to cities of the first class, and to cities and towns 
having a population of not less than seven thousand, according to the 
last census, state or federal, preceding the proclamation of the Mayor, 
provided for in section two hereof. 

Petition of Fifteen Per Cent— Mayor Shall Submit. 

Sec. 2. Within five days afte?* the filing with the City Clerk of 
a petition of electors equal in number to fifteen per centum of the num- 
ber of registered electors, the mayor shall by a proclamation, to be 
published in at least one newspaper in said city for three times, submit 
the question of accepting the provisions of this act to a special election 
to be held at a time specified therein not less than thirty days and 
not more than sixty days after said petition is filed. If the provisions 
of this act are not accepted at the special election called, the question of 
accepting said provisions shall not be resubmitted to the voters of said 
city for adoption within two years thereafter, and then the question to 
accept shall be resubmitted upon the presentation of a petition signed 
by electors equal in number to twenty-five per centum of the number 
of registered electors. 

Shall Proposition to Adopt Be Accepted? 

At such election the proposition to be submitted shall be ** Shall 
the proposition to accept the provisions of (Describing this act with 
amendments, if any, in a general way) for the city of (Name of city) 
be adopted?" and the election thereupon shall be conducted, the vote 
canvassed, and the result declared in the same manner as provided by 
law in respect to other city elections. If the majority of the votes 
east shall be in favor thereof, the city shall thereupon proceed to the 
election of a new Mayor and two (2) Commissioners, as hereinafter 
provided. Immediately after such proposition is adopted, the Mayor 
shall transmit to the Secretary of State and to the County Clerk each 
a certificate stating that such proposition was adopted, which such cer- 
tificates shall be recorded by said officers in their offices. 

After Adoption. 

At the next regular city election, provided for in this act, after the 
adoption of such proposition, there shall be elected a Mayor and two 
(2) Commissioners. In the event, however, that such next election does 
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not occur within one year after such special election, the Mayor shall 
within ten days after such special election, by proclamation, call a spe- 
cial election for the election of Mayor and Commissioners, sixty days' 
notice thereof being given in such call; such election in either case to 
be conducted as hereinafter provided. 

Existing Laws Shall Remain in Effect. 

Sec. 3. All laws, now in force and effect, governing such city, and 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, shall apply to and 
govern such city after it shall have accepted the provisions of this act. 
All by-laws, ordinances and resolutions lawfully passed and in force in 
any such city under its former organization shall remain in force until 
altered or repealed by the Council elected under the provisions of this 
act. The territorial limits of such city shall remain the same as under 
its former organization, and all rights, powers and property of every 
•description which were vested in any such city under its former or- 
ganization, shall vest in the same under the organization herein con- 
templated, and no right or liability either in favor of or against it, existing 
at the time, and no suit or prosecution of any kind shall be affected by 
such change, unless otherwise provided for in this act. 

Election Held— When— Who Elected— term of Office. 5. /f/3 C^. //^ ^ 

Sec. 4. In every such city there shall be a regular municipal election 
held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in November in the 
first year, including the year 1911, bearing an odd number after the 
adoption of the provisions of this act and in every fourth year there- 
after, except that in cities of the first class such subsequent elections 
shall be held in every second year thereafter, at which such elections 
there shall be elected a Mayor and two (2) Commissioners, each of whom 
shall serve for the term of four years. 

Vacancies. 

If any vacancy occurs in any such office the remaining members of 
said Council shall appoint a person to fill such vacancy duriu*^ the bal 
ance of the unexpired term. 

Said officers shall be nominated and elected at large. Said officers 
shall qualify and their terms of office shall begin on the first Monday 
in January after their election. The terms of the Mayor and Council- 
men or Alderman in such city in office at the beginning of the terms 
of office of the Mayor and Commissioners first elected under the pro- 
visions of this act shall then cease and determine, and the terms of office 
of all other officers in office in such city, except as hereinafter provided, 
shall cease and determine as soon as the Council shall by resolution 
declare. 

Candidates Shall Be Nominated by Primary. 

Sec. 5. Candidates to be voted for at all municipal elections at 
which a ^layor and Commissionej:'s are to be elected under the provisions 
of this act shall be nominated by a primary election, and no other names 
shall be placed upon the general ballot except those selected in the man- 
ner hereinafter prescribed. The primary election for such nomination 
shall be held on the second Tuesday preceding such municipal election. 
All such primary elections shall be called by a proclamation of the Mayor, 
stating the time thereof and the offices for which candidates are to be 
nominated, which proclamation shall be published at least twice in some 
newspaper published in such city, and the first publication of which 
notice shall be at least thirty (30) and not more than f6rty (40) days 
prior to said primary election, and where there are no newspapers, the

Clerk shall post the notices continuously for said period in his office. 
The judges of election appointed for the municipal election shall be the 
judges of the primary election, and it shall be held at the same place^ 
so far as possible, and the polls shall be opened and closed at the same 
hours, with the same clerks as are required for said municipal election. 
Any person desiring to become a candidate for Mayor or Commissioner 
shall, at least ten days prior to said primary election, file with the City 
Clerk a statement of such candidacy, in substantially the following form :

Immediately upon the expiration of the time of filing the statements 
and petitions for candidates, the said City Clerk shall cause to be pub- 
lished all the names of the persons nominated in proper form as they are 
to appear upon the primary ballot in three successive issues of all the 
daily newspapers published in said city, and where there are no news- 
papers the Clerk shall post notices continuously for said period in his 
said office; at any time prior to five days before such primary election 
any candidate for nomination may withdraw his candidacy by filing with 
the City Clerk a statement to that effect signed and sworn to by him.

Having caused said ballots to be printed, the said City Clerks shall 
cause to be delivered at each polling place a number of said ballots equal 
to twice the number of the registered electors. The persons who are quali- 
fied to vote at the general municipal election shall be qualified to vote 
at such primary election ; and the law applicable to challenges at a gen- 
eral municipal election shall be applicable to challenges made at such 
primary election. Judges of election shall, immediately upon the closing 
of the polls, count the ballots and ascertain the number of votes cast in 
such precinct for each of the candidates, and make return thereof to the 
City Clerk, upon proper blanks to be furnished by the said City Clerk, 
within six hours of the closing of the polls. On the day following the said 
primary election, the said City Clerk shall canvass said returns so received 
from all the polling precincts and shall make and publish in all the news- 
papers of said city, at least once, the result thereof, and if there be no 
newspapers he shall post the same in his office. Said canvass ly the City 
Clerk shall be publicly made. The two < andidates receiving the highest 
number of votes for Mayor shall be th^ candidates, and the only candi- 
dates, whose names shall be placed upon the ballot for Mayor at the next 
succeeding general municipal election. The four candidates receiving 
the highest number of* votes for Commissioners, or all such candidates if 
less than four, shall be the candidates, and the only candidates whose 
names shall be placed upon the ballot for Commissioner at su^h municipal 
election. All electors of cities under this act who by the laws governing 
such cities would be entitled to vote for the election of officers at any 
general municipal election in such cities, shall be qualified to vote at all 
elections under this act; and the ballot at such general municipal elec- 
tions shall be in the same general form as for such primary election, so far 
as applicable, and in all elections in such city the election precincts, voting 
places, method of conducting election, canvassing the vote and announc- 
ing the results, shall be the same as by law provided for election of of- 
ficers in such cities, so far as the same are applicable and not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act. Provided, that in case the number of can- 
didates for Mayor so named by petition does not exceed two, then the 
names of such candidates for IVIayor shall not be voted upon at said pri- 
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mary election, but shall be placed upon the official ballot as though nomi-^ 
nated at such primary; and in case the number of candidates for Com^ 
missioners so njimed by petition does not exceed four, then the names of 
such candidates for Commissioners shall not be voted upon at such pri- 
mary election, but shall be placed upon the official' ballot the same as 
though nominated at such primary ; and where the number of candidates 
for Mayor does not exceed two and the number of candidates for Com- 
missioners does not exceed four to be voted upon at such primary elec- 
tion, then no such primary election shall be held. 

No Special Begistratian. 

Preceding all such elections and all special elections provided for by 
this act there shall be no registration of electors, but at all primary elec- 
tions and other elections the registration lists prepared for the respective 
precincts of such preceding the last preceding general county or state 
election shall be used and the general laws applicable to the swearing in. 
of the votes of non-registered electors shall be applicable; where the 
words '* registration lists'' occur in this act they shall be taken to refer 
to the aforesaid registration lists, and where the words '* registered 
electors'' occur in this act they shall be taken to refer to the electors, 
whose names are registered in said registration lists. 

Punishment for Agreeing to Serve Candidate. 

Sec. 6. Any person who shall agree to perform any service in the 
interest of any candidate for any office provided in this act, in consider-^ 
ation of any money or other valuable thing for such services performed 
in the interest of any candidate shall be punished in the city police court 
by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100.00) or be imprisoned 
in the city jail not exceeding thirty (30) days, or both, which punish- 
ment shall be in addition to and not a bar to any other punishment now" 
provided by statute for such offense. 

Bribery. 

Sec. 7. Any person offering a bribe, either in money or other con- 
sideration, to any elector for the purpose of influencing his vote at any 
such election provided in this act, or any elector entitled to vote at any 
such election receiving and accepting such bribe or other consideration; 
any person making false answer to any of the provisions of this act rela- 
tive to his qualifications to vote at said election; any person wilfully 
voting or offering to vote at such election who is not a qualified elector of* 
such precinct where he offers to vote ; any person know*ingly procuring,, 
aiding or abetting any violation hereof shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction thereof in the city police court shall be 
fined a sum not more than one hundred dollars ($100,00) or be impris- 
oned in the (?ity jail not mor« than thirty (30) days, or both. 

Mayor Caxmat Veto. 

Sec. 8. Every such city shall be governed by a Council, consisting^ 
of the Mayor and two Commissioners, chosen as provided in this act, each 
of whom shall have the right to vote on all questions coming before the 
Council. Two members of the Council shall constitute a quorum, and the 
affirmative vote of two members shall be necessary to adopt any motion,, 
resolution or ordinance, or pass any measure, unless a greater number is 
provided for in this act. Upon every vote the yeas and nays shall be 
called and recorded, and every motion, resolution or ordinance shall be 
reduced to writing and read before the vote is taken thereon. The 
Mayor shall preside at all meetings of the Council ; he shall have no power 
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to veto any measure, but every resolution or ordinance passed by the 
Council must be signed by the Mayor, or by two Commissioners, and be 
recorded, before the same shall be in force. 

Duties — Powers. 

See. 9. The Council shall have and possess and the Council and 
its members shall exercise all executive, legislative, judicial, and other 
powers and duties now had, possessed and exercised by the Mayor, City 
Council, and all other executive and administrative officers in such city. 
The executive and administrative powers, authority, and duties in such 
cities shall be distributed into and among three departments, as follows : 

1. Department of Public Affairs and Safety. 

2. Department of Accounts, Finance, Parks and Public Property. 

3. Department of Streets and Public Improvements. 

The Council shall determine the powers and duties to be performed 
by, and assign them to the appropriate department; shall prescribe the 
powers and duties of officers and employee ; may assign particular officers 
and employees to one or more of the departments ; may require an officer 
or employee to perform duties in two or more departments, and may make 
such other rules and regulations as may be necessary or proper for the 
efficient and economical conduct of the business of the citj^. 

Duties of Each. 

Sec. 10. The Mayor shall be superintendent of the Department of 
Public Affairs and Safety, and the Council shall at the first regular 
meeting after election of its members designate by majority vote one 
Commissioner to be superintendent of the Department of Accounts, 
Finances, Parks and Public Property, and one to be superintendent of 
the Department of Streets and Public Improvements, but such designa- 
tion shall be changed whenever it appears that the public service would 
be benefited thereby. 

Commissioners Police Judges. 

The two Commissioners shall be police judges, and either may pre- 
side over the police court ; the period during which either shall perform 
the duties of police judge may be agreed upon between themselves or be 
fixed by ordinances ; provided, however, that any city coming within the 
provisions of this act may by ordinance make other and different pro- 
visions with reference as to who shall act as such police justices. 

City Officers. 

The Council shall, at said first meeting, or as soon as practicable 
thereafter, elect by majority vote the following officers: A city clerk, 
attorney, treasurer, civil engineer, health officer, chief of police, chief of 
fire department, or as many of such officers as they deem necessary, and 
such other officers and assistants as shall be provided for by ordinance 
and necessary to the proper and efficient conduct of the affairs of the 
city. Any officer or assistant elected or appointed by the Council may be 
removed from office at any time by a vote of a majority of the members 
of the Council, and their respective duties shall be fixed by ordinance. 

Council May Create, Fill and Discontinue Offices. 

Sec. 11. The Council shall have power from time to time to create, 
fill and discontinue offices and employments other than herein prescribed, 
according to their judgment of the needs of the city; and may by ma- 
jority votes of all members remove any such officer or employee; and 
may by resolution or as otherwise prescribed, limit or change the com- 
pensation of such officer or employees. 
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Salaries. 

Sec. 12. The Mayor, Commissioners, and such other officers as the 
Council may by ordinance provide, shall have offices in the city hall and 
shall maintain regular office hours to be fixed by ordinance; and the 
total compensation of the city officers shall be paid in monthly install- 
ments and except as otherwise provided shall be as follows : Of Mayor^ 
$2,400.00; of Commissioner, $2,000.00; of City Clerk, $1,500.00; of City 
Attorney, $1,500.00; of Treasurer, $1,500.00; of Civil Engineer, $2,400.00; 
of Health Officer, $1,200.00 ; of Chief of Police, $1,500.00 ; of Chief of Fire 
Department, $1,200.00; provided, that in cities of the first class, said 
salaries, except as hereinafter provided shall be as follows: Of Mayor, 
$2,400.00; of Commissioner, $2,000.00; of City Clerk, $1,500.00; of City 
Attornev, $900.00; of Treasurer, $900.00; of Civil Engineer, $1,500.00; 
of Health Officer, $750.00 ; of Chief of Police, $1,500.00 ; of Chief of Fire 
Department, $600.00. 

Provided, that such annual salaries may be fixed by each such city 
by ordinance at any amount less than those hereinbefore specified, and 
when so fixed such salaries shall apply for such city where such ordinance 
is adopted instead of those hereinbefore specified, but the salary of no 
elective officer shall be changed during his term of office. 

Every other officer or assistant shall receive such salary or compen- 
sation as the Council shall by ordinance provide, payable in equal monthly 
installments. 

The salary or compensation of all other employes of such city shall 
be fixed by the Council and shall be payable monthly or at such shorter 
periods as the Council shall determine. 

Council Meetings. 

Sec. 13. Regular meetings of the Council shall be held on the first 
Monday in January after the election of Commissioners, and every Mon- 
day thereafter during their terms of office. The Couicil shall provide by 
ordinance for the hour of holding regular meetings, which hour shall 
be fixed between the hours of eight oclock a. m. and eight thirty o'clocl^ 
p. m., and special meetings may be called from time to time by the Mayor 
or two Commissioners. All meetings of the Council, whether regular 
or special meetings at which any person not a city officer is admitted, 
shall be open to the public. 

The Mayor shall be president of the Council and preside at its meet- 
ings, and shall supervise all departments and report to the Council for 
its action all matters requiring attention in either. The superintendent 
of the department including Accounts and Finances, shall be vice presi- 
dent of the Council, and in case of vacancy in the office of Mayor, or the 
absence or inability of the Mayor, shall perform the duties of the Mayor. 

Interest in Public Utilities Forbidden to Officers and Employees. 

Sec. 14. No officer or employee elected or appointed in any such 
city shall be interested, directly or indirectly, in any contract or job 
for work or materials, or the profits thereof, of services to be furnished 
or performed for the city; and no such officer or employee shall be in- 
terested directly or indirectly, in any contract or job for work or ma- 
terials, of the profits thereof, or services to be furnished or performed for 
any person, firm or corporation operating interurban railway, street 
railway, gas works, water works, electric light or power plant, heating 
plant, telegraph line, telephone exchange, or other public utility within 
the territorial limits of said city. No such officer or employee shall accept 
or receive, directly or indirectly, from any person, firm or corporation 
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operating within the territorial limits of said city, any interurban rail- 
way, street railway, gas works, water works, electric light or power 
plant, heating plant, telegraph line or. telephone exchange, or other busi- 
ness using or operating under a public franchise, any frank, free ticket or 
free service, or accept or receive, directly or indirectly, from any such 
person, firm or corporation, any other service upon terms more favorable 
than is ganted to the public generally. Any violation of the provisions, 
of this section shall be a misdemeanor, and every such contract or agree- 
ment shall be void. Such prohibition of free transportation shall not ap- 
ply to policemen or firemen in uniform ; nor shall any free service to city 
officials heretofore provided by any franchise or ordinance be affected 
by this section. 

Any officer or employee of such city who, by solicitation or otherwise,, 
shall exert his influence directly or indirectly to influence other officers 
or employees of such city to adopt his political views or to favor any par- 
ticular person or candidate for office, or who shall in any manner con- 
tribute money, labor, or other valuable thing to any person for election 
purposes, or shall violate any other provision of this section, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100.00) or by imprisonment in the 
city jail not exceeding thirty (30) days, or both. 

All officers and employees in any such city shall be elected or ap- 
pointed with reference to their qualifications and fitness, and for the 
good of the public service, and without reference to their political faith 
or party affiliations. 

It shall be unlawful for any candidate for office, or any officer in any 
such city, directly or indirectly, to give or promise any person or per- 
sons any office, position, employments, benefit, or anything of value, for 
the purpose of influencing or obtaining the political support, aid or vote 
of any person or persons. 

Every elective officer in any such city shall, within thirty days after 
qualifying, file with the City Clerk his sworn statement of all his election 
and campaign expenses, and by whom such funds were contributed. 

Monthly Statement — ^Annual Examination. 

Sec, 15. The Council shall cause to be prepared at the close of 
each month a classified statement of all receipts and disbursements of the 
city during the preceding month and the same shall be filed with the City 
Clerk and be open to inspection by any taxpayer of the city during office 
hours. The State Examiner shall annually make a full and complete ex- 
amination of all the books, accounts and affairs of the city, either in per- 
son or by qualified deputies and shall make a written report of his find- 
ings, a copy of which report shall be filed with the City Clerk and one- 
copy thereof with the Qovernor. Such report shall be open to the in- 
spection of the public and the examiner shall prepare and publish at the 
expense of the city in a newspaper of general circulation if one be pub- 
lished in such city, an abstract of such report setting out generally the 
salient features of the examination and report. The city shall pay the 
actual and necessary expenses of such examination by the State Examiner 
or his deputies, including per diem at the annual rate of compensation 
paid by the state. Such per diem shall be covered over to the State 
Treasurer for the credit of the general fund by the examiner. 

May Change Appropriations. 

Sec. 16. If, at the beginning of the term of office of the first Coun- 
cil elected in such city under the provisions of this act, the appropriations* 
for the expenditures of the city government for the current fiscal year 
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have been made, said Council shall have power, by ordinance, to revise, 
to repeal or change said appropriations and to make additional appro- 
j)riations. 

Construction. 

Sec. 17. In the construction of this act and of other statutes govern- 
ing such cities the following rules shall be observed, unless such con- 
struction would be inconsistent with the manifest intent, or repugnant 
to the context of the statute : 

1. The words ** Councilman'* or ** Alderman'' shall be construed to 
mean ** Commissioner" when applied to cities under this act. 

2. When an office or officer is named in any law referred to in this 
act, it shall, when applied to cities under this act, be construed to mean 
the office or officer having the same functions or duties under the provi- 
sions of this act, or under ordinances passed under authority thereof. 

3. The word **franchise" shall include every special privilege in 
the streets, highways and public places of the city, whether granted by 
the state or the city, which does not belong to the citizens generally by 
common right. 

4. The word ** electors" shall be construed to mean persons quali- 
fied to vote for elective offices at regular municipal elections. 

BecaU. 

Sec. 18. The holder of any elective office may be removed at any 
time by the electors qualified to vote for a successor of such incumbent. 
The procedure to effect the removal of an incumbent of an elective office 
shall be as follows : A petition signed by electors who are registered in 
the registration lists and who are entitled to vote for a successor to the 
incumbent sought to be removed, equal in number to at least twenty-five 
per centum of the entire number of registered electors, demanding an 
election of a successor of the person sought to be removed shall be filed 
with the City Clerk, which petition shall contain a general statement of 
the grounds for which the removal is sought. The signatures to the 
petition need not all be appended to one paper, but each signer shall add 
to his signature his place of residence, giving the street and number. One 
of the signers of each such paper shall make oath before an officer com- 
petent to administer oaths that the statements therein made are true as 
he believes, and that each signature to the paper appended is the genu- 
ine signature of the person whose name it purports to be. Within ten 
days from the date of filing such petition the City Clerk shall examine 
and from the registration lists ascertain whether or not said petition is- 
signed by the requisite number of qualified electors, and, if necessary, the 
Council shall allow him extra help for that purpose ; and he shall attach 
to said petition his certificate, showing the result of said examination. 
If by the Clerk's certificate the petition is shown to be insufficient, it may 
be amended within ten days from the date of said certificate. The Clerk 
shall within ten days after such amendment, make like examination of 
the amended petition, and if his certificate shall show the same to be in- 
sufficient, it shall be returned to the person filing the same; without 
prejudice, however, to the filing of a new petition to the same effect. If 
the petition shall be deemed to be sufficient, the Clerk shall submit the 
same to the Council without delay. If the petition shall be found to be 
sufficient, the Council shall order and fix a date for holding the said elec- 
tion, not less than thirty days or more than forty days from the date of 
the Clerk's certificate to the Council that a sufficient petition is filed. 

The Council shall make, or cause to be made, publication of notice 
and all arrangements for holding such election, and the same shall be 
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conducted, returned and the result thereof declared, in all respects as. 
are other city elections. The successor of any officer so removed shall 
hold office during the unexpired term of his predecessor. Any person 
sought to be removed may be a candidate to succeed himself, and unless . 
he requests otherwise in writing at least ten days prior to the date of 
the special primary election herein provided, the Clerk shall place his. 
name on the official ballot without nomination. On the second Tuesday 
preceding the date fixed for such special election a special primary elec- 
tion for the selection of candidates shall be held, the said special primary 
election and nomination therefor to be governed by the provisions of 
this act ; provided, that if the person sought to be removed is a candidate 
but one opposing candidate shall be selected at such special primary 
election and the ballots shall be changed accordingly, and in such case, 
the special primary election shall be held if there shall be more than one 
person nominated ; and provided, further, that if there are no candidates 
nominated against the officer sought to be removed no such special elec- 
tion shall be held but such officer shall continue in office. In any such 
removal election, the candidate receiving the highest number of votes- 
shall be declared elected. At such election if some other person than 
the incumbent receives the highest number of votes the incumbnt shall 
threupon be deemed removed from the office upon qualifications of his, 
successor. In case the party who receives the highest number of votes 
should fail to qualify, within ten days after receiving notification of elec- 
tion the office shall be deemed vacant. If the incumbent receives the 
highest number of votes he shall continue in office. The said method or 
removal shall be cumulative and additional to the methods heretofore 
provided by law. 

Initiative 

Sec. 19. Any proposed ordinance may be submitted to the Council 
by petition signed by electors of the city equal in number to the per- /^3 
centage hereinafter required. The signatures, verifications, authentica- 
tions, inspection, certification, amendment and submission of such peti- 
tion shall be the same as provided for petitions under Section 18 hereof. 

If the petition accompanyingj the proposed ordinance be signed by 
electors equal in number to twenty-five per centum of the number of reg- 
istered electors, and contains a request that the said ordinance be sub- 
mittd to a vote of the people if not passed by the Council, such Council 
shall either 

1. Pass said ordinance without alterations within twenty days 
after attachment of the Clerk's certificate to the accompanying petition,, 
or * 

2. Forthwith after the Clerk shall attach to the petition accom- 
panying such ordinance his certificate of sufficiency, the Council shall 
call a special election to be held not more than sixty days and not less 
than twenty days thereafter, unless a general municipal election is fixed 
within ninety days thereafter, and at such special or general municipal 
election, if one is so fixed, such ordinance shall be submitted without 
alteration to the vote of the electors of said city. 

The ballots used when voting upon said ordinance shall contain these 
words: **For the Ordinance" (stating the nature of the proposed or- 
dinance), and ** Against the Ordinance" (stating the nature of the pro- 
posed ordinance). If a majority of the qualified electors voting on the 
proposed ordinance shall vote in favor thereof, such ordinance shall 
thereupon become a valid and binding ordinance of the city; and any 
ordinance proposed by petition, or which shall be adopted by a vote of 
the people, cannot be repealed or amended except by a vote of the people.. 
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Any number of such proposed ordinances may be voted upon at the 
same election, in accordance with the provisions of this section ; but there 
shall not be more than one special election in any period of six months 
for any of the purposes provided for in this act. 

The Council may submit a proposition for the repeal of any such 
ordinance or for amendments thereto, to be voted upon at any succeed- 
ing general city election or at any special election called for any other 
purpose ; and should such proposition so submitted receive a majority of 
the votes cast thereon at such election, such ordinance shall thereby be 
repealed or amended accordingly. Whenever any ordinance or propo- 
sition is required by this act to be submitted to the voters of the city at 
any election, the City Clerk shall cause such ordinance or proposition 
to be published once in each of the daily newspapers published in said 
city, and if there be no daily, then in all the other papers published once 
or more each week in said city ; and, if there be no such newspapers, then 
the Clerk shall post the same in his oflBce for the period required, such 
publication or posting to be not more than twenty or less than five days 
before the submission of such proposition or ordinance to be voted on. 

Beferendom. 

Sec. 20. No ordinance passed by the Council, except an ordinance 
for the immediate preservation of the public peace, health or safety, 
which contains a statement of its urgency and is passed by a two-thirds 
vote of the Council shall go into effect before ten days from the time of 
its final passage ; and if during said ten days a petition signed by electors 
of the city equal in number to at least thirty-five per centum of the en- 
tire number of registered electors, protesting against the passage of such 
ordinance, be presented to the Council, the same shall thereupon be sus- 
pended from going into operation, and it shall be the duty of the Council 
to reconsider such ordinance ; and if the same is not entirely repealed, 
the Council shall submit the ordinance, as is provided by sub-section 2 of 
Section 19 of this act, to the vote of the electors of the city, either at the 
general election or at a special municipal election to be called for that 
purpose 'y and such ordinance shall not go into effect or become operative 
unless a majority of the qualified elector's voting on the same shall vote in 
favor thereof. Said petition shall be in all respects in accordance with 
the provisions of said Section 19, except as to the percentage of signers, 
and be examined and certified by the Clerk in all respects as therein pro-i 
vided. No franchise or right to occupy or use the streets, highways, 
bridges, or public places in any city organized or acting under this act, 
or for interurban or street railways, gas or water works, electric light or 
power plant, heating plants, telegraph or telephone systems, or other pub- 
lic service utilities within said city, shall be granted, renewed, amended or 
extended except by ordinance and by following the procedure as follows : 
Every such ordinance shall be complete in the form in which it is 
finally passed, and remain on file with the City Clerk for public inspection 
for at least ten days before the final passage thereof; such ordinance 
shall also be published at least once in all the papers of the city or town 
at least one week before the final passage thereof. Provided, that if there 
are no newspapers published in such city or town then the filing with the 
City Clerk as above provided shall be sufficient. If at any time during 
the ten days hereinabove mentioned a protest against the passage of such 
ordinance signed by ten per centum of the qualified voters of the city or 
town as shown by the last general municipal election shall be filed with 
the City Clerk, then the Council shall not pass such ordinance. The 
Council may, in its discretion, however, submit said ordinance to the 
qualified electors of such city or town at the next general or special mu- 
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nicipal election in the same manner as is provided in sub-division 2 of 
Section 19 of this act. 

Provided, that the provisions of this section shall not apply to or- 
dinances initiated and adopted by a vote of the people under Section 
19 hereof. 

Only Legal Vot^s May Petition. 

Sec. 21. Petitions provided for in this act shall be signed by none 
but legal voters of the city. Each petition shall contain, in addition 
to the names of the petitioners, the street and house number in which the 
petitioner resides, his age and length of residence in the city. It shall 
also be accompanied by the affidavit of one or more legal voters of the 
city stating that the signers thereof were, at the time of signing, leg^l 
voters of said city, and the number of signers at the time the affidavit 
was made. 

See. 22. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

RELATING TO CHATTEL MORTGAGES. 

AN ACT providing for the recording of chattel mortgages, a prescribed form, and 
when mortgages shall be released and discharged. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

ShaU Be Filed. 

Section 1. Every mortgage, bond, conveyance or oth^r instrument 
in writing intended to operate as a chattel mortgage, shall be filed in the 
ofilce of the County Clerk of the county where the property is, in the 
manner and form as is now or may be provided by law, and may be re- 
corded as provided by this act. 

May Be Beoorded. 

Sec. 2. Every such mortgage, bond, conveyance or other instrument 
in writing intended to operate as a chattel mortgage may be recorded at 
length in the office of the County Clerk where filed, in a book kept by 
such clerk for that purpose, and when so recorded shall be returned by 
the County Clerk to the morgagee. The County Clerk shall charge for 
such service the same fees and cover the same into the county treasury 
as are provided for filing, indexing and recording other instruments in 
writing filed for record in his office ; provided, that where such chattel 
mortgage shall conform to the following prescribed form for chattel 
mortgage, then and in that event the fee for filing, indexing and record- 
ing such chattel mortgage shall be one dollar, to be paid by the party re- 
questing the service, which fee shall be covered into the county treasury. 

Prescribed Form. 

Sec. 3. Such prescribed form of chattel mortgage, together with 
acknowledgment thereto, may as follows, to- wit :

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Maimer Added. 

Section 1. In every city in the State of Wyoming, incorporated un- 
der special charter and not under general law, the manner in which addi- 
tional territory shall be added to such city shall be as follows r 

Requirements. 

Sec. 2. The proprietor or proprietors of any land within the cor- 
porate limits of any city of the first class, or contiguous to the same, may 
lay out said land into lots, blocks, streets, avenues, and alleys and other 

grounds under the name of addition to the city of 

and shall cause an accurate map or plat thereof to be 

made out designating explicitly the land so laid out, and particularly de- 
scribing the lots, blocks, streets, avenues and alleys and other grounds 
belonging to such addition ; the lots must be designated by numbers, and 
the streets, avenues and other grounds by name or numbers, and such 
plat shall be acknoweldged before some officer authorized to take the ac- 
knowledgment of deeds, and have appended a survey, made by some com- 
petent surveyor, with a certificate that he has accurately surveyed such 
addition, and that the lots, blocks, streets, avenues, alleys, parks, com- 
mons, and other grounds are well and accurately staked off and marked^ 
and when such map or plat is so made out, acknowledged and certified, 
and after being approved by the Mayor and Council, the same shall be

filed and recorded in the office of the County Clerk of the county, and 
thereupon such plat shall be equivalent to a deed in fee simple to said 
city from the proprietor, of all streets, avenues, alleys, public squares,

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. Duly certified copies, according to law, of the proceedings 
in foreign courts, mentioned and referred to in Sections 3707, 3708 and 
3711 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 1910, when recorded in the 
office of the County Clerk of the county where the land involved is situ- 
ate, such records, or the certified copies thereof, shall be competent and 
prima facie evidence of the truth of the contents thereof, and the regu- 
larity of the proceedings therein set forth. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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CHAPTER 88.

CREATING BOARD OF FARM COMMISSIONERS. 

AN ACT providing for the appointment of a board, composed of three qualified elec- 
tors of the state, to direct experiments in non-irrigated or dry farming; de- 
fining their duties and appropriating funds for such purpose. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Three Qualified Electors. 

Section 1. There shall be appointed by the Governor a board com- 
posed of three qualified electors of the state, who shall each serve for a 
term of two years and until their successors are appointed. They shall 
serve without compensation, and shall be known as the Board of Farm 
Commissioners. Such appointment is to be made within ten days after 
the passage and approval of this act. 

Power. 

Sec. 2. . Said board shall have the power to employ a director of ex- 
periments, who shall receive a salary of not more than two thousand dol- 
lars per annum, together with his actual and necessary traveling expenses, 
who shall perform such duties as may be assigned him by the board. Said 
board shall direct experiments in cultivation of soils and production of 
crops throughout the state, for the purpose of demonstrating the adapt- 
ability of the soil and climatic conditions for the production of the differ- 
ent classes of grain and grasses, as well as shade, ornamental and fruit- 
bearing trees. It shall be the duty of said board to carefully preserve and 
compile the results of their experiments and inquiries, and to make an 
official report, in writing, of the results, to the Governor, on or before 
December 1, 1912, and biennially thereafter. It shall further be the 
duty of said board to furnisU information to people of the state as to the 
results of the demonstrations and experiments conducted pursuant to the 
provisions of this act. 

Appropriation. 

Sec. 3. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of five thousand dollars 
annually, or so much thereof as shall be necessary for the purpose of car- 
rying out the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

AN ACT providing for the recording of contracts between the United States and the 
State of Wyoming and of deeds, relinquishments or assignments executed by 
or under the authority of the State Boards of Land Commissioners without 
payment of fees. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Duty of County Clerk. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the County Clerk as ex-offieio re- 
corder of deeds of each county in the State of Wyoming to record and ab- 
stract all contracts between the United States and the State of Wyoming, 
and all deeds, relinquishments, or assignments executed by or under the 
authority of the State Boards of Land Commissioners without requiring 
the payment of fees therefor. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

RELATING TO APPORTIONMENT OF TAXES. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Sections 1299 and 1300 of the Compiled Statutes of 
1910 to read as follows : 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Sections numbered 1299 and 1300 of the Compiled 
Statutes of 1910 be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

''Sec. 1299. Apportionment of Taxes. On the first Monday of 
December, annually, he shall apportion the county school tax and all 
money in the county treasury belonging to the county school fund, in 
the following manner: Each school district in the county, including 
the high school district in each county where such high school district 
may exist, shall be apportioned the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars 
for the payment of teachers in such district, and all moneys remaining 
after such apportionment shall be apportioned in each district pro rata, 
in accordance with the last annual enumeration of pupils in said district, 
as reported to him by the several district clerks; provided, always, 
that each, every and all poll taxes levied and collected for school pur- 
poses, in each school district in this state, shall, when collected by the 
County Treasurer, be paid over to the Treasurer of the school district 
in which the persons respectively reside, who paid such poll tax, and 
the said poll taxes shall not be divided among the school districts of 
the county pro rata to the number of scholars in such school district, 
but the poll taxes so collected from the inhabitants of each school district 
shall be paid to the Treasurer of the district in which they severally 
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reside, for the support of the school of such district ; no district shall be 
entitled to the amount of one hundred and fifty dollars for the payment 
of teachers, besides the pro rata apportionment, as provided in this sec- 
tion, when there are less than eight scholars of school age in said district ; 
and, provided, further, that in counties where there may exist a bounty 
high school, the said money shall be apportioned in the following manner : 
After the apportionment of one hundred and fifty dollars to each district, 
as above provided, all money of the county school fund, to which the 
districts composing the high school district may be entitled, shall be ap- 
portioned between such high school district and the districts composing 
the same, in proportion as the number of children in such district between 
the ages of sixteen and twenty-one, bears to the whole number of children 
of school age, as shown by the last school census, and after such portion 
of the school fund shall have been apportioned to such high school dis- 
trict, as last above provided, the remainder thereof shall be apportioned 
among the districts embraced in said high school district, in accordance 
with the rule hereinbefore established; he shall record a statement of 
such apportionment in his office, and he shall also notify the County 
Treasurer of the same; he shall immediately draw an order on the 
County Treasurer, in favor of the Treasurer of each district, for the 
amount of its proportion, and transmit the same to the Treasurer of 
the district; provided, such District Treasurer shall have given his of- 
ficial bond, which draft the County Treasurer shall pay to the District 
Treasurer on presentation of the drafts properly endorsed. ' ' 

' ' Section 1300. Supplemental Apportionment. Should no apportion- 
ment of the school funds be made on the first Monday in December, 
as required in this chapter, he may make an apportionment as soon there- 
after as practicable, in the same manner as hereinbefore provided. He 
may also make a supplementary apportionment of the money in the 
county school fund at any time after the first Monday in December, 
prior to the first of the following June, and such supplementary appor-* 
tionment shall be pro rata, in accordance with the last annual enumera- 
tion of pupils in said district, as reported to him by the several dis- 
trict clerks ; Provided, That in counties wherein there may exist a county 
high school, such apportionment shall be made in the manner provided 
by the last section." 

Sec. 1. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 91. 

Senate File No. 94. 
RELATING TO RECORDING OF FEDERAL LAND OFFICE INSTRUMENTS. 

AN ACT entitled "An act to amend and re-enact Section 3649 of Wyoming Compiled 
Statutes of 1910, relative to the recording of federal land office instruments.'* 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Same Effect as Though Acknowledged. 

Section 1. That Section 3649 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes be and 
the same hereby is amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

'*Sec. 3649. Patents heretofore or hereafter issued by the United 
States, for lands and certificates of purchase or payment for public lands, 
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heretofore or hereafter issued by the Receiver of any land oflBee of the 
United States, shall be entitled to be recorded under the provisions of 
this chapter, and the record of all such instrument shall have the effect 
to all intents and purposes, as though same were acknowledged and 
otherwise executed as required by law; Provided, That any railway 
company, having a right of way or station grounds, acquired in con- 
formity to an act of the Congress of the United States, requiring a 
map thereof, to be approved by its Secretary of the Interior, shall file 
with the Register of Deeds, of any county in this state, wherein such 
right of way and station grounds may be, a copy of such map, duly 
authenticated, together with the affidavit of any officer or agent of such 
railroad company, describing by quarter sections the lands within such 
county, affected by such right of way, which were public lands when 
such map was approved, and it shall be the duty of such Register of 
Deeds to record said affidavit, and file said map, and to note upon the 
abstract of lands of his office as to each quarter section so described, 
that a right of way across the same is claimed by the company filing 
said map ; provided, further, that the fee for filing said map and record- 
ing said affidavit, shall be two dollars.'' 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 21st, 1911. 



CHAPTER 92. 

Senate File No. 111. 
SELECTION OF JURORS IN NEW COUNTIES. 

AN ACT providing for the selection of petit jurors in counties having no assessment 
rolls from which to make selection of qualified jurors. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Board of Oommissioners May Demand List From Old Oounty. 

Section 1. In new counties created and organized under the general 
laws of the state where no assessment roll is provided for, prior to such 
creation and organization, and in such new counties where the county 
officers have qualified under the provisions of the general laws of the 
State of Wyoming, and no assessment roll has been provided for. The 
Board of County Commissioners of such new county or counties may 
request and demand of the proper custodian of the assessment roll of 
any county, from which said new county was created and organized, 
a certified list of all the names of male persons, who appear on the last 
assessment roll, in any new county originally a part of the county from 
which said new county was taken and such assessment roll was made 
showing their place of residence and other proper additions, of each of 
them, so far as particulars can be ascertained. 

Officers May Select. 

Sec. 2. From such certified list, furnished the proper officers of 
such new county, may at any time, thirty days previous to the first term 
of the district court, provided for in such new county, proceed to select 
from such certified list of such assessment roll, a list of all persons whom 
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they believe to be competent qualified to serve as trial jurors as prescribed 
by the general laws of the State of Wyoming. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

Approved February 21st, 1911. 



CHAPTER 93. 

House Bill No. 155. 
RELATING TO PERSONAL SERVICE OUTSIDE OF STATE. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 4371 of Wyoming Compiled Statutes 1910, 
relating to personal service outside of the State of Wyoming. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That Section 4371 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 
1910, be and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

**Sec. 4371. In all cases where service may be made by publication 
under the provisions of this chapter, personal service of a copy of the 
summons and the petition in said action may be made out of the state, 
and such summons when issued for service out of the state, shall be re- 
turnable on the fourth Monday after its date, and shall require the de- 
fendant or defendants named therein to answer the petition in said ac- 
tion on or before the third Saturday after the return day named in said 
summons. * * 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 21st, 1911. 



CHAPTER 94. 

Senate File, No. 68. 

RELATING TO PUBLICATION OF NOTICES THAT CAREY ACT LANDS ARE 

OPEN TO SETTLEMENT. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 950, Revised Statutes of 1909, now Section 
676, Compiled Statutes of Wyoming, 1910, relating to the publication of notices 
that Carey act lands are open to settlement. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Board Must Publish. 

Section 1. That Section 676 of the Compiled Statutes of the State 
of Wyoming, 1910, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

**Sec. 676. Upon receipt of notice by the contracting company that 
water for beneficial irrigation can be furnished for all or any part of the 
lands in any segrejgation list at stated time, it being shown to the satis- 
faction of the board that the contracting company will be able to de- 
liver water at the said time, it shall be the duty of the board, by publica- 
tion, at the expense of the contracting company, in one newspaper in 
the county in which said lands are situated and such other newspaper or 
newspapers as may be designated by the contracting company, to give 
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notice that certain lands, generally described, are open for settlement; 
that the land will be sold at 50 cents per acre by the state and that pro- 
portionate interests in the irrigation system for a perpetual water sup- 
ply can be purchased at the price named and water for beneficial irriga- 
tion can be furnished on the date named, and such other information as 
the board shall deem advisable. ' ' 
Bepeal. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with the provisions of 
this act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved February 21st, 1911. 



CHAPTER 95. 

Senate File No. 85. 

PROVIDING FOR FORMATION AND ORGANIZATION OF DRAINAGE 

DISTRICTS. 

AN ACT providing for the formation and organization of drainage districts, and con- 
ferring certain powers thereon. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Preliminary Provisions. 

Section 1. Whenever a majority of the adult owners of lands 
within any district of land, who shall represent one-third in area of the 
lands within said district to be reclaimed or benefited, or whenever the 
adult owners of more than one-half of the lands within such district de- 
sire to construct one or more drains, ditches, levees, or other works 
across the lands of others, for the promotion of the public health or 
welfare, and the drainage of said lands, or desire to maintain and keep 
in repair any such drain, ditch or levee heretofore constructed under any 
law of this state, such owners may file in the district court of any county 
in which the lands, or any part of them, shall lie, a petition setting forth : 

(1) The proposed names of said drainage district. 

(2) The necessity of the proposed work, describing the necessity. 

(3) A general description of the proposed- starting points, routes 
and termini of the proposed drains, ditches and levees. 

(4) A general description of the lands proposed to be included in 
said district. 

(5) The names of the owners of all lands in said district when 
known. 

(6) If the purpose of said petitioners is the enlargement, repair 
and maintenance of a ditch, levee or other work heretofore constructed 
under any law of this state, said petition shall give a general description 
of the same, with such particulars as may be deemed important. 

(7) Said petition shall pray for the organization of a drainage dis- 
trict by the name and with the boundaries proposed, and for the ap- 
pointment of commissioners for the execution of such proposed work, 
according to the provisions of this and the following sections. 

Amended Petition — Several Petitions. 

Sec. 2. No petition having as many signers as are required by this 
section shall be declared void, but the court may at any time permit the 
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petition to be amended in form and substance to conform to the facts, if 
the facts justify the organization of a drainage district. Several similar 
petitions for the organization of the same district may be circulated, and 
when filed, shall together be regarded as one petition having as many 
signers as there are separate adult signers on the several petitions filed, 
who own lands within said proposed drainage district. All petitions for 
the organization of said district filed prior to the hearing on said petition 
shall be considered by the court, the same as if filed with the first pe- 
titions placed on file, and the signatures thereon contained shall be 
counted in determining whether sufficient land owners have signed said 
petition. 

Non-Contiguous Lands. 

Sec. 4. Said territory need not be contiguous, provided that it be so 
situated that the public health or welfare will be promoted by such 
drainage of each part thereof, and the benefits of the proposed work 
in each part will exceed the damages from and costs of said proposed 
work in each part; and provided, further, that the court shall be satis- 
fied that said proposed work can be more cheaply done if in a single dis- 
trict than otherwise. 

Order of Hearing — ^Notice. 

Sec. 6. On such petition being filed the court or judge thereof shall 
raake an order fixing a time and place of hearing thereon and ordering 
notice; thereupon the clerk of said court, for the county in which the 
proceedings are instituted, shall cause twenty days* notice of the filing 
of such petition to be given. 

(1) By posting notice thereof in at least five public places in the 
district in which said work is to be done. 

(2) By serving or causing to be served a copy of such notice on 
each owner of land within said proposed district, residing in any county 
in which any lands in said proposed district are situated, either personally 
or by leaving a copy thereof at his last usual place of abode, with a 
person of suitable age and discretion, to whom its contents shall be ex- 
plained, and 

(3) By publishing a copy thereof at least once a week for three 
successive weeks in some newspaper published in each county from 
which any part of the district is proposed to be taken. If there be no 
newspaper in any such county, such notice may be published in a news- 
paper published in an adjoining county. 

Such notice shall state: 

(1) In what court said petition is filed. 

(2) State briefly the starting points, routes and termini of said 
drains, ditches and levees. 

(3) Give a general description of the proposed work. 

(4) Give the proposed boundaries of said district (or a general 
description of all of the lands in said proposed district). 

(5) Give the name proposed for said drainage district, and 

(6) Shall also state the time and place by the court fixed, when 
and where the petitioners will ask a hearing on said petition. 

Non-Besidents. 

Sec. 6. If any of the owners of land in said district are non-resi- 
dents of the county or counties in which the proposed district lies, the 
petition shall be accompanied by an affidavit giving the names and post- 
office address of such non-residents, if such are known, and if unknown 
shall state that, upon diligent inquiry their names or postoffice addresses 
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(whichever may be the fact) cannot be ascertained. The clerk of the 
court shall mail a copy of the notice aforesaid to each of said non-resi- 
dent owners whose postoffice address is known, within six days after the 
first publication of the same. 

Proof of Notice. 

Sec. 7. The certificate of the clerk of the court, or other public 
officer, or the affidavit of any other person who knows the facts, affixed 
to a copy of said notice, shall be sufficient evidence of the posting, serv- 
ing, mailing or publication thereof. 

Personal Service. 

Sec. 8. Personal service of said notice on (or service by leaving at 
the last usual place of abode of) all owners of lands or easements or 
interest in lands within said district, shall give the court complete juris- 
diction, without posting, publication or mailing of said notice. 

When Notice Has Not Been Served. 

Sec. 9. If it shall be found, before the hearing on a petition for the 
organization of a drainage district, that one or more owners of land in 
said district have not been duly served with notice of hearing on said 
petition, the court, or presiding judge, shall not thereby lose jurisdic- 
tion. The court, or presiding judge, in such case shall adjourn the hear- 
ing, make an order directing the serving of said notice upon said land 
owner, and fixing the time and manner of service of such notice, which 
notice shall notify him to appear at said adjourned time and place and be 
heard on said petition. 

Manner of Service. 

Sec. 10. Said notice shall be served personally or by leaving at the 
last usual place of abode of said unserved owners, as in Section 5 of this 
act ; provided, not less than eight days before said adjourned hearing, or 
published not less than fourteen days before said adjourned hearing, in 
some newspaper published in the county in which said owners' lands 
lie, or if no newspaper be published in said county, then in some news- 
paper published in an adjoining county. 

Proceedings — ^Defective Notices. 

Sec. 11. Upon the adjourned day the same proceedings, adjourn- 
ments, trial findings and orders may be had as in case of complete service 
of notice in the first instance. In case of failure to mail said notice as 
herein required, the court or judge may order the same mailed later and 
shall adjourn said hearing so that said notice shall be mailed at least 
fourteen days before said adjourned hearing. In case of failure to pub- 
lish or post notice, as in this act required, the court or judge may ad- 
journ said hearing for sufficient time to permit the due posting and pub- 
lication of said notice, and order said notice posted or published as in 
Section 5 hereof directed. In ease of adjournment to permit notice 
to be given the notice shall state the fact of such adjournment and the 
time and place of hearing pursuant to said adjournment. 

Contests. 

Sec. 12. On the day fixed for hearing on such petition all parties 
owning lands, or any interest or easement in land, within said proposed 
district, or who would be affected thereby, may appear and contest 

(1) The sufficiency of the petition, 

(2) The sufficiency of the signers of the petition, 

(3) The sufficiency of the notice. 
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(4) The constitutionality of the law and 

(5) The jurisdiction of the court, specifying their objections to 
such jurisdiction ; and the petitioners and contestants may, on the trial,, 
offer any competent evidence in regard thereto. All notices of contest 
shall be in writing and shall clearly specify the grounds of contest. 

Court Shall Hear and Determine. 

Sec. 13. The court shall hear and determine whether or not the pe- 
tition contains the signatures of a majority of the adult owners of lands 
within the said proposed district who are of lawful age, and who rep- 
resent one-third in area of the lands proposed to be affected by said 
work, or the signatures of the adult owners of more than one-half of such 
lands and shall determine all questions of law arising on said contest. 
The District Court in which such petition shall be filed, or the judge 
thereof may adjourn the hearing on said petition from time to time for 
want of sufficient notice, or to give time to prepare for trial, or for other- 
good cause. 

Affldavil^— Evidence. 

Sec. 14. The affidavit of any three or more of the signers of said 
petition stating that they have examined it and are acquainted with the 
locality of said district and that said petition is signed by a sufficient 
number of adult owners of lands in said district, to satisfy Section 1 
of this chapter, may be taken by the court or judge as prima facie 
evidence of the facts therein stated. And the affidavit of any petitioner 
or other land owner before such court, or represented before the court, 
giving the age of such affiant and his or her ownership of such lands,, 
to be named therein by proper description, shall be sufficient evidence 
to the court of such facts. 

Fraudulent Conveyances. 

Sec. 16. All deeds made for the purpose of establishing or de- 
feating the prayer of said petition, and not made in good faith and for 
a valuable consideration, shall be taken and held to be a fraud, and the 
holders thereof shall not be considered as the owners of the land de- 
scribed therein. 

Dismissing Petition. 

Sec. 16. If the court or presiding judge thereof, after hearing any 
and all competent evidence that may be offered for and against the said 
petition, shall find that the same has not been signed as herein required, 
the said petition shall be dismissed at the cost of the petitioners, and 
judgment shall be entered against said petitioners for the amount of 
said costs. 

Oommissioners. 

Sec. 17. But if it shall appear that the petition has been so signed, 
the court or judge shall so find, and order any necessary amendments 
thereto, and shall appoint three suitable, competent persons as com- 
missioners, and fix their preliminary bond. If the district is situated 
in two or more counties not more than two of said commissioners shall 
reside in any one of said counties. Ownership of land within the district 
shall not disqualify a person from acting as a commissioner. 

Oath and Bond. 

S6c. 18, Before entering upon their duties such commissioners shall 
take and subscribe an oath to support the Constitution of the United 
States and the Constitution of the State of Wyoming, to faithfully and 
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impartially discharge their duties as such commissioners and to render 
-a true account of their doings to the court by which they are appointed 
whenever required by law or the order of the court, and shall execute 
a bond running to the clerk of said court and his successors in office as 
obligees, to be filed with said clerk for the benefiit of the parties inter- 
ested, in an amount to be fixed by the court or presiding judge, and 
with sureties to be approved by the court or presiding judge, conditioned 
for the faithful discharge of their duties as such commissioners and the 
faithful accounting for and application of all moneys which shall come 
into their hands as such commissioners. A majority shall constitute a 
quorum and a concurrence of a majority in any matter within their 
duties shall be sufficient to its determination. 

'Terms. 

Sec. 19. The commissioners first appointed shall hold their office 
until the first Tuesday in the second succeeding July following the date 
of the order organizing such district and until their respective suc- 
cessors are qualified. All commissioners appointed after the first board, 
excepting those appointed to fill vacancies, shall hold their respective 
•offices for the term of two years and until their respective successors are 
qualified. 

New Appointments. 

Sec. 20. Appointments to fill expired terms in the office of Drain- 
age Commissioner shall be made by the presiding judge of the District 
Court of the county having jurisdiction of the drainage district at the 
court house therein on the first Tuesday of July in each succeeding year 
or as soon thereafter as possible. 

Vacancies. 

Sec. 21. Vacancies in the board may be filled by such judge at any 
time, the commissioners appointed to hold for the residue of the unexpired 
term. The removal of any commissioner from the county or counties in 
which lands of such district are situated shall render his office vacant. 

Accounts — ^Minutes. 

Sec. 22. The commissioners shall keep an accourate record of all 
moneys collected on account of the work under their charge and of all 
payments made by them, and shall take vouchers for such payments and 
shall keep full, accurate and true minutes of all their proceedings. 

Statement Filed. 

Sec. 23. On the first Tuesday of July each year they shall file in 
the office of the clerk of the court having jurisdiction in the matter an 
itemized statement of all their receipts and disbursements, and leave 
said report in such office for examination by parties interested at all 
times. 

Xlompensation. 

Sec. 24. They shall receive for their services such compensation 
as the court or presiding judge thereof may determine. They shall also 
receive their actual reasonable expenses. 

Disobedience. 

Sec. 26. They shall at all times be under the control and direction of 
the court or presiding judge, and shall obey its or his directions; for 
failure so to do they shall forfeit their compensation and be dealt with 
rsummarily as for contempt. 
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Suit on Bond. 

Sec. 26. Suit may also be brought upon their bonds, in the name of 
the clerk of the court, and the amount recovered shall be applied to the 
construction of the work or to the party injured, as justice may require. 

Organization. 

Sec. 27. Within ten days after said commissioners shall be ap- 
pointed and qualified they shall meet and organize by electing one of 
their number secretary, and as soon as may be thereafter, they shall per- 
sonally examine the lands in said district and make a preliminary report 
to the court, which report shall state : 

(1) Whether said proposed work is necessary, or would be of 
utility in carrying out the purposes of the petition. 

(2) Whether the proposed work would promote the public health. 

(3) Whether the proposed work would promote the public welfare. 

(4) Whether the total benefits from said proposed work will ex- 
ceed the cost thereof together with the damages resulting therefrom; 
and in arriving at this they shall include all benefits and all damages 
resulting therefrom both within and without said district. 

(5) Said commissioners shall in said report fix as near as may 
be and report to the court the boundaries of said proposed drainage 
district. Said boundaries shall not be so changed from those in the 
petition described as to deprive the court of jurisdiction by reason of 
not having on the petition the required number of signers^ owning land 
within said changed boundaries. 

Change of Plan. 

Sec. 28. If said proposed work as in the petition described, is not 
best suited to carry out the purposes of the petition the commissioners 
shall consider and base their report upon the one best suited to carry 
out those purposes and propose to the court the one by them considered. 

Hearing on Report — ^Notice. 

Sec. 29. Upon the filing of the preliminary report the court or the 
presiding judge thereof shall by order fix a time and place when and 
where the same shall be heard at some general or special term of said 
court, not less than thirty days from the filing of said report. Notice 
of the time and place of hearing upon said preliminary report shall be 
given to all interested persons by publishing a brief notice of the filing 
of said report, including a brief statement of the substance of said re- 
port in one or more newspapers published in each county in which any 
land in said proposed drainage district shall be situated (or if no news- 
paper is published in said county, in one or more newspapers in an ad- 
joining county) once in each week for three successive weeks prior to 
the day appointed for hearing thereon. Said notice shall describe all 
lands by said report included in said district, which were not included 
therein by the petition, and state that such lands are to be included in 
said district, and shall describe all lands excluded from said district 
which were by the petition included therein and shall state that such 
lands are to be excluded from said district. 

Adjournment. 

Sec. 30. Upon the day fixed for hearing upon said report, said 
court may adjourn said hearing for good cause or may proceed to hear, 
try and determine all issues arising upon said report. 
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Bemonstrances. 

Sec, 31. Any interested party may appear and remonstrate against 
said report or any material part thereof. AH remonstrances shall be in 
writing, be verified on oath, be filed at least five days before the day 
fixed for hearing, and shall set forth the facts upon which they are 
based. 

Notice to Owners of Added Lands. 

Sec. 32. When lands are added to the district the owners thereof 
shall be served with said notice as provided for serving of notice of 
hearing on the petition. 

Trials — ^Dismissal. 

Sec. 33. All issues arising upon said preliminary report shall be 
tried by the court without a jury. If the court shall find in favor of 
the remonstrance, or if said report be that the proposed work will not 
promote the public health, and will not promote the public welfare, or 
that the benefits from said propose^ work will not exceed the damages 
and cost of construction, and no remonstrance against said report is filed, 
the petition shall be dismissed and the costs taxed against the petitioners, 
and judgment entered therefor, as in Section 60 hereinafter provided. 

When Benefits Exceed Damages. 

Sec. 34. But if the preliminary report be that the benefits of said 
proposed work (or work by the commissioners proposed) will exceed the 
damages and the cost of construction and that the public health will be 
promoted thereby, or that the public welfare will be promoted thereby, 
and no remonstrance thereto is filed, or if on the trial of the issues made 
on said report the court finds that the benefits will exceed the damages 
and cost of construction, and that the public health or the public wel- 
fare will be promoted by said proposed work, the court shall make and 
file such findings in writing and make an order confirming said report, or 
directing amendment of the report to conform to the findings of said 
court. And when so amended the court shall by order confirm the same, 
and direct said commissioners to proceed with said work with all con- 
venient speed. 

Findings Oonclusiye, Unless 

Sec. 35, Such findings and order shall be final and conclusive un- 
less appealed from to the Supreme Court within thirty days after filing 
thereof. 

When Oorporation Created. 

Sec. 36. Upon entering of such order of confirmation of said pre- 
liminary report of record, such drainage district shall be, and is thereby 
declared to be organized as a drainage district, by the name mentioned 
in said petition, or such other name as the court shall fix, with the 
boundaries fixed by the order confirming the report of said commissioners, 
to be a body corporate by said name fixed in said order, with the right 
to sue and be sued, to adopt and use a seal, and to have perpetual suc- 
cession. 

Corporate Authorities. 

Sec. 37. The commissioners appointed as aforesaid and their suc- 
cessors in office shall, from the entry of such order of confirmation, con- 
stitute the corporate authority of said drainage district, and shall ex- 
ercise the functions conferred on them by law, and do all things and 
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perform all acts necessary to the construction and preservation of the 
proposed work. 

Jurisdictional Requisites. 

Sec. 38. All proceedings herein required, prior to the entry of such 
order of confirmation of record, shall be deemed to be and are hereby 
declared to be necessary to the formation of said body corporate. 

Xevels, Surveys, Map, Etc. 

Sec. 39. As soon as may be after the confirmation of the said pre- 
liminary report, or within such time as the court may direct, said com- 
missioners shall proceed to have all necessary levels taken and surveys 
made, and shall lay out said proposed work, make a map thereof and 
plans, profiles and other specifications thereof, and report in writing to 
the court. 

Route. 

Sec. 40. First: Whether the starting point, routes and termini of 
of the proposed work and the proposed location thereof, as in the petition 
contained, are in all respects proper and feasible, and, if not, shall report 
such as are most proper and feasible. 

</hange of Boundaries. 

Sec. 41. Second : If it be found necessary to change the boundaries 
of said proposed district, as by them previously fixed, they shall report 
said proposed change, and, if possible, shall report the names, residence 
and postoffice addresses of the owner or owners of all lands affected, 
by said change in boundaries, but no such change in boundaries shall be 
made as to deprive the court of jurisdiction ; provided, however, that if 
the owners of lands adjacent to the district petition to have their lands 
brought in to the district such may be considered the same as original 
petitioners in making changes of boundaries. 

Assessing Damages. 

Sec. 42. Third: What lands within the district, as by them re- 
ported will be injured by the proposed work, if any, and they shall 
therein award to each tract, lot, easement or interest by whomsoever 
held, the amount of damages which they shall determine will be caused 
to the same by the proposed work. 

Assessing Benefits. 

Sec. 43. Fourth: What lands within the district as by them re- 
ported will be benefited by the proposed work and they shall assess 
Against each tract, lot and easement by whomsoever held the amount of 
benefits which they determine will be caused to the same by the proposed 
work. The benefits so assessed are herein referred to as ** assessment of 
benefits.'* 

Total Oost. 

• 

Sec. 44. Fifth : They shall also determine and report to the court 
the total amount, as near as they can determine, that said proposed work 
will cost, which cost shall include all incidental expenses, the reasonable 
cost of organizing said district, the costs of proceeding and all probable 
damage to lands, both within and without the district, together with a 
reasonable attorney fee for the petitioners, which cost will hereinafter 
be referred to as * * cost of construction. * ' 
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Unequal Benefits. 

Sec. 46. If the cost of construction of any particular part of the 
work so proposed to be done should be assessed upon any particular tract 
or tracts, lot or lots of land, or upon any corporation or corporations, 
the commissioners shall so specify, and in their report they shall fix and 
determine the sums which should be assessed against said tracts, lots 
and corporations, and assess such sum against said tracts, lots and cor- 
porations. 

Benefits to Oorporations. 

Sec. 46. And if any corporation would, in the judgment of said 
commissioners, derive special benefits from the whole or any part of such 
proposed work, the commissioners shall so report and assess those bene- 
fits and assess against the same its proportionate share of the costs of 
said proposed work. The word ** corporation*' wherever in this act con- 
tained, shall be construed to include : 

(1) Railroad companies. 

(2) Other private corporations of all kinds. 

(3) Towns. • 

(4) Cities. 

(5) Villages; and 

(6) Other drainage districts. 

Equal Assessment of Balance. 

Sec. 47. They shall apportion and assess the part of this *'cost of 
construction,'* not assessed as above, against the several benefited tracts, 
lots and easements in said drainage district, in proportion to the benefits 
which they have assessed against the same, by setting down opposite 
each tract, lot or easement, the sum which they assess against the same 
for construction. The assessments which together make up the cost 
of construction, as above defined, are herein referred to as ** assessments 
for construction." 

Further Report Cost of Repairs. 

Sec. 48, Sixth: The commissioners shall further report to the 
court the probable cost of keeping said proposed work in repair after 
it is completed. 

Maps, Etc., Included in Report. 

Sec. 49. Seventh: They shall include in their said report, said 
map, plans and other specifications, and file the same with their report. 

Oommissoiners Shall Not Be Confined to Plans. 

Sec. 50. The commissioners shall not be confined to the points oi 
commencement, routes or termini of the drains or ditches, or the number, 
extent or size of the same, or the location, plan or extent of any levee, 
ditch or other work, as proposed by the petitioners, but shall locate, 
design, lay out and plan the same in such manner as to them shall seem 
best, to promote the public health or welfare, and to drain, or to protect 
the lands of the parties interested with the least damage and the great- 
est benefit to all lands afl^ected thereby. And any plan proposed by the 
commissioners, may, on the application of any person interested, on the 
hearing hereinafter provided for, or on the application of the commis- 
sioners, be altered by the court, by written order, in such manner as 
shall appear to the court to be just. 
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Extending or Oantracting. 

Sec. 51. If the commissioners find that the proposed district, as 
described in the petition filed, will not embrace all of the lands that 
will be benefited by the proposed work, or that it will include lands that 
will not be benefited and are not necessary to be included in said district 
for any purpose, they shall extend or contract the boundaries of the 
proposed district so as to include or exclude all such lands, as the case 
may be ; and the boundaries adopted and reported by them, may, upon 
the hearing of their report, as hereinafter provided, upon their applica- 
tion, or that of any person interested, be altered by the court in such 
manner as shall appear to be just; provided, that the alteration of 
boundaries as aforesaid shall not have the effect of so far enlarging 
or contracting the proposed district as to render such petition void or 
dismissable. Said report shall be filed with the clerk of the court. 

Ord^ of Hearing. 

Sec. 52. Upon the filing of said report, the court shall make and 
€nter an order fixing the time and place when and where all persons 
interested may appear and remonstrate against the confirmation thereof, 
and the clerk of said court shall cause notice of the time and place of 
such hearing to be given to all parties interested, which notice shall 
contain a brief description of the lands benefited and damaged, together 
with the net damage awarded to the several tracts, parcels, easements 
and corporations to which damages are awarded, and the sum in each 
case assessed for construction against said several benefited parcels, 
tracts, easements and corporations. 

Publication and Serving. 

Sec. 63. Said notice shall be published for at least three successive 
weeks, prior to the day set for the hearing in one newspaper published 
in each county in which said lands, or any part thereof within said dis- 
trict are situate (and if no newspaper is published in said county, in some 
newspaper in an adjoining county), and by serving a copy of such notice 
on each of the persons, or corporations, by said report recommended to 
be assessed, or whose lands are by said report recommended to be in- 
cluded in said district, and who resides in any of the counties out of 
which the proposed district is formed, at least twenty days before the 
day of hearing in the same manner that a summons is required to be 
served; provided, absence from the county of such person or corpora- 
tion shall excuse personal service, whereupon due publication of such 
notice shall be sufficient service. 

Several Oounties. 

Sec. 64. In case the lands are situated in more than one county 
the notice published in the county wherein the court having jurisdiction 
is situated shall contain a description of all the lands in said proposed 
district the damages awarded to the several parcels thereof and amounts 
assessed for construction against the several parcels thereof, but the 
notice published in any other county or counties may contain a descrip- 
tion of only the lands situate in said county for which said publication is 
made, together with the damages awarded to and assessments for con- 
struction against the several tracts, parcels, easements and interests 
situate in said county for which publication is made. 

Service Sufficient. 

Sec. 66, In case of service of said notice personally, or the accept- 
ance and waiver thereof on all the owners of the lands within the district, 
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said service shall be sufficient and give the court jurisdiction without said 
publication. 

Report Referred Back. 

Sec. 56. If the court finds that the report requires modification the 
same may by order of the court be referred back to the commissioners, 
who may be required to modify it in any respect. 

Oonfirmation Bond. 

Sec. 67. If there be no remonstrance, or if the finding be in favor 
of the validity of the proceedings, or after the report shall have been 
modified to conform to the findings, the court shall confirm the report 
and the order of confirmation shall be final and conclusive, the proposed 
work shall be established and authorized, and the proposed assessments 
approved and confirmed unless within thirty days an appeal be taken 
to the Supreme Court, the said order of confirmation shall also fix the 
commissioners' bond. 

Modifjring Oonfirmation. 

Sec. 58. Said order of confirmation may, at the same or at any sub- 
sequent term of said court, be revised, modified or changed, in whole 
or in part, on petition of the commissioners, after such notice as the court 
may require, to parties adversely interested. 

Supplemental Report. 

Sec. 59. At any time prior to making the order confirming said 
report or thereafter the court may permit the commissioners to present 
and file a supplemental report, or amend their report, as to any matter 
which, pursuant to the provisions hereof, was or might have been in- 
cluded in the original report presented by them, and after reasonable 
notice given to all parties interested, in such manner as the court shall 
direct, the court may, upon the hearing in said matter make such order 
as the case may require. 

Judgment Against Petitioners. 

Sec. 60. In case the petition or proceedings are dismissed as pro- 
vided in Section 33 hereof, a judgment shall be entered against the pe- 
titioners and in favor of the commissioners for the costs, expenses and 
liabilities incurred in said proceedings, but for the benefit of those who 
have rendered services or advanced money in the prosecution of said 
proceedings, or have recovered costs on successful contests therein. 

Statement of Expense — ^Order— Notice. 

Sec. 61. Before any such judgment is entered, said commissioners 
shall file with the Clerk of the District Court, in which said proceedings 
were instituted, an itemized statement of such costs and expenses, duly 
verified, upon which an order shall issue, requiring said petitioners to 
show cause before said court, at a time and place named, why judgment 
•should not be entered against said petitioners for the amount of said 
costs and expenses. Notice of the hearing on said order, to show cause, 
shall be given to said petitioners, by mailing to each a copy thereof, to 
their last known postoffice address, at least twenty days prior to the time 
set for hearing, and by publication of the same in one or more news- 
papers, published in the county, where the proceedings are pending, at 
least three successive weeks prior to the day set for such hearing. Said 
Jiotice need not contain an itemized statement of said account. 
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Oontribution. 

Sec. 62. All petitioners shall, among themselves, contribute in the 
payment of said judgment, in proportion to the number of acres of land 
they have within the boundaries of the proposed district at the time of 
filing of said petition. 

Installments. 

Sec. 63. At the time of confirmation of such assessments, it shall be 
competent for the court to order the assessment for construction of new 
work, to be paid in not more than fifteen installments, of such amounts 
and at such times as will be convenient for the accomplishment of the 
proposed work, or for the payment of the principal and interest of such 
notes or bonds of said district, as the court shall grant authority ta 
issue, for the consruction of new work. The court may also, by such 
order, fix a date on which the first installment of the assessments for 
construction shall become due, not more than five years after the date of 
the order, and each of said installments shall draw interest at the rate 
of seven per cent per annum from the date of said order. 

Payment — ^Lien. 

Sec. 64. Unless otherwise provided by said order, such assessment 
shall be payable at once ; and from the time of the entry of said order^ 
assessments for construction of new work and additional assessments 
and interest thereon, shall be a lien upon the lands assessed, until paid. 
Any owner of land, or any corporation assessed for construction, may at 
any time within thirty days after the confirmation of said report, pay 
into court, the amount of the assessment against his land or. any tract 
thereof, or against any such corporation. Said payment shall relieve* 
said lands from the lien of said assessment, and said corporation from 
all liability on said assessment. 

Repair — ^Assessments. 

Sec. 66. Assessments for keeping any drain, ditch, levee or other 
work in repair under these provisions, shall be due and payable on the 
first Tuesday of September, annually. Commissioners having charge 
of any completed drain, ditch, levee or other work, shall, on the first 
Tuesday of June in each year, file with the clerk of the court having 
jurisdiction, a report in which they shall specifiy in detail, the labor 
necessary to the preservation and protection of the work under their 
control, the places where repairs are specially needed, and the sum to be 
assessed against each tract, lot, easement or corporation to pay all neces- 
sary repairs. No notice of the filing of such report shall be necessary. 
All such assessments shall be apportioned on the last assessments or 
benefits confirmed by the court. 



Sec. 66. Within thirty days after filing such annual report, at a 
time and place to be fixed by the court or presiding judge, the court or 
presiding judge shall examine said report, hear all objections to the 
same, fix and determine the amount of such assessments, and cause such 
adjudication to be entered of record in said court, and a certified copy 
of the same to be delivered to said commissioners. 

Delinquent Taxes — ^Personalty Exempt, and Lands Not Assessed. 

Sec. 67. If assessments against lands are not paid when due, they 
shall certify the same to the clerk of the town, city or county in which 
the delinquent lands are situated, as due and unpaid for such work, and 
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such clerk shall enter the same in the tax roll of such town, city or 
county, next thereafter to be made against the land benefited, but in a 
separate column thereof, and the same shall be collected in the same 
manner in which state, county and town taxes are collected, except only 
that the personal property of natural persons, and all lands other than 
those against whi<jh the assessment shall have been made, shall not be 
liable to seizure and sale therefor. 

Laws Applicable — ^Interest. 

Sec. 68. The rules of law applying to the collection of taxes and 
sale of land for taxes, shall, unless in conflict with this act, apply to 
the collection of and sale of lands for drainage assessments, except that 
said drainage assessment certificates shall draw ten per cent, interest 
annually. 

Failure to Certify. 

Sec. 69. When commissioners shall fail to certify to the town, 
city or county clerk of the proper town, city or county, any one or more 
drainage assessments for construction or repair or additional assess- 
ment against any lands in said district, at the proper time, they may 
certify the same to the town, city or county clerk at any time thereafter, 
whether in the same or any subsequent year. 

License to Enter Other Lands. 

Sec. 70, The commissioners, their agents, servants and employees 
shall have the right to go upon all lands along any drain, ditch, levee 
or embankment in their district, to inspect, deepen, widen and repair the 
same whenever necessary, doing no unnecessary damage, and shall not 
be liable for trespass therefor. 

Drains Across Railroads. 

Sec. 71. Said commissioners shall have the right to lay out and 
construct all necessary drains, ditches and levees across any railway 
right of way or yards in their district, and any railway company, whose 
right of way or yards crosses the line of any proposed drain, ditch or 
levee, shall open its right of way or yards and permit such drain, ditch 
or levee to cross the same, as soon as said drain, ditch or levee is con- 
structed to such right of way. 

Liability to Company. 

Sec. 72. Every drainage district shall be liable to the railway com- 
pany, whose right of way or yard any of its drains, ditches or levees 
crosses, for the reasonable cost of the culverts and bridges, made neces- 
sary by said drain, ditch or levee, crossing said right of way or yards, but 
of not of more expensive character than the average other culverts and 
bridges on said division of railway, crossing streams or ditches of ap- 
proximately the same width and depth, and within a hundred miles of 
said district ditches. 

Duty of Roads— Forfeiture — ^Default. 

Sec. 73. Upon receiving fifteen days notice in writing, any railway 
company, whose right of way or yard any such drain, ditch or levee 
is laid out shall open its right of way or yards, and permit said commis- 
sioners and their contractors, agents and employees to construct said 
drain, ditch or levee, across said right of way or yards. For every day 
that said railroad company fails, after the end of said fifteen days, to 
open their said right of way or yard, as hereinbefore required, it shall 
forfeit twenty-five dollars to said drainage district, to be collected in 
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an action, as other forfeitures are collected, or set oflE against any dam- 
ages that have been awaarded to such company. If said railway com- 
pany fails to open its right of way or yard along the line of said drainage^ 
district, drain, ditch or levee, the commissioners may, at any time after 
the expiration of said fifteen days, open such right of way and yard 
along the line of said drains, ditches and levees, and construct the same. 

Additional Assessments. 

Sec. 74. If in the first assessment for construction the commissioners 
shall have reported to the court a smaller sum than is needed to com- 
plete the work of construction, or if in any year an additional sum is 
necessary to pay the interest on lawful indebtedness of said drainage 
district, further or additional assessments on the land and corporations, 
benefited, proportioned on the last assessment of benefits which has been 
approved by the court, shall be made by the commissioners of said 
drainage district under the order of the court or presiding judge thereof 
without notice, which further or additional assessment may be made 
payable in installments as specified in Section 63 hereof, and shall be- 
treated and collected in the same manner as the original assessments for 
construction confirmed by the court, in said drainage district. 

Omissions Not Jurisdictional. 

Sec. 75. Omission to assess benefits, or to assess for construction, 
or to make additional assessment, or to make assessment for repairs, or 
to award damages to any one or more tracts of land or easements in a 
drainage district, or to assess benefits, or to assess for construction, or 
to assess for repairs, or to make additional assessments against any cor- 
poration which should have been assessed, shall neither affect the juris- 
diction of the court to confirm the report nor to render the benefits, 
assessed, or the assessments for construction, or additional assessments, 
or assessments for repairs against other lands, or assessments against any 
corporation voidable, but the commissioners of said drainage district 
shall thereafter, as soon as they discover the omission, or as soon as notice 
thereof, either agree with the omitted parties upon the proper assess- 
ments and award the damages or assess such benefits, make such assess- 
ments for construction and make such additional assessments against 
the omitted lands and corporations, and award such damages as shall be 
just, and report the facts, together with such assessments and awards,, 
to the court. 

Bringing in Objecting Owners. 

Section 76. Any owner of land, or any interest in land, within a 
drainage district, who claims that his land in said district is exempt 
from liability for, or lien of any assessment for construction or repairs, 
or any additional assessment by said commissioners levied against the 
same whether said assessments be the first or any subsequent assessment 
or questions the legality of such assessment, may at any time, on ten 
days' notice, or order to show cause, be brought before the court having 
jurisdiction and required to show cause why said land should not be 
bound by all drainage district assessments in any report or reports of 
the commissioners of said district assessed against the same. The pre- 
sumption shall be in favor of the regularity of such assessments, and 
they shall stand as valid assessments unless the owner of such land, or 
some interest therein shall show that said assessment is inequitable, or 
is void because the lands were not subject to assessment in the first in- 
stance. 
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Pleadings— Default. 

Sec. 77. On the return day of said notice, or order to show cause, 
the said owner shall in writing, verified on oath, state the facts on which 
his claim is based. If he fails to appear and set forth such facts, upon 
the filing of the proof of service of such notice, or order to show cause 
upon him when notice is necessary, an order shall be made by the 
court confirming such assessment or assessments, which order shall be 
final and conclusive unless appealed from to the Supreme Court within 
thirty days.. The court may adjourn the hearing on said return day 
and thereafter, and if on the return day, or adjourned day, a trial is found 
necessary, the court shall fix the time and place of trial, and frame all 
necessary issues as provided in Section 5 hereof. 

New Assessment. 

Sec. 78. In case the court decides that such lands could not, at the 
time said assessment were made, be assessed for drainage purposes, and 
that said assessment or assessments, are void, the commissioner shall 
levy an additional assessment on all of the assessable lands and corpora- 
tions in said district based on the last assessment of benefits approved by 
the court, to pay the sum lost to the district by reason of the void as- 
sessment, or shall pay said sum out of the general funds of the district. 

Nates or Bonds. 

Sec. 79. (a) The commissioners may borrow money, not exceed- 
ing the amount of assessment for construction, additional assessments 
and assessments for repairs, unpaid at the time of borrowing for the 
construction or repair of any work which they shall be authorized to 
construct or repair^ or for the payment of any indebtedness they may 
have lawfully incurred, and may secure the same by notes or bonds, 
bearing interest at a rate not to exceed six per cent, per annum, and not 
running beyond one year after the last installment of the assessment, 
on the account of which the money is morrowed, shall fall due, which said 
notes or bonds shall not be sold at less than ninety per cent, of their face 
value, which said bonds shall be transferrable by delivery to the same 
extent as negotiable paper of the highest character; and which notes 
or bonds shall not be held to make the commissioners personally liable, but 
shall constitute a lien upon the assessments for the repayment of the 
principal and interest of such notes or bonds. 

(b) In any case any moneys derived from bonds sold to pay for 
the original construction of said improvement, now or hereafter, remains 
on hand after the work is completed in original construction, and paid 
for, and not raised for damages unpaid for, such residue may be used 
in the maintenance and repair, as in this act provided before making 
assessments for such maintenance and repair. 

Befunding. 

Sec. 80. And the court may, on the petition of the commissioners, 
authorize them to refund any lawful indebtedness of the district by tak- 
ing up and cancelling all of its outstanding notes and bonds, as fast as 
they become due, or before, if the holders thereof will surrender the 
same, and issuing in lieu thereof new notes, or bonds of such district, 
payable in such longer time as the court shall deem proper, not to ex- 
ceed in the aggregate the amount of all notes and bonds of the district 
then outstanding, and the unpaid, accrued interest thereon, and bearing 
interest not exceeding six per cent per annum. 
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Bids. 

Sec. 81. In all cases where the work to be done at any one time 
under the direction of the commissioners shall, in their option, cost to 
exceed five hundred dollars, the same shall be let to the lowest respon- 
sible bidder, and the commissioner shall advertise for sealed bids, by 
notice published in some newspaper published in the county in which 
the petition is filed, and may advertise in one or more newspapers pub- 
lished elsewhere. If there be no newspaper published in the county i4 
which the petition is filed, they shall advertise in some newspaper pub- 
lished in an adjoining county, which said notice shall particularly set 
forth the time and place when and where the bids advertised will be 
opened, the kind of work to be let and the terms of payment. Said 
commissioners may continue the letting from time to time, if in their 
judgment the same shall be necessary, and shall reserve the right to re- 
ject any and all bids. 

Disability. 

Sec. 82. And they shall not during their term of office, be interested 
directly or indirectly in any contract for the construction of any drain, 
ditch, levee or other work in such drainage district, or in the sale of 
materials therefor, or in the wages of or supplies for men or teams em- 
ployed on any such work in said district. 

Payment of Awards — ^Entry on Land. 

Sec. 83. The damages allowed to the owners of lands shall be paid 
or tendered before the commissioners shall be iiuthorized to enter upon 
the lands, for damage to which the award is made, for the construction 
of any drains, ditches or levees proposed thereon. If the owner is un- 
known or there shall be a contest in regard to the ownership of the lands, 
or the owner will not receive payment, or there exists a mortgage or 
other lien against the same, or the commissioners cannot for any other 
reason pay him, they may deposit the said damages with the Clerk of 
the Court, for the benefit of the owner, or parties interested, to be paid 
or distributed as the court shall direct, and such payment shall have 
the same effect as the tender to and acceptance of the damages awarded 
by the true owner of the land. This section shall not, however, prevent 
said commissioners, their agents, servants and employees going upon said 
lands to do any and all work found necessary prior to making their 
assessment of benefits and award of damages, and the trial on their 
report thereof. 

Where Drains Laid Out. 

Sec. 84. When practicable said drains herein provided for shall be 
laid out and constructed on the side of public highways. 

Bringing in Outside Drained Lands. 

Sec. 86. Whenever any drained lands outside a drainage district 
are receiving the benefits of the drains of said district, by direct or in- 
direct, natural or artificial connection therewith, the commissioners of 
said district may report said facts to the court and ask that said lands, 
describing them, be brought into said district and assessed for the b'ene- 
fits by them received from the drains, ditches or levees of said district. 

Order to Show Cause. 

Sec. 86, Upon the filing of said report the court shall order the 
owners of such lands to be notified of the filing of said report and the 
contents thereof, and shall require such owners to show cause at a time 
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and place therein fixed, not less than twenty days thereafter, why their 
said lands should not be brought into said district and assessed for said 
benefits. 

Remonstrances. 

Sec. 87. At the time and place fixed for hearing said report any 
of said land owners may appear and remonstrate against the confirmation 
of said report. All remonstrances shall be in writing, verified and shall 
set forth the facts on which they are based. All issues arising on said 
report shall be tried by the court without a jury. 

Finding. 

Sec. 88. If the court shall find that said lands or any of them are 
receiving the benefits of any such drain, ditch or levee, the court shall 
so find in writing and shall order said lands to be annexed to and made 
a part of said district and benefits to be assessed against' the same by 
the commissioners of said district. 

Appeals. 

Sec. 89. Said order shall be final and conclusive unless appealed 
from the Supreme Court within thirty days from the date of entry 
thereof. 

Assessments. 

Sec. 90. Said commissioners shall, after the time for appeal is past, 
assess against each parcel, tract and easement of and in said annexed 
lands reasonable and just benefits, and shall assess against said lands 
for construction and repairs such sum as shall be just. If lands similarly 
situated and benefited are found in said district the annexed lands shall 
be assessed a like sum of benefits and damages as said lands in the said 
district to which they are sought to be annexed, and a sum for construc- 
tion of said work which shall be equal to all sums assessed for the com- 
plete construction of the drainage system in the district to which they 
are sought to be annexed against lands having the same assessment of 
benefits in said district. 



Sec. 91. The commissioners shall file their said report and assess- 
ments in court. The court shall by order require said owners to show 
cause at a time and place therein fixed, not less than twenty days after 
the service of said order, why said report and assessments should not 
be confirmed. And on the hearing on said order to show cause if a jury 
trial is demanded the court shall frame issues on benefits and damages 
and impanel a jury or adjourn the hearing thereon until some term of 
court when a jury is in attendance and take the verdict of a jury on 
such issues. All other issues arising on said report shall be tried by the 
court. The court shall order all necessary amendments of said report 
and make written findings of fact and when said report is amended shall 
by order confirm the same. 

Supervisory Powers — ^New Bonds. 

Sec. 92. The court shall at all times have supervision of said com- 
missioners, and may at any time require them to make a report on any 
matter or matters connected with their duties as commissioners, and 
after due hearing may remove from office any or all of said commis- 
sioners for neglect of duty or malfeasants in office or for other good 
cause. The court may at any time require the commissioners to give 
new bonds to the Clerk of the Court and may fix the amount thereof, 
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and said bonds shall be submitted to the court or the presiding judge* 
thereof for approval. 

Ejffect of Assessment. 

Sec. 93, Each and every sum assessed for construction, for addi- 
tional assessment or for repairs against any land or against any cor- 
poration, as soon as such assessment is confirmed by the court, shall be 
and is declared to be a judgment of the District Court in favor of said 
drainage district and against said land or corporation, and unless some 
other method of collection is herein provided, shall be collected in the 
same manner as any other money judgment is collected, provided that 
whenever said assessment is a lien upon land it shall only be collected 
out of said land on which it is a lien. 

Existing Obligations. 

Sec. 94. No bonds or other money obligations issued by any drain- 
age district shall be adversely affected by any subsequent change in 
assessments of benefits. 

Presumptions of Regularity. 

Sec. 95. Commissioners of drainage districts are hereby declared to 
be public officers. The presumption shall be in favor of the regularity 
and validity of all their official acts. Whenever any report of the com- 
missioners of any drainage district or any part of any such report is. 
contested, remonstrated against or called in question, the burden of 
proof shall rest upon the contestant, remonstrant or questioner. 

Waivers. 

Sec. 96. In case of failure to serve any notice of any proceeding 
or hearing in this chapter provided for, upon any person or corpora- 
tion, such person or corporation, may appear in open court and waive 
such defect of service, or may waive it by filing in court or delivering ta 
the commissioners of the drainage district to be filed in court a written 
waiver of such defect, in which waiver said defect shall be described^ 
which waiver shall be signed by such party and witnessed and acknowl- 
edged before a proper officer having power to take acknowledgments 
of deeds. 

Agreements on Benefits. 

Sec. 97. In case of omission to assess any corporation or land that 
should be assessed for benefits, or construction, or repair, or additional 
assessment, or to award damages, said omitted party and the owner of 
omitted land may in writing agree with the commissioners of said dis- 
trict what the assessment should be against said land, or against said cor- 
poration, or what said damages should be and such agreement shall be 
acknowledged and witnessed as provided above for waivers, and be filed 
in the court. 

Interpretation of Act. 

Sec. 98. The provisions of this act shall be liberally construed to- 
promote the public health and welfare by reclaiming wet or overflowed 
lands, building embankments or levees and the preservation of any system 
of drainage heretofore constructed according to law. 

Injunctions. 

Sec. 99. The collection of any assessments made by the commis- 
sioners for construction and confirmed by the court, shall not be re- 
strained or obstructed by reason of any omission, imperfection or defect 
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in the organization of any district or in any proceedings occurring 
prior to the order confirming the assessments of benefits, but such order 
shall be conclusive as to the regularity of all proceedings relating to the 
assessments of benefits unless appealed from within thirty days after 
the entry of such order. 

Approved March 1st, 1911. 



CHAPTER 96. 

House Bill No. 169. 
RELATING TO DUTIES OF STATE VETERINARIAN. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 193 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 
1910, relating to the duties of the State Veterinarian. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Authority to Quarantine. 

Section 1. That Section 193 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyo- 
ming, 1910, be amended and re-enacted to read as follows : 

Sec. 193. In all cases of contagious or infectious disease among do- 
mestic animals other than sheep or goats in this state, the State Vet- 
erinarian shall have authority to order the quarantine of the infected 
premises, and in case such disease shall become epidemic in any locality 
in this state, the State Veterinarian shall immediately jiotify the Governor 
of the state, who shall thereupon issue his proclamation, forbidding any 
animal of the kind among which said epidemic exists, to be transferred 
from such locality without a certificate from the State Veterinarian,, 
showing such animal to be healthy. Whenever it shall become known to 
the State Veterinarian that disease known as mange, itch, scabies,or any 
other infectious or contagious disease exists among cattle, horses or do- 
mestic animals, except sheep and goats of any county, district or section 
of the state, it shall be the duty of the said Veterinarian to take such 
steps as will prevent the spread of said disease within the state, and said 
Veterinarian shall have power as a sanitary measure to inspect and com- 
pel the dipping, spraying or other sanitary treatment as may be deter- 
mined by said Veterinarian, of all such animals in the State of Wyoming,, 
or in any county, district or section of said state, under such rules and 
regulations as the said Veterinarian may adopt, and the said Veterinarian 
may order the owner or owners or persons in charge of such animals to 
dip, spray, or otherwise treat all or any part of such animals as said Vet- 
erinarian may find to be infected or to have been exposed to mange or 
scabies, or other infectious or contagious disease. If the owner or owners; 
or persons in charge of such animals so ordered treated, shall after rea- 
sonable notice to be determined by said Veterinarian, fail to dip, spray or 
otherwise treat such animals as ordered by said Veterinarian, then the- 
said Veterinarian is hereby authorized to seize, or cause to be seized, 
dipped, sprayed or otherwise treated, such animals ; and to hold and sell 
the same, or such part thereof as may be necessary to pay all cost of said 
inspection, seizing, caring for, dipping, spraying or other treatment, 
together with cost of sale, and such sale shall be made at such time and 
place, and in such manner as may be prescribed by said Veterinarian after 
not less than three days', nor more than fifteen days' notice of the time,, 
place and purpose of such sale has been given by said Veterinarian to the 
owner or persons in charge of such animals, and in case personal service- 
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of such notice cannot be had within the county in which the animals are 
being held by such Veterinarian, then such notice may be given either 
by personal service outside of said county or by advertisement in any pa- 
per selected by said Veterinarian ; Provided, 'however. That the owner 
or owners of such animals so seized and held may, at any time prior to 
such sale, recover possession of the same upon payment to the State 
Veterinarian of the amount of costs incurred by order of the Veter- 
inarian against such animals; and, Provided, further. That any sum 
realized from the sale of such animals over and above the amount of costs 
incurred against such animals shall be returned by the Veterinarian to 
the owner of such animals if known or can by reasonable diligence be 
found, otherwise to be placed in the estray fund subject to the laws ; and 
provided, also, that the owner or owners or persons in charge of any 
stock imported into this state for breeding, dairy or other purposes, who 
do not have attached to the bill of lading of such stock, or in his or their 
possession, a certificate from a duly authorized United States or State 
Inspector showing such stock to be free from infectious and contagious 
disease, shall have such stock inspected and pay therefor the fees pre- 
scribed by law, but where said owner or owners or persons in charge 
have such certificate he or they shall submit it to said State Veterinarian 
for his approval and there shall be no charges made therefor, unless said 
State Veterinarian shall receive information causing him to determine 
that an inspection of such stock is necessary. Be it further enacted, 
that it shall be the duty of the State Veterinarian or Deputy State Vet- 
erinarian to collect the following inspection fees on all stock herewith 
enumerated imported into this state and inspected as hereinbefore pro- 
vided : Horses, twenty-five cents ; mules, twenty-five cents ; asses, twenty- 
five cents; cattle, ten cents; swine, five cents. All of such fees so col- 
lected to be turned over to the State Treasury and reported as other state 
funds.'' 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 97. 

Senate File No. 118. 
RELATING TO LEGISLATIVE PRINTING AND SUPPLIES. 

AN ACT to amend. and re-enact Section 51, Section 55, Section 56, Section 57, and 
Section 60, of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 1910, relating to Legislative 
printing and supplies, and to repeal all acts and parts of acts in conflict there- 
with. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1, That Section 51, Section 55, Section 56, Section 57 and 
Section 60, of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 1910, are hereby 
amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 



Secretary of State Shall Advertise for 

''Sec. 61. Legislative printing and supplies shall be furnished in ac- 
cordance with the specifications and on the conditions provided in the 
statutes in force at the time of the letting of the contract for same, and 
the price by the state for printing and binding shall not exceed the rates 
fixed by law." 
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"Sec. 66. The Secretary, of State shall, six months immediately 
preceding each biennial session of the State Legislature, advertise for 
four weeks successively in two daily papers in the state, one of which 
shall be at the seat of government, two insertions each week, inviting 
sealed proposals for doing all priting and binding required by the State 
Legislature for the two succeeding years. Such bids shall specify at 
what prices the bidder will perform the work and furnish the material,, 
and the bidder to whom the contract shall be awarded shall perform all 
legislative work within the State of Wyoming. The Secretary of State 
shall, in such advertisement, when necessary, call for bids to provide fur- 
niture, stationery, fuel, light and other articles required by the legislative 
and executive departments of the state and the Supreme Court for two 
years succeeding the first day of January next after such advertisement. 
Provided, that the Secretary of State may, if he shall deem it for the in- 
terest of the state, reject any and all bids, and upon so doing he shall, im- 
mediately after the opening and examination of such bids, as provided 
for in Section 59 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 1910, re-ad- 
vertise for bids for such printing and supplies, and in such re-advertise- 
ment bids shall be called for from bidders doing business and operating 
printing plants and supply stores without the State of Wyoming, as well as 
from bidders within the state, and two insertions of such advertisement 
shall be placed in one daily newspaper of general circulation published 
within the state, and in one daily newspaper of general circulation pub- 
lished in the city of Denver, Colorado, and in one daily newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation published in the city of Omaha, Nebraska. Bids shall be 
received, opened and examined as provided in Sectiops 58 and 59, of the 
Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 1910, and in the event the contract for 
furnishing such legislative printing or any portion thereof, or the contract 
for furniture, stationery or other supplies, or any portion thereof, is let to 
any bidder without the State of Wyoming, then such bidder shall enter 
into a contract and give bond for the faithful performance of the duties 
assigned to said bidder, as is provided by Section 59 of the Wyonling Com- 
piled Statutes of 1910. Provided, however, that such bidder from without 
the state may do such work or furnish such supplies from the regular place 
of business of said bidder whether such place of business be within or 
without the State of Wyoming ; and provided, further, that the Secretary 
of State may, if he shall deem it for the interest of the state, reject any 
and all bids." 

Maximum Prioe for Printing Bills. 

"Sec. 66. 1. Bills, resolutions and other matter that may be or- 
dered to be printed by the Legislature, or either branch thereof, in bill 
form, shall be printed upon second grade flat or white manila paper,, 
weighing not less than twenty-four pounds to the ream, 17x28 inches, 
in long primer or small pica type, each page to contain not less than 
twenty-five lines of matter of thirty-seven 'ems' pica to the line, and the 
lines shall be successively numbered, with a double small pica slug or 
reglet between the lines, and the first or title page shall contain not less 
than nineteen lines of printed matter, exclusive of the heading or title. 
The maximum price to be paid for this class of printing shall be $2.50 per 
page in lots of 350 copies, with 15 per cent, of contract price per page 
allowed for necessary blank pages, which shall include paper, stitching or 
binding if required. 

Maximum Prioe for Printing Journals. 

**2. The journals of the Senate and House of Representatives, the 
session laws, all reports, communications and other documents that. 
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may be ordered to be printed in book form by the Legislature, or either 
branch thereof, except compiled statutes, shall be printed and paid for 
as follows, to-wit : They shall be printed on first quality machine finished 
book paper weighing not less than sixty pounds to the ream, 28x42 inches, 
size of the finished page to be 6i/^xlO inches, size of type page, including 
page heads, 28x49 pice *ems' ; chapter headings in ten point bold face caps ; 
title matter in leaded eight point Roman with head in eight point bold face 
caps ; section numbers in ten point bold face upper and lower case ; body 
matter in solid ten point Roman. The maximum price to be paid for this 
class of printing shall be $1.25 per page for one hundred copies and 20 
cents per page for each additional one hundred copies for press work, 
composition, folding and paper stock, while the maximum for binding 
this class of printing shall be V^c per section of sixteen pages, and 
the maximum for binding book work of this character in full cloth cover, 
lettered on back, shall be 45c per volume. The maximum for binding 
book work in * buckram', with gilt lettered titles on back, in addition to 
stitching, shall be $1.00 per volume. 

Beports and pamphlets. 

"3. All matter not hereinbefore mentioned that may be ordered 
printed in book or pamphlet form by the Legislature, or either 
branch thereof, and all reports of state officers who are required by law 
to print their reports, shall be furnished according to the following 
specifications ; Such books or pamphlets shall be printed on white paper 
stock, 25x38 ipches, sixty pounds to the ream, first quality machine fin- 
ished book. The size of the finished page shall be 6x9 inches, the type 
page 24x42 pica *ems' including page head, the body matter set solid or 
leaded ten point Roman as required. The tabular matter shall be solid 
six point or eight point Roman as required ; the binding shall be pamphlet 
or full cloth or vellum as required, and the maximum price to be paid 
for this class of printing shall be $1.00 per page for 100 copies and 20c 
per page -for each added 100 copies, which shall include paper stock, 
composition and press work, except that for tabular composition the 
maximum price per page may be double that herein fixed for straight 
composition if set in ten point ; if set in eight point, three times, and if set 
in six point, four tmes the maximum as fixed herein for straight ten point 
matter; and the Secretary of State shall designate in the specifications 
for bids whether such tabular matter shall be set in six, eight of ten point 
type. The maximum price for case binding, if any be required for books 
described in this paragraph, shall be the same per volume as for books 
described in paragraph two of this section. Paper covers to pamphlets 
shall be counted as four pages. 

Letter Heads, Envelopes, Etc. 

**4. The maximum for printed letter heads on twenty pound stock, 
medium grade bond paper, in lots of five thousand or over, $4.50 per 
thousand ; note heads on same kind of stock in lots of five thousand or 
over, $3.75 per thousand; for printed envelopes No. .6 to 61/^ XX, full 
government, $4.00 per thousand ; for envelopes No. 8 to 10 XX, full gov- 
ernment, $5.50 per thousand. Receipt blanks, committee reports in blank, 
committee lists, roll calls and such other forms as may be required in the 
work of the Legislature, or by the various state offices shall be secured by 
the Secretary of State at lowest competitive bids obtainable in accordance 
with the provisions of the statutes. '' 

Speoifications. 

**Sec. 67. The advertisement for bids provided for in Section 55 
shall require specifications in such bids as follows, to-wit: The price per 
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page for printing and stitching bills, resolutions or other matter that may 
be ordered printed by the Legislature, or either branch thereof, in bill 
form; the price per page as one item for composition, paper stock and 
press work; the price per section of 16 pages or less, for stitching and 
binding, and the price per volume for binding book work in full cloth 
covers or * buckram;' the price per thousand for envelopes, letter heads, 
note heads and for other forms and blanks, and the price in such lots as 
may be needed for any and all other supplies as may be required in the 
work of the Legislature or by the various state offices/' 

Where Bidder Fails. 

"Sec. 60. In case said lowest bidder shall fail to fulfill his contract 
and execute said bond, he and his guarantee shall be liable for all the ad- 
ditional costs which may accure to the state by reason thereof.. And the 
Secretary of State shall, in case of such default, immediately award the 
contract to the bidder next lowest, who shall execute a bond in accord- 
ance with the terms aforesaid, within five days after he is notified of said 
award. Provided, that the Secretary of State may, in the event no satis- 
factory bid is received for all or any part of the printing or supplies, or 
provided the bidder to whom the contract is awarded for all, or any part 
of said printing or supplies, fails to qualify, then the Secretary of State 
shall, not later than the 20th day of December, immediately preceding the 
convening of the Legislature, report said fact to the Governor, together 
with his recommendations in the premises. ' ' 

Bepeal. 

Sec. 2. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

House Bill No. 137. 
STATE FAIR APPROPRIATION. 

AN ACT appropriating funds for the purpose of providing premiums and paying the 
expenses of the State Fair for the years 1911 and 1912 and for the purpose of 
making permanent improvements on the State Fair grounds and for the pur- 
pose of paying the indebtedness of the State Fair Commission for the year 1910. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of' Wyoming: 

PremiumB and Expenses. 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the 
State Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of fifteen thousand 
dollars ($15,000.00), or so much thereof as may be necessary for the pur- 
pose of providing premiums and paying the expenses of the State Fair at 
Douglas, Wyoming, for the years 1911 and 1912. 

Buildings and Improvements. 

Sec. 2. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of five thousand dollars 
($5,000.00), or 80 much thereof as may be necessary for the erection of 
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permanent buildings, grandstand and general improvements on the Stat& 
Fair ground at Douglas, Wyoming. 

Indebtedness. 

Sec. 3. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of five thousand dollars. 
($5,000.00), or so much thereof as may be necessary to pay oflf the in- 
debtedness of the State Pair Commission for the year 1910. 

How Expended. 

Sec. 4. The funds appropriated by this act shall be expended under 
the direction of the Board of State Pair Commissioners upon vouchers 
rendered in the regular form to the State Auditor, approved by said Board 
of State Pair Commissioners. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its; 
passage. 

Approved March 1st, 1911. 



CHAPTER 99. 

House Bill No. 76. 
RELATING TO IRRIGATION DISTRICTS. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section 830, Chapter 68, W^yoming Compiled Statutes, 
1910, relating to irrigation districts. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Section 1. That 830, Chapter 68, Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910,. 
be, and the same is hereby amended and re-enacted so as to read as 
follows : 

"Sec. 830. Qualified Elector— Defined. For the purpose of this act 
the words, * qualified elector or electors', shall shall be understood to be a 
citizen of the United States, or who may have declared his or her inten- 
tion to become such, and that any person so qualified shall have power to 
do and perform any and all things requisite and necessary for the pur- 
pose of this act, the same as if he or she was a bona fide resident of the 
district. It shall be lawful for any such elector desiring to vote at any 
election held for determining the question whether an irrigation district 
shall be organized under the conditions of this act, and for the election 
of the first board of directors of such districts, or at any election upon 
the question of issuing bonds by said district, or the approval or rejection 
of any contract in excess of twenty-five thousand ($25,000.00) dollars, 
who shall reside without the State of Wyoming, or more than ten miles 
distant from the exterior boundaries of such proposed district, to vote at 
such election without being personally present within said proposed dis- 
trict on the day of such election, in the manner and under the regulations 
hereinafter prescribed : 

The person so entitled to vote shall make and subscribe before any 
clerk of a court of record, or any officer authorized to administer oaths, 
and having a seal, an affidavit in substance, as follows : 

I^ , do solemnly swear, that I am an owner 

of the following described land, within the State of Wyoming, to-wit : 

and a freeholder within the irrigation district, 
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as proposed, and that I have paid a property tax in the said proposed dis- 
trict during the year next preceding such election ; that I reside without 
the State of Wyoming, or more than ten miles distant from the exterior 

boundary of the proposed irrigation district, 

that I am a citizen of the United States, or have declared my intention to 
become such, and that I have not voted and will not not vote in person at

directors (or upon the question of issuing bonds of such district, or the

Should no such challenge appear during the first day of the 
meeting of such board, they shall not be permitted to so appear thereafter, 
should the contention of such challenger be by said board sustained, then 
said sealed envelope shall be returned to such elector and the said can- 
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vassing board, in the presence of the said clerk or secretary, as the case 
may be, and no other person, shall open all envelopes not so challenged 
and record said ballot upon the poll sheet of the proper precinct in the 
same manner as clerks of election record votes, and such votes shall be 
counted, canvassed and certified the same as though such ballot had been 
cast by the voter in person. 

Repeal. 

Sec. 2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its. 
passage.

CHAPTER 100. 

House Bill No. 73. 
APPROPRIATION FOR BRANCH OF WYOMING HOSPITAL AT CASPER. 

AN ACT making appropriations of money for the completion of finishing and 
equiping the branch of the Wyoming General Hospital at the city of Casper, 
Wyoming, and for improving the buildings and grounds. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Purpose. 

Section 1. The sum of twelve thousand five hundred dollars ($12,- 
500.00), or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated, 
to pay for the completing, furnishing and equiping the branch of the 
Wyoming General Hospital at the city of Casper, Wyoming, improving 
the buildings and grounds, and placing said institution in a condition for 
occupancy ; said amount to be expended under the direction of the State 
Board of Charities and Reform. T?he amount herein appropriated may be 
expended in excess of the limitation upon such expenditure provided by 
Section 3 of Chapter 20 of the Session Laws of Wyoming of 1909. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
oassage.

CHAPTER 101. 

Senate File No. 90. 

CREATING BOARD OF EXAMINERS OF APPLICANTS FOR OFFICE OF STATE 

MINE INSPECTOR. 

AN ACT to create a Board of Examiners, to pass upon the qualifications of all appli- 
cants for the office of State Mine Inspector, to issue certificates to such as are 
found, after examination, to be competent, and declaring what shall be the 
qualifications of applicants for said office shall be, before they shall receive 
certificates of eligibility. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Oovemor Shall Appoint — Qualifloations. 

Section 1. That the Governor of this state is hereby authorized to 
appoint five persons to constitute a Board of Examiners to investigate 
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and pass upon the character and qualifications of all applicants for ap- 
poinment to the oflSce of State Mine Inspector, which said five persons, 
so to be selected by the Governor, shall include one regularly graduated 
mining engineer, three practical miners from different counties of the 
state, and one ex-state mine inspector. 

When Convened — Compensation. 

Sec. 2. The said Board of Examiners shall convene in the capitol of 
the state, upon the call of the Governor, once in each year, and remain in 
session, not to exceed one week, and shall receive, as pay for their services 
the same per diem salary, from the time they leave their homes in this 
state, until they return thereto, and the same mileage in traveling to and 
from their homes to the capitol of the state, by the most feasible and con- 
venient route, that is provided by law for members of the State Legisla- 
ture. 

Goth. 

Sec. 3. Members of the said Board of Examiners, before they shall 
assume the duties of their office, shall take and subscribe the following 
oath, viz: We, the undersigned, do solemnly swear (or affrm) that we 
will perform the duties of examiners into the character and qualifications 
of applicants for appointment as State Coal Mine Inspector to the best of 
our abilities, and that in recommending or rejecting said applicants, we 
will be governed by the evidence of the qualification prescribed in this 
act, excluding from consideration all political, religious or person affilia- 
tions ; and that we will certify to the Governor of the state, as qualified 
for the position of State Coal Mine Inspector, only those persons so found 
to be fully qualified for the duties of the office. 

Qualifications of Applicants. 

Sec. 4. The qualifications of applicants for State Coal Mine Inspector 
shall be as follows, viz: They shall be citizens of the United States 
and of the State of Wyoming, of temperate habits, of good reputation, 
shall have the age of thirty years, and shall have had at least one years 
experience in the working of coal mines in the State of Wyoming, and five 
years of practical experience in the working of coal mines in the United 
States, and they shall have practical knowledge of mining engineering, 
and of the different systems of working and ventilating of coal mines, and 
of the properties and nature of the noxious and poisonous gases of coal 
mines, especially of fire damp. 

Vacancies. 

Sec. 6. As often as a vacancy in the office of Inspector of Coal Mines 
occurs from death, resignation or removal by the Governor, he shall ap- 
point a successor from the list of eligibles, certified to him as qualified for 
the position, by the Board of Examiners herein provided for. 

List of Eligibles. 

Sec. 6. The list of persons certified to the Governor of the state by 
the Board of Examiners, herein created, as eligible for appointment as In- 
spector of Coal Mines, shall be kept on file, as a public document, in the 
office of the Secretary of State for Wyoming, subject to the inspection 
of any and everybody. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

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CHAPTER 102. 

House Bill No. 180. 
UNIVERSITY ANNUAL TAX. 

AN ACT to amend and re-enact Section twenty-four hundred and seventy-six of the 
Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, relating to the tax to be annually levied 
for the maintenance of the University of the State of Wyoming. 

Be It Unacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

TJniversity Tax— One-Half Mill. 

Section 1. That Section twenty-four hundred and seventy-six of 
the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, be, and the same is hereby 
amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

"Sec. 2476. University Tax. In order that the University of Wyo- 
ming may be kept in a condition of full efficiency as required by the terms 
of Section sixteen of Article seven of the Constitution of the State of Wyo- 
ming, there shall be assessed upon all taxable property in the state in each 
year, as heretofore, a tax of one-half of a mill on each and every dollar 
of the assessed valuation of such property, in the years 1911 and 1912 
which tax shall be levied, collected, and paid to the State Treasurer in 
the manner provided by law for the levy, collection and payment of other 
state taxes. Said tax, when so paid to the State Treasurer, shall be paid 
to the treasurer of the said Board of Trustees, upon the warrant of the 
State Auditor, to be issued upon request of said Board of Trustees j Pro- 
vided, however, that any revenue thus collected which shall be in excess 
of the amount required to meet the current expenses for the year for which 
the same shall be collected, shall at the close of that year, be paid into a 
fund to be known as the * permanent building fund', and thereafter shall 
be available alone for the purposes of erecting new buildings or for the re- 
pairing or altering of those already erected, as the Board of Trustees 
may deem necessary for the best maintenance of the institution. Pro- 
vided, however, that the taxes so levied, collected and turned over for 
the years 1911 and 1912 shall not exceed the sum of eighty-five thousand 
dollars ($85,000.00) for each of said years." 

Sec. 2. All acts or parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
passage.

CHAPTER 103. 

House Bill No. 182. 
WYOMING SCHOOL FOR DEFECTIVES. 

ACT to amend and re-enact Sections 482, 499, 500 and 503 of the Wyoming Com- 
piled Statutes of 1910, and making appropriations for carrying out the pro- 
visions of said act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Enactment. 

Section 1. That Section 482 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 
1910, be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 
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''Sec. 482. There shall be established in this state an institution for 
the custody, care, education, proper treatment, and discipline of feeble 
minded and epileptic persons under the name and style of the Wyoming 
School for Defectives. ' ' 

Sec. 2. That Section 499 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 1910 
be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

"Sec. 499. OcmimitmentB. The Board of County Commissioners in 
. each of the counties of the state in which there are or shall be persons 
eligible to admission to the said institution by the provisions of this chap- 
ter, who have no contagious disease, and who are, or shall become charge- 
able to said county, shall cause all or any of such persons to be committed 
to said institution. In case said persons are imbecile, feeble minded or 
epileptic they shall be committed in the ^ame manner and by the same 
procedure that is required by statute for the commitment of insane and 
incompetent persons to the Wyoming State Hospital for the Insane and 
all district courts and judges thereof shall by a proper order, entered of 
record, commit to said institution all such imbecile, feeble minded or epi- 
leptic persons coming under the control and jurisdiction of said court 
and judge, whenever they shall have been declared to be proper persons 
for such commitment under procedure prescribed by law. In all cases 
hereafter when persons are tried for insanity under the laws providing 
for such trial, as well as in cases coming under the provisions of this 
chapter, the juries sitting in such cases shall be authorized to report to the 
court its findings of the mental condition of the patients and make recom- 
mendations as to whether the person shall be committed to the Hospital 
for the Insane or to Wyoming School for Defectives, whereupon the court 
shall determine the place of commitment in such cases.

Sec. 3. That Section 500 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 1910 
be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows :

Sec. 600. Transportation. The Board of County Commissioners 
and said district courts, and the judges thereof, shall cause any and all 
such persons to be taken to the Wyoming School for Defectives at the 
expense of the county of which said person is a resident, and to be taken 
into the care and custody of said instituiton in accordance with the rules 
and regulations thereof.*' 

Sec. 4. That Section 503 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 1910 
be amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows : 

''Sec. 603. Land Funds — Transfer. The ten thousand acres of land 
donated to the State of Wyoming by act approved July 10, 1890, for the 
establishiment and maintenance and support of the Poor Farm in Fremont 
County, are hereby appropriated, together with the rental and income 
thereof, for the establishment, maintenance and support of the Wyoming 
School for Defectives provided for in this chapter, subject in all respects 
to the limitation, use and control provided for by the act of Congress 
and the Constitution and laws of the State of Wyoming. ' ' 

Appropriation for Water, Sewer and Irrigation. 

Sec. 6. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of ten thousand dollars or 
so much thereof as necessary for the installation of water and sewer 
connections and the completion of an irrigation system, all in connection 
with said institution. 
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Equipment — Fumiture. 

Sec. 6. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of ten thousand five hun- 
dred dollars or so much thereof as necessary for equipment, and furni- 
ture and furnishing of said institution. 

Support and Maintenanoe. 

Sec. 7. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the State 
Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of twenty thousand dol- 
lars or as much thereof as necessary for the support and maintenance of 
said institution for a period of two years ending March 31st, 1913. 

Sec. 9. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 104. 

Senate File No. 81. 
PURE FOOD LAW— CREATING OFFICE OF STATE CHEMIST. 

AN ACT providing for the appointment of a State Chemist and an assistant to the 
State Chemist, and prescribing their salaries and duties; for preventing the 
manufacture, sale or transportation of adulterated, misbranded, poisonous, 
or deleterious foods, drugs, medicines and liquors within this state; pro- 
viding immunity from prosecution by guaranty ; providing for deputies to the 
Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner; providing for standards of kerosene 
and gasoline, and the labeling and marking of same; repealing Chapter 
198 of the Compiled Statutes of Wyoming of 1910 entitled "Foods, Drugs 
and Illuminating Oils,*' and all acts or parts of acts in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

State Chemist — Salary — ^Duties. 

Section 1. The office of State Chemist is hereby created for the 
State of Wyoming, and. shall receive a salary of two thousand dollars 
per year for his services, to be paid by the State of Wyoming out of 
any money not otherwise appropriated, the same to be paid by the 
State Auditor in the manner provided for the payment of other ac- 
counts against the state, and he shall receive no other salary or com- 
pensation from state or university funds. Such Chemist shall be a 
professor of chemistry in the University of Wyoming. It shall be his 
duty to make or cause to be made a chemical analysis of such foods, 
drugs, drinks, gasoline, illuminating oils or other material relative to 
the enforcement of this chapter, as shall be submitted to him or shall 
be deemed advisable for such analysis, and make a full and complete 
written report of the same, and, when so requested, it shall be his duty 
to testify in court. He shall receive his necessary traveling expenses to 
be paid by the State of Wyoming when employed in performing the 
provisions of this chapter. 

Assistant— Duties-^Salary. 

Sec. 2. The Board of Trustees of the University of Wyoming is 
hereby authorized to employ an assistant to the State Chemist, who shall 
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receive a salary of one thousand dollars per year for his services, to 
be paid by the State of Wyoming out of any moneys not otherwise 
appropriated, the same to be paid by the State Auditor in the manner 
provided for the payment of other accounts against the state. The 
Assistant Chemist shall keep his office at the University of Wyoming 
and the Board of Trustees of said university shall furnish the necessary 
room for the carrying out of the provisions of this chapter. The As- 
sistant Chemist shall perform such duties as he may be required to per- 
form by the State Chemist. 

Expenses. 

Sec. 3. The necessary traveling expenses and expenses for the pur- 
chase of apparatus, chemicals, etc., shall be paid from any appropriation 
made by the Legislature as a contingent fund for the State Chemist; 
provided, that tHe expense shall be limited to the appropriation made. 

Shall Keep Seal^Make Annual Reports. 

Sec. 4, The State Chemist shall keep a seal with which to attest 
official acts and documents. He shall 'make an annual report to the 
Governor on or before the first day of October of each year, which shall 
contain itemized statements of all receipts and disbursements, and all 
persons employed by him together with such statistics and other matter 
as he may regard of value to the administration or public at large, and 
said report may be published annually as public documents of the 
State of Wyoming, as may be provided by law. 

Bond. 

Sec. 6. Before entering upon the discharge of his official duties, 
the State Chemist shall give bond in the sum of one thousand dollars 
($1,000.00) to the State of Wyoming, which shall be furnished by some 
responsible surety company, which shall be accepted by the Governor, 
conditioned that he will truly account for and turn over to the person 
or persons authorized by law to receive the same all moneys or other 
property which may come into his hands in his official capacity, and 
for the faithful performance of the duties of his office as the same are 
prescribed by law ; which bond, with his oath of office endorsed thereon, 
shall be filed with the Secretary of State. 

Unlawful. 

Sec. 6. That it shall be unlawful for any person to manufacture, 
sell, transport or offer for sale or transportation, any article of food, 
drug, gasoline or illuminating oil which is adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of this act. 

Drug and Food Defined. 

Sec. 7. That the term */drug*' as used in this act shall include all 
medicines and preparations recognized in the United States Pharma- 
copoeia or National Formulary for internal or external use, and any 
substance or mixture of substances intended to be used for the cure, 
mitigation, or prevention of disease of either man or other animals. 
The term **food'' as used herein, shall include all articles used for food, 
drink, confectionery or condiment, by man or other animals, whether 
simple, mixed or compound. 

Adulterated Articles. 

Sec. 8. That for the purpose of this act an article shall be deemed 
to be adulterated: 
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In Case of Drugs : 

First — If, when a drug is sold under, or by a name recognized in the 
United States Pharmacopoeia, or National Formulary, it differs from the 
standard of strength, quality, or purity, as determined by the tests laid 
down in the United States Pharmacopoeia or National Formulary official 
at the time of investigation ; provided, that no drug defined in the United 
States Pharmacopoeia or National Formulary shall be deemed to be 
adulterated under this provision if the standard of strength, quality, 
or purity be plainly stated upon the bottle, box, or other container 
thereof, although the standard may differ from that determined by the 
test laid down in the United States Pharmacopoeia or National For- 
mulary. 

Second — If its strength or purity fall below the professed standard 
or quality under which it is sold. 

In the Case of Confectionery: 

If it contains terra alba, barytes, talc, chrome yellow, or other 
mineral substance or poisonous color or flavor, or other ingredient dele- 
terious or detrimental to health,'or any vinois, malt, or spirituous liquor, 
or compound, or narcotic drug. 
In the Case of Food : 

First — If any substance has been mixed and packed with it so as 
to reduce or lower or injuriously affect its quality or strength. 

Second — If any substance has been substituted, wholly or in part, 
for the article. 

Third — ^If any valuable constituent of the article has been wholly, 
or in part, abstracted. 

Fourth — If it be mixed, colored, powdered, coated or stained in a 
manner whereby damage or inferiority is concealed. 

Fifth — If it contains any added poisonous or other added deleterious 
ingredTent, which may render such article injurious to health ; provided, 
that when in the preparation of food products for shipment they are 
preserved by any external application applied in such manner, that 
the preservative is necessarily removed mechanically, or by maceration 
in water, or otherwise, and directions for the removal of said preserva- 
tive shall be printed on the covering of the package, the provisions of 
this act. shall be construed as applying only when said products are ready 
for consumption. 

Sixth — If it consists in whole or in part of a filthy, decomposed, or 
putrid animal or vegetable substance, or any portion of an animal unfit 
for food, whether manufactured or not, or if it is the product of a dis- 
eased animal, or one that has died otherwise than by slaughter. 

''Misbranded/' 

Sec. 9. That the term * * misbranded, " as used herein, shall apply 
to all drugs or articles of food, or articles which enter into the composi- 
tion of food, the package or label of which shall bear any statement, 
design or device, regarding such article, or the ingredients or substances 
contained therein which shall be false, or misleading in any particular', 
and to any food or drug product which is falsely branded as to the 
state, territory or country in which it is manufactured or produced. 

That for the purpose of this act an article shall also be deemed to 
be misbranded : 

In Case of Drugs: 

First — If it be an imitation of, or offered for sale under the name of 
another article. 
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Second- -If the contents of the package as originally piit up shall 
have been removed, in whole or in part, and other contents shall have 
been placed in such package, or if the package fail to bear a statement 
on the label of the quantity or proportion of any alcohol, morphine, 
opium, cocaine, heroin, alpha or beta cucaine, chloroform, cannabis, 
indica, chloral hydrate, or acetanilide, or any derivative or preparation 
of any such substance contained therein. 

In Case of Food: 

First — If it be an imitation of, or offered for sale under the dis- 
tinctive name of another article. 

Second — If it be labeled or branded so as to deceive or mislead the 
purchaser, or purport to be a foreign product when not so, or if the 
contents of the package as originally put up shall have been removed in 
whole or in part and other contents shall have been placed in such 
package, or if it fail to bear a statement on the label of the quantity 
or proportion of any morphine, opium, cocaine, heroin, alpha or beta 
eucaine, chloroform, cannabis, indica, chloral, hydrate, or acetanilide, or 
any derivative or preparation of any of such substances contained therein. 

Third — If in package form, the net quantity of the contents be not 
plainly and conspicuously marked on the outside of the package in 
terms of weight, measure. or numerical count; provided, however, that 
reasonable variations shall be permitted and that tolerances shall be 
established by rules and regulations made in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act. 

Fourth — If the package containing it or its label shall bear any 
statement, design, or device regarding the ingredients or the substances 
contained therein, which statement, design or device shall be false or 
misleading in any particular ; provided, that any article of food, which 
does not contain any added poisonous or deleterious ingredients, shall 
not be deemed to be adulterated or raisbranded in the following cases: 

First — In the case of mixtures or compounds which may be now 
or from time to time hereafter known as articles of food, under their 
own distinctive names, and not an imitation of, or offered for sale under 
the distinctive name of another article, if the name be accompanied on 
the same label or brand with the statement of the place where said article 
had been manufactured or produced. 

Second — In the case of articles labeled, branded or tagged so as to 
plainly indicate that they are compounds, imitations or blends, and the 
word ** compound,*' ** imitation, ' * or ** blend,'' as the case may be, is 
plainly stated on the package in which it is offered for sale; provided 
that the term ** blend," as used herein, shall be construed to mean a 
mixture of like substances, not excluding harmless coloring or flavoring 
ingredients, used for the purpose of coloring and flavoring only; and 
provided, further, that nothing in this act shall be construed as requiring 
or compelling proprietors or manufacturers of proprietary foods, which 
contain no unwholesome added ingredients, to disclose their trade formu- 
las, except insofar as the provisions of this act may require, to secure 
freedom from adulteration or misbranding. 

Illuminating Oils. 

Sec. 10. All illuminating oils sold or offered for sale in this state 
shall conform to the following conditions: 

First — The color shall be water white, but a slight bluish opalescence 
is permissable. 

Second — It shall not contain more than a trace of any sulphur 
compound. 
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Third — It shall not contain water nor tar-like matter. 

Fourth — It shall not contain more than four per cent by weight 
of residue, after being distilled at a temperature of not more than five 
hundred seventy degrees Fahrenheit. 

Fifth — It shall not give a flash test below one hundred five degrees 
Fahrenheit, open test, and the tester used for this purpose shall be the 
New York State Board of Health tester. 

Sixth — The gravity shall not be less than forty-six degrees, measured 
by the Beaume hydrometer at a temperature of sixty degrees Fahrenheit. 

Seventh — ^Any oils that present a yellowish or dark coloring, dirty 
appearance to the eye, may be rejected and disapproved for illuminating 
purposes by the Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner, or his deputies, 
without further tests, and the further sale thereof ordered discontinued ; 
and such discoloration shall be prima facie evidence that they are not 
such a product as is properly subject to sale for illuminating purposes 
within this state. The State Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner or his 
deputies, are not required in every case to have a complete analysis 
made of the oils inspected to ascertain every form of impurities, such 
as sulphur, and tar-like matter, but, whenever, in the opinion of the 
State Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner, or his deputies, it is necessary 
that any of the oil provided for in this section shall be more thoroughly 
analyzed, it shall be his duty to procure a sample of such oil and for- 
ward it to the State Chemist, for a more detailed analysis to determine 
ib what particular the impurities or the imperfections exist, and, if, 
upon such analysis, it is demonstrated that some other impurity or im- 
))erfections exist in said oil, not specified in this act that render such 
oil unfit for illuminating purposes, it shall be his duty to reject such oil 
for such purposes. Provided, however, that in the case of illuminating 
oil, made from petroleum produced from wells in what is commonly 
known at the Kansas oil field (including the State of Kansas and the ad- 
jacent oil fields of Oklahoma and Indian Territory), and petroleum pro- 
duced from wells in what is known as the Colorado oil fields, and petro- 
leum produced from wells in what is known as the Wyoming oil fields, 
when properly labeled as herein provided, such illuminating oils may be 
sold and offered for sale in this state for illuminating purposes, where 
the gravity shall not be less than forty-one degrees, as measured by the 
Beaume hydrometer, at a temperature of sixty degrees Fahrenheit, and 
the residue contained therein shall not be more than seven per cent by 
weight after being distilled at a temperature of not more than five hun- 
dred degrees Fahrenheit. Provided, further, that every tank, barrel, 
cask or receptacle in which illuminating oil produced from Kansas, 
Colorado or Wyoming oil fields, shipped within the State of Wyoming, 
shall be truly, plainly and conspicuously labeled in large letters ''Kansas 
Oil ' ', * ' Colorado Oil ' \ or ' * Wyoming Oil ' \ or words of similar import, as 
the case may be. All other reciuirements shall be the same for Kansas, 
Colorado or W^yoming oils, as for other oils. For the. purpose of this 
chapter, gasoline shall be deemed to be subject to the same provision 
and control as provided in this chapter for illuminating oils, except 
that it shall be unlawful for any manufacturer, dealer, or vender to 
sell or offer for sale any petroleum product, known as gasoline, for light- 
ing, heating or power purposes, unless every barrel, cask or can, contain- 
ing such product be branded with the figures denoting the gravity in 
Beaume degrees and the word ' ' gasoline ' ' in large red letters at least one 
and a half inches in size. No dealer shall deliver gasoline in a barrel, 
cask, package, or can stenciled or stamped other than above. Every per- 
son purchasing gasoline for use shall procure and keep the same only in 
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barrels, casks, packages, or cans stenciled as above, and no person keeping 
for use or using kerosene shall put the same in any barrel, cask, package 
or can stenciled or stamped as above. If any manufacturer, vender or 
dealer shall adulterate any gasoline with water, or other injurious sub- 
stance, he shall be subject to a penalty as hereinafter provided for, and 
4shall further be liable to the party injured for any resultant damages in 
<;ivil action. 

Samples — ^How Protected. 

Sec. 11. Under the aforesaid rules and regulations, representative 
samples shall be collected by the Dairy, Pood and Oil Commissioner, or 
his deputies. Samples may be purchased in the open market, and, if 
in bulk, the marks, brands or tags upon the package, carton, wrapper, 
or other container, and the accompanying written or printed matter 
shall be noted. The collector shall also note the name of the vendor and 
agent through whom the sale was actually made, together with the date 
•of purchase. Samples shall be divided into three parts : each part shall 
be labeled with identifying marks. One of the parts shall be delivered to 
the person for whom the purhcase was made, or if a guaranty has been 
^iven as hereinafter provided, such parts be delivered to the guarantor. 
One of the parts shall be sent to the State Chemist, and one part shall be 
held under seal by the Dairy, Pood and Oil Commissioner. The parts of 
the sample so divided shall be sealed by the collector, with seals pro- 
vided for that purpose. 

State Chemist Shall Make Analysis. 

Sec. 12. It shall be the duty of the State Chemist to make, or cause 
to have made, under his direction, analysis and examinations of such 
articles as shall be furnished to him by the Dairy, Pood and Oil Com- 
missioner, or his deputies, for the purpose of determining upon such 
examinations whether such articles are adulterated or misbranded within 
the meaning of this act, and to certify the results of such analysis and 
examinations to the Dairy, Pood and Oil Commissioner. 

l^en Analysis Shows Violation. 

Sec. 13. When the examinations or analysis shows that the provi- 
sions of this act have been violated, the Dairy, Pood and Oil Commis- 
fiioner shall cause notice of such fact, together with copy of the findings, 
to be given to the party or parties from whom the sample was obtained, 
and to the party if any, whose name appears upon the label as manu- 
facturer, packer, wholesaler, retailer or other dealer. The parties so 
notified, shall be given an opportunity to be heard under such rules and 
regulations as may be prescribed as aforesaid. Notices shall specify 
the date, hour and place of the hearing. The hearing shall be private, 
and the parties interested therein may appear in person or by attorney. 
If the party whose name appears on the label, resides without the state, 
he shall be entitled to a reasonable notice by mail as may, with due 
diligence, be obtained. 

Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner Shall Certify to Prosecating At- 
torney, 

Sec. 14. If, after such hearing, the Dairy, Pood and Oil Commis- 
sioner is convinced that the provisions of this act have been violated, 
he shall certify at once to the County Prosecuting Attorney of the county 
in which the collection was made, a copy of the results of the examina- 
tion of such article, duly authenticated by the State Chemist making 
such examination under oath of such officer. 
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Prosecuting Attorney Shall Prosecute. 

Sec. 16. It shall be the duty of every prosecuting oflScer to whom 
the Dairy, Food and Oil Commissioner shall report any violation of this 
act, as herein provided, to cause appropriate proceedings to be com- 
menced and prosecuted in the proper courts without delay, for the en- 
forcement of the penalty as in such ca^e herein provided. 

Publication of Judgment. 

Sec. 16. After judgment of the court, notice shall be given by 
publication, in such manner as may be prescribed by the rules and regu- 
lations aforesaid. If an appeal be taken from the judgment of the court, 
notice of that fact must accompany the publication. 

Misdemeanor. 

Sec. 17. Any person violating any of the provisions of this act 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and for each offense shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, be fined not less than twenty-five dollars ($25.00), nor 
more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) ; and for each subsequent of- 
fense and conviction thereof, shall be fined not less than fifty dollars. 
($50.00) nor more than two hundred dollars ($200.00), or shall be. sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for not more than sixty days, or both, at the 
discretion of the court. 

Dealers' Protection. 

Sec. 18. That under the provisions of this act, no dealer shall be 
prosecuted for selling or offering for sale any article of food, drug,, gaso- 
line, or illuminating oil in the original, unbroken package in which it 
was received by said dealer, provided, he can establish a guaranty 
signed by the wholesaler, jobber, manufacturer, or other person, resid- 
ing in the United States, from whom he purchased such article, to the 
effect that same is not adulterated or misbranded within the meaning of 
this act, designating it. Said guaranty to afford protection shall con- 
tain the name and address of the person making the sale of such article to 
such dealer, and in such case said person shall be amenable to the prose- 
cutions, fines, and other penalties which would attach in due course to 
the dealer under the provisions of this act. When the examination or 
analysis herein provided shows that the provisions of this act have been 
violated, and the dealer is relieved from prosecution under this section 
by the production of a guaranty signed by the person residing outside 
of this state, then the Dairy, Food and Oil Comimssioner, in the case of 
foods and drugs, shall report such fact to the Secretary of Agriculture of* 
the United States, or the proper officer appointed for the enforcement 
of act of Congress approved June 30, 1906, known as the '*Food and 
Drug Act." 

Word "Person" Construed. 

Sec. 19. The word *' person" as used in this act shall be construed 
to import both the plural and singular, as the case demands, and shall 
include corporations, companies, societies and associations. When con- 
struing and enforcing the provisions of this act, the act, omission or 
failure of any officer, agent or other person acting for, or employed by 
any company, corporation, society or association within the scope of* 
his employment, or office, shall in every case be also deemed to be the 
act, omission or failure of such corporation, company, society or asso- 
ciation, as well as that of the person. 
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Xepeal. 

Sec. 20. Chapter 198 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, and 
ail acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of this act are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 21. This act shall be in force and effect from and after the 
first day of July, 1911.

House Bill No. 140. 
RELATING TO CONSTRUCTION OF COUNTY JAILS. 

AN ACT entitled "An act to amend and re-enact Section 1081 of the Wyoming Com- 
piled Statutes relating to the construction of county jails." 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Provisions Providing For. 

Section 1. That Section 1081 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes be 
and the same is hereby amended and re-enaeted to read as follows : 

** Whenever the Board of County Commissioners of any organized 
county in this state, shall deem it for the best interest of such county to 
have a jail constructed therein, they shall cause plans and specifications 
therefor to be prepared by some competent architect, for a jail, to cost 
not more in any case than twenty-five thousand dollars; and after such 
plans and specifications are prepared, and adopted by the Board of 
County Commissioners, they shall deposit the same in the office of the 
register of deeds for the county, where such plans and specifications 
.shall be open and free to the inspection of any and all persons ; and such 
Board of County Commissioners shall give notice that they will receive 
sealed proposals for the building of such jail, according to such plans and 
specifications, by publication in a newspaper once each week for four 
consecutive weeks in any newspaper published within the county, if 
there by one; if not, then they shall cause at least five such notices to 
be posted in as many of the most public places of the county; such 
notices shall be to the effect that the commissioners will, until a day 
ispecified therein, not less than thirty days from publication of said 
notice, receive sealed proposals for the building of such jail, in whole 
or in parts, as to them shall seem to be for the best interests of the county. 
Proposals shall be handed to the register of deeds for the county, in and 
for which such work is to be performed." 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

House Bill No. 147. 

LIMITATION OF TAX LEVIES— ANNUAL, CITY, TOWN, COUNTY AND 

SCHOOL DISTRICT. 

AN ACT fixing a limitation on annual, city, town, county and school district tax 
levies, and prescribing penalties for the violation of the provisions of this act, 
and repealing Sections 2341 and 2342 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes of 
1910 and all acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

City or Town. 

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for any city or town council, 
or other officer or officers authorized or whose duty it shall be under 
the laws of the state to direct, fix or make any tax levy for city or town 
purposes on the assessed valuation of all taxable property within the 
corporate limits of their respective cities or towns, to hereafter direct,, 
fix or make any such tax levy which will produce a sum of money inereas- 
ing'by more than two per cent, the total produced within their respective 
jurisdictions by the tax levied for town or city purposes for the preceding 
year. Provided, however, that if, in any city or town, it shall be found to 
be unnecessary in any year to raise any revenue for city or town pur- 
poses by direct taxation, no levy shall be made for such purpose, and 
in that case the limitation in this section provided shall thereafter relate 
back to the last preceding year in which a levy was made ; and provided, 
further, that the qualified electors of any city or town may, by direct votfr 
at any general or special election held as provided by law in such city or 
town, authorize for one year a further increase in the levy above the two 
per cent, increase specified in this section, but thereafter the additional 
sums raised by such specially authorized levy shall not be taken into ac- 
count in computing the authorized two per cent, annual increase in the 
levy. 

County Commissioners Limit. 

Sec. 2. The power of the Board of County Commissioners of each 
of the several counties to fix rates of levy annually by means of which 
to create a fund out of which to meet and defray the current expenses of 
the county is hereby limited as follows : 

Assessed Valuation Limit. 

Sec. 3. In any county which has an assessed valuation for the cur- 
rent tax year of four millions of dollars or less, the levy shall not ex- 
ceed seven mills on the dollar of such valuation; and in any county 
which has an assessed valuation for the current tax year of five millions 
of dollars and not less than four millions of dollars the levy shall not 
exceed six and one-half mills on the dollar of such valuation. 

Method of Estimating. 

Sec. 4. In any county which has an assessed valuation for the 
current tax year of more than five million dollars and not in excess of 
twenty million dollars, the maximum levy shall be determined by re- 
ducing the levy of six and one-half mills allowed upon a valuation of 
five million dollars one-tenth of one mill for each one million dollars in 
excess of five million dollars, and any rate of levy so determined shall 
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be the maximum rate of levy for all assessed valuations Which are frac- 
tions of the next higher one million dollars of valuatioin. 

The Same. 

Sec. 6. In any county which has an assessed valuation for the cur- 
rent tax year of more than twenty million dollars, the maximum levy shall 
be determined by reducing the levy of four and one-half mills allowed 
upon a valuation of twenty million dollars one one-hundredth of one mill 
for each one million dollars in excess of twenty million dollars, and any 
rate of levy so determined shall be the maximum rate of levy for all 
assessed valuations which are fractions of the next higher one million 
dollars of valuation. 

Detail Illastration. 

Sec. 6. The limitations of the county current expense tax levies 
as prescribed and fixed in sections three, four, five and six of this act 
are illustrated in detail, as follows: 

The maximum levy for valuations less than $6,000,000 shall be 6.5 
mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $6,000,000 and less than $7,000,- 
000 shall be 6.4 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $7,000,000 and less than $8,000,- 
000 shall be 6.3 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $8,000,000 and less than $9,000,- 
000 shall be 6.2 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $9,000,000 and less than $10,- 
000,000 shall be 6.1 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $10,000,000 and less than $11,- 
000,000 shall be 6 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $11,000,000 and less than $12,- 
000,000 shall be 5.9 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $12,000,000 and less than 
$13,000,000 shall be 5.8 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $13,000,000 and less than 
$14,000,000 shall be 5.7 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $14,000,000 and less than 
$15,000,000 shall be 5.6 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $15,000,000 and less than 
$16,000,000 shall be 5.5 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $16,000,000 and less than 
$17,000,000 shall be 5.4 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $17,000,000 and less than 
$18,000,000 shall be 5.3 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $18,000,000 and less than 
$19,000,000 shall be 5.2 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $19,000,000 and less than 
$20,000,000 shall be 5.1 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $20,000,000 and less than 
$21,000,000 shall be 4.50 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $21,000,000 and less than 
$22,000,000 shall be 4.49 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $22,000,000 and less than 
$23,000,000 shall be 4.48 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $23,000,000 and less than 
$24,000,000 shall be 4.47 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $24,000,000 and less than 
$25,000,000 shall be 4.46 mills. 
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The maximum levy for valuations of $25,000,000 and 
^26,0p0,000 shall be 4.45 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $26,000,000 and 
$27,000,000 shall be 4.44 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $27,000,000 and 
$28,000,000 shall be 4.43 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $28,000,000 and 
$29,000,000 shall be 4,42 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $29,000,000 and 
$30,000,000 shall be 4.41 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $30,000,000 and 
$31,000,000 shall be 4.40 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $31,000,000 and 
$32,000,000 shall be 4.39 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $32,000,000 and 
$33,000,000 shall be 4.38 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $33,000,000 and 
$34,000,000 shall be 4.37 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $34,000,000 and 
$35,000,000 shall be 4.36 mills. 

The maximum levy for valuations of $35,000,000 and 
$36,000,000 shall be 4.35 mills. 

Provided, that if in any county it shall be shown by the Board of 
County Commissioners of such county that the levy authorized by this act 
would not be sufficient to pay the current expenses of such county, or to 
liquidate its floating indebtedness, the Board of County Commissioners 
of such county may supply to the State Board of Equalization for au- 
thority to make a larger levy for the current year and such Board of 
Equalization shall give such authority. This proviso shall apply to the 
year 1911, 1912 and 1913 only. Provided, always, that the Board of 
County Commissioners in each and every county of this state shall not 
expend in any one year, out of the revenue raised for county current ex- 
penses, a sum amounting to more than one-fifth of such revenue for the 
support of the poor and lunatic purposes, and shall not expend for road 
and bridge purposes in any one year a sum amounting to more than one- 
half of the revenue raised for said county current expenses; and pro- 
vided, further, that the qualified electors of any county may, by direct 
vote at any general or special election held as provided by law in such 
county, authorize for one year an increase, not exceeding two mills on 
the dollar valuation, in the levy for county current expenses, over and 
above the maximum levy for such purpose in this act provided, and if so 
authorized then the county board may make such increased levy for the 
year voted upon, and thereafter the limitation of this act shall apply 
unless an increased levy for a particular year shall be voted at another 
election in like manner. 

Oounty School Tax Limit. 

Sec. 7. The authority of the Board of County Commissoiners of 
each county to levy a general school tax, is hereby limited so that the 
board shall not levy in excess of six-tenths of one mill on the dollar upon 
all taxable property in the county. 

County Library Tax Limit. 

Sec. 8. The authority of the Board of County Commissioners of each 
county to levy annually a county library tax, is hereby limited so that 
the board shall not levy in excess of one-fourth of one mill on the dollar 
upon all taxable property in the county. 
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School District Limit. 

Sec. 9. The authority of the qualified electors of any school dis- 
trict at the annual meeting, to vote a tax for school purposes, is hereby 
limited to the extent that no tax shall be voted for such purposes which 
shall be in excess of three and one-half mills upon the dollar of all the 
taxable property of any such school district. Provided, that in no event 
shall any school district levy any greater tax than is reasonably necessary 
for the ensuing school year; and provided, further, that the question 
of an increased levy above the limitation hereinbefore specified may be 
submitted by the district board of any school district to the electors of 
the district at the annual meeting or election, and if so submitted due 
notice thereof shall be given for at least thirty days in advance of such 
election or meeting by posting written or printed notices upon the front 
door of each and every school house in the district and in at least three 
additional public places in the district, and said notice shall state the pro- 
posed increase in the levy, which increase shall not in any case amount 
to more than five mills on the dollar valuation of all the taxable prop- 
erty of the district, making the aggregate levy not to exceed eight and 
one-half mills. If fifty-one per cent of the votes cast at such election or 
meeting shall be in favor of the increased levy, as named in said election 
notice, then the officers charged with levying taxes may make such in- 
creased levy for the year voted upon, and thereafter the limitation of 
this act shall apply, unless an increased levy for a particular year shall 
be voted at another election in like manner; and in all cases where an 
increased levy is voted the school district clerk shall forward to the 
County Clerk aild the County Superintendent, with his certificate of 
the school district levy, his affidavit showing that all of the notices 
herein required to be posted were in fact duly posted at least thirty days 
in advance of the election, and shall also forward a report showing the 
number of votes cast for and against the proposition for an increased 
levy. 

Bonded Debt. 

Sec. 10. This act shall in no way limit the amount of any levy 
necessary to be made for the purpose of paying any bonded debt, judg- 
ment or the interest thereon, against any county, city, town or school dis- 
trict. 

Excess Levy Unlawful — ^Duty of Assessor. 

Sec. 11. Any levy which may be certified to the County Clerk 
in excess of the limitations fixed by this act shall be unlawful, and in any 
such case, it shall be unlawful for the County Clerk or County Assessor 
of any county within the state to enter upon the tax roll of the county 
any such excessive levy; and in case of any such excess in any levy 
it is hereby made the duty of the County Assessor to reduce such levy 
and to extend upon the tax roll only such part thereof as will comply 
with the provisions of this act. 

Misdemeanor. 

Sec. 12. Any member of any board, or other officer who Shall vio- 
late any of the provisions of this act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be fined in any sum not less than one 
hundred dollars or more than five hundred dollars, and shall also bo 
subject to removal from office by a civil action prosecuted by any tax- 
payer. 
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Sepeal. 

Sec. 13. Sections 2341 and 2342 of the Wyoming Compiled Statutes 
of 1910 and all acts or parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 14. This act shall take eflfect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

CHAPTER 107. 

House Bill No. 193. 
THE WYOMING INDUSTRIAL INSTITUTE. 

AN ACT providing for the establishment of a reform institution within the state 
to be known as "The Wyoming Industrial Institute," and making an ap- 
propriation therefor, and providing the means of its location. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Creating. 

Section 1. There shall be established within the state a reform in- 
stitution which shall be known as the ** The Wyoming Industrial Insti- 
tute'' for the custody and discipline of that class of offenders described 
in Chapter 44, Wyoming Compiled Statutes, 1910, and Which may be sen- 
tenced to terms of imprisonment therein by trial courts, in accordance 
with the provisions of said chapter. 

How Maintained — ^Tax Levy. 

Sec. 2. To carry into effect the provisions of this act, it shall be the 
duty of the State Board of Equalization, at the time of making the 
annual tax levy for state purposes for the years 1911 and 1912, to 
direct the various Boards of County Commissioners of the several counties 
of the state to levy upon all taxable property in their respective counties, 
in each of said years, a tax of three-eighths (%) of one mill on each and 
every dollar of the assessed valuation of such property, which tax shall 
be levied, collected and paid to the State Treasurer in the manner pro- 
vided by law for the levying, collecting and payment of other state taxes. 
Such taxes when so collected and paid into the State Treasury shall be 
kept in a separate fund for the Wyoming Industrial Institute and shall 
be applied as provided for by the Legislature. 

Location— Election 1912— All Places Eligible. 

Sec. 3. The location of said Wyoming Industrial Institution shall 
be determined by vote of the people at the general election, to be held 
on the Tuesday next after the first Monday in Novmber, in the year one 
thousand nine hundred and twelve. Every city, town and village in the 
State of Wyoming shall be eligible as a seat for said Wyoming Industrial 
Institute. 

Nomination. 

S^c. 4. Any city, town or village eligible as aforesaid may be nomi- 
nated as a candidate for the seat of said Wyoming Industrial Institute in 
the manner provided by law for the nomination of candidates of public 
oflRcers, to be filled by the electors of the entire state, and a certificate 
of such nomination shall be filed with the Secretary of State in the man- 
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ner and at the time provided by law for certificates of nomination of 
candidates for officers to b^ filled by the electors of the entire state at 
the regular election to be held in November in the year one thousand 
nine hundred and twelve. 

Becretary of State Shall Certify Nominations. 

Sec. 6. The Secretary of State shall certify to the County Clerk 
of each county at the time and in the manner required in the case of 
candidates for office to be filled by the electors of the entire state at the 
regular election to be held in November in the year one thousand nine 
hundred and twelve, a list of all the cities, towns and villages nominated 
as candidates for the seat of said Wyoming Industrial Institute. 

Ballot. 

Sec. 6. The County Clerk of each county shall cause to be printed 
in the official ballots provided for the general election in November, 
one thousand nine hundred and twelve in the manner provided for 
the printing of the names of candidates for public offices the names 
of each city, town and village nominated as a candidate for the seat 
of said Wyoming Industrial Institute as certified by the Secretary of 
State, and shall also cause to be printed on such ballot, opposite the 
names of the candidates for the seat of said Wyoming Industrial Insti- 
tute the words **vote for one'* and at the head of the list of the names 
of said candidates the words, **for seat of the Wyoming Industrial In- 
stitute. ' ' 

How Voted. 

Sec. 7. Each voter shall designate on his ballot at the election afore- 
said, the name of the city, town or village for which he intends to vote 
as the seat of the said Wyoming Industrial Institute in the same manner 
provided by law, for the designation upon such ballot of the names of 
candidates for public offices, for whom he intends to vote. 

-Canvassed and Certified. 

Sec. 8. The votes, so far as relates tp the location of said Wyoming 
Reformatory shall be canvassed and certified in all respects as is pro- 
vided by law for the canvassing and certification of the votes for can- 
didates for public offices voted for by the electors of the entire state. 

Receiving Highest. 

Sec. 9. The city, town or village receiving the highest vote as the 
seat of said Wyoming Industrial Institute shall be the permanent seat 
at or near which the same shall be located ; Provided, however, that any 
and all votes that may be cast for any city, town or village not •eligible, 
as aforesaid, shall not be counted in determining the seat of said Wyo- 
ming Industrial Institute. 

Xegislatnre Prescribes. 

Sec. 10. When the appropriation herein provided becomes suitable, 
the plans and specifications, purchase of site, construction and other 
details with reference to the establishment and administration of said 
institution shall be such as may be prescribed by the Legislature. 

May Make Proposals. 

Sec. 11. The various counties, cities and towns in the state may 
make proposals to the State Board of Charities and Reform of the sale 
or donation to the State of Wyoming of such suitable site or sites for 
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said Wyoming Industrial Institution; Provided, said institution shall 
be located on irrigable land suitable for farming and stock raising pur- 
poses. 

Sec. 12. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved March 1st, 1911. 



CHAPTER 108. ^ 

Senate File No. 104. 
CASUALTY INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

AN ACT providing for the organization of casualty insurance companies; fixing the 
minimum capital stock thereof and the maximum amount such company may 
obligate itself for upon any one risk, and repealing all statutes in conflict 
•with this act. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming: 

Number Kequired to Form. 

Section 1. Any three or more persons, being bona fide citizens and 
residents of this state, may form a corporation to carry on the business 
of casualty insurance upon the accidental death, physical injury or dis- 
ability from accident, or sickness of a person, on the plan of rateable pre- 
mium charges therefor. 

Capital Necessary. 

Sec. 2. When any such company is organized for the purpose of 
providing such insurances, such company shall, before engaging in busi- 
ness, have an actual paid up cash capital, as follows : When the business- 
of such company is limited to the State of Wyoming, a paid up cash 
capital of not less than twenty-five thousand ($25,000.00) dollars; and 
when the business of such company is not limited to the state, a paid 
up cash capital of not less than one hundred thousand ($100,000.00) dol- 
lars ; Provided, that no such company shall obligate itself upon any one 
risk in any such policy of insurance, for any sum in excess of ten per cent 
of its capital stock. 

Repeal. 

Sec. 3. Such companies shall be organized under and subject to 
the provisions of this act and of the general laws of this state governing 
insurance companies in this state, except as is herein otherwise provided ;. 
and all acts, or parts of acts, in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 

Benefits Not Subject to Attachment. 

Sec. 4. The money or other benefit, charity, relief or aid to be 
paid, or provided or rendered by any corporation authorized to do casu- 
alty insurance, shall not be liable to attachment or other process, and 
shall not be seized, taken, appropriated or applied by any legal or 
equitable process, nor by operation of law, to pay any debts or liability 
of a policy or certificate holder, or any beneficiary named therein. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved March 3rd, 1911.

House Bill No. 204. 
GENERAL APPROPRIATIONS. 

AN ACT making appropriations for salaries and contingent expenses of state and 
district officers and employees, and the various state boards and commissions, 
including deficiencies; the support and maintenance of the State Charitable 
and Penal Institutions; support and maintenance of the Wyoming Soldiers* 
and Sailors* Home; the Big Horn Hot Springs Reserve; the branch of the 
Wyoming General Hospital at Casper; and improvements at the State Hos- 
pital for the Insane; militia expense and maintenance of military head- 
quarters ; holding Farmers* Institutes ; redemption of cancelled state warrants ;

Sec. 38. The sum of five thousand dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, to pay all expenses incident to- 
pursuing and apprehending criminals and to suppress any tumult, riot, 
or any body of men acting together with intent to commit felony, or to 
do or offer violence to public or private property, or by force or by 
violence to resist or break the laws of the state, or in case of an Indian 
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outbreak or of any lawlessness beyond the power of the local police 
oflScers to control, for the two years ending March 31, 1913. The Gov- 
ernor may, at his discretion, issue his call to the commanding officer 
of any regiment, battalion, company, troop or battery, to order his 
commands or any part thereof to appear at the time and place therein 
specified, to pursue and apprehend criminals, and to aid in suppressing 
said tumult, riot, mob, invasion or act of lawlessness; provided, how- 
ever, that said expense shall not be unnecessarily incurred, nor on any 
one occasion exceed the amount of five thousand dollars. 

Compensate Chief Clerk House. 

Sec. 39. The sum of thirty-five dollars, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, to compensate Robert G. Taylor as Chief 
Clerk of the House of Representatives of the Eleventh State Legislature 
for completing the records of the said Legislature. 

Compensation Journal Clerk House. 

Sec. 40. The sum of one hundred dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, to compensate E. E. Lewis as 
Journal Clerk of the House of Representatives of the Eleventh State 
Legislature for completing the records in the journal of the said Leg- 
islature. 

Compensate Chief Clerk Senate. 

Sec. 41. The sum of twenty-five dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, to compensate Ezra L. Emery as 
Chief Clerk of the Senate of the Eleventh State Legislature for com- 
pleting the records of the said Legislature. 

Compensate Journal Clerk Senate. 

Sec. 42. The sum of fifty dollars, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, to compensate Flora McGregor as Journal 
Clerk of the Senate of the Eleventh State Legislature, for completing 
the records of the journal of the said Legislature. 

Belief of Water Superintendents. 

Sec. 43. The sum of three hundred dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state 
treasury, not otherwise appropriated, for the contingent expense of the 
Superintendents of Water Divisions, prior to March 31, 1911. 

Printing Tabulated Statements Adjudicated Water Rights. 

Sec. 44. The sum of five hundred dollars, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state trea- 
sury, not otherwise appropriated, for printing tabulated statements of 
adjudicated water rights, said work to be done under the supervision 
and direction of the State Engineer. 

State Game Warden. 

Sec. 45. The sum of thirty-one thousand dollars, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the 
state treasury not otherwise appropriated, to pay the salaries of Assistant 
and Special Assistant Game Wardens, attorney's fees and the contingent 
expenses of the State Game Warden for the two years ending March 
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31, 1913; provided, that not more than seven hund^^ed and fifty dollars 
per annum shall be expended for the State Game Warden's contingent, 
and, provided further, that not more than five hundred dollars per annum 
shall be expended for attorney's fees. 

Horticulture Experiments. 

Sec. 46. There is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state 
treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of two thousand dollars, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary, for the purpose of leaking ex- 
periments in horticulture at the experiment farm at or near Lander, 
during the two years ending March 31, 1913; said experiments shall be 
conducted under the supervision of a commission of three persons, to be 
appointed by the Governor for a period of two years, who shall serve 
without compensation. The funds herein appropriated shall be available 
to meet the expenses incurred in making said experiments, upon vouchers 
approved by a majority of said commission. 

Sftfe for Treaswcer's Office. 

Sec. 47. The sum of one thousand dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the purchase of a burglar proof 
«afe for storing investment bonds and securities and other valuable pa- 
pers, together with other furnishings and fittings for the State Treasur- 
er's office. 

Begistrar af Vital Statistics. 

Sec. 48. The sum of five hundred dollars, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the contingent expense of the 
State Registrar of Vital Statistics, including the purchase of blanks and 
the payment of other expenses necessarily incurred in carrying out the 
provisions of law, for two years ending March 31, 1913. 

FUh, Oame and Bird Law. 

Sec. 49. The sum of three hundred dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, to pay the expense of printing in 
pamphlet form and distributing five thousand copies of the fish, game 
and bird laws of the State of Wyoming, together with any other infor- 
mation which may be deemed useful or valuable concerning the fish, 
gCime and bird interests of the state ; said printing and distributing to 
be done under the direction of the Secretary of State. 

Belief for Live Stock Slaughtered. 

Sec. 60. The sum of sixty-three hundred and forty-six dollars and 
«ixty-six cents, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby ap- 
propriated out of any funds in the state treasury not otherwise appropri- 
ated, to reimburse the following named parties in the amounts designated 
in each case for two-thirds of the appraised value of live stock slaughtered 
by order of the State Veterinarian pursuant to law, to-wit:

Belief John B. Duncan. 

Sec. 63. The sum of ninety-three dollars, • or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, to pay John B. Duncan for services, 
as Assistant State Qame Warden during the month of March, 1909. 

Vault in State Engineer's Office. 

Sec. 64. The sum of two thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may^ 
be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state 
treasury, not otherwise appropriated, for the construction and equip- 
ment of a fire proof vault in the office of the State Engineer in the 
capitol building. 

Agricultural Experiments. 

Sec. 66. The sum of eight thousand dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state 
treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the purpose of conducting 
experiments along agricultural and soil culture lines. One-half of the 
amount appropriated by this section shall be paid yearly during the years 
1911 and 1912 to the manager of the experiment stations of the United 
States Department of Agriculture at Cheyenne, to be expended under 
his direction in equal proportions at the experiment stations at or near 
Cheyenne and New Castle. 

Befund. 

Sec. 67. The sum of two hundred dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state 
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treasury not otherwise appropriat,ed, for the purpose of refunding to 
parties who have made payments to the state, and who are entitled to 
refund of same under the provisions of Section 670, Compiled Statutes 
of 1910. 

Befnnd. 

See. 68. The sum of three hundred dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state 
treasury, not otherwise appropriated, for the purpose of refunding moneys 
to persons entitled to same under the provisions of Section 635, Compiled 
Statutes of 1910. 

Belief William Swinbank. 

Sec. 69. The sum of three hundred sixty-three dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds 
in the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, to reimburse William 
Swinbank for expense incurred in connection with the dipping of diseased 
cattle under the direction of the State Veterinarian. 

Belief Jesse Yoder. 

Sec. 60. The sum of ninety dollars, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds of the state treasury, 
not otherwise appropriated, for the relief of Jesse Yoder for expense 
incurred in dipping six hundred head of cattle at the rate of fifteen 
cents per head pursuant to a contract made with the State Veterinarian. 

Belief Bosina Slagowshi 

Sec. 61. The sum of sixty dollars, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state treasury, 
not otherwise appropriated, for the relief of Rosina ^lagowshi for prop- 
erty burned by order of the State Veterinarian at Lyman, Uinta county, 
Wyoming. 

Belief Wallace HambUn. 

Sec. 62. The sum of three hundred and fifty dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds 
in the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, for the relief of Wal- 
lace Hamblin for property destroyed by order of the State Veterinarian 
near Lyman, Uinta county, Wyoming. 

Belief Hart Hibbard. 

Sec. 63. The sum of one hundred sixty-six dollars and sixty-seven 
cents, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated 
out of any funds in the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, to 
reimburse Mart Hibbard of Kaycee, Wyoming, for two-thirds of the ap- 
praised value of two head of horses killed by order of State Veterinarian. 

Belief John McCoy. 

Sec. 64. The sum of four hundred dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in the state 
treasury, not otherwise appropriated, to reimburse John McCoy of Cam- 
bria, Wyoming, for two-thirds of the appraised value of four head of 
horses killed by order of State Veterinarian. 

Belief of Special Committee. 

Sec. 66. The sum of one hundred and seven dollars and eighty 
cents, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out 
of any funds in the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, to pay 
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the mileage of the special committee .of the Eleventh State Legislature, 
covering trip to Laramie, Wyoming, to inspect the State Fish Hatchery, 
provided that the members of the committee shall furnish receipts to 
the State Auditor for the expenses and mileage incurred by them. 

Auditor Shall Bequire. 

Section 66. In all cases where an appropriation has been made by 
this act for the contingent expenses of any officer, employee, board, or 
commission, the vouchers submited for charges, against such contingent 
f\ind shall not be approved and paid by the State Auditor unless such 
vouchers shall distinctly show, in detail and to the full satisfaction of the 
State Auditor, that the expense has been properly incurred and strictly 
for the benefit of the state in accordance with the duties of the officer,, 
employee, board, or commission in the performance of their duties; 
provided, that the State Auditor may refer any account before the same 
is audited to the State Examiner for investigation and report and such 
officer's findings shall be returned to the Auditor's office with the account 
which shall accordingly be audited, and a copy of such findings shall be 
filed with the Governor. 

Salary Increaaes. 

Sec. 67. In all cases where by act of the Eleventh State Legislature 
the salary of an officer, clerk or employee of the state has been created, 
and such salary or compensation is to take effect upon the passage of 
the act relating thereto, it should be the duty of the State Auditor and 
State Treasurer to pay to the duly qualified officers, clerks and em- 
ployees elected or appointed to such positions, under the provisions of 
such act or acts, such salaries or compensations as are designated therein 
for the period of tijne dating from the date of the approval of the act 
in each case to, and including March 31, 1911, and there is hereby 
appropriated, out of any funds in the state treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated, a sufficient sum in each case, in addition to the amounts 
appropriated for such purposes by this act, to pay the salary or com- 
pensation for such period at the rate designated by law ; provided, that 
nothing in this section shall be so construed as to direct the State 
Auditor and State Treasurer to allow any term officer an increase of 
salary prior to the expiration of the term for which he was elected or 
appointed, or any increase of salary accruing prior to the passage of 
the act increasing the same. 

Sec. 68. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act are hereby repealed, and no money shall be paid out by the 
State Treasurer during the period covered by this act for the purposea 
herein provided in excess of the appropriations hereby made, or other- 
wise specially provided by law. Provided, that in no case can a cer- 
tificate of indebtedness be issued in order to carry into effect any of the 
provisions of this act for which there is an appropriation herein made. 
Provided, further, that nothing in this act shall be construed to limit or 
interfere with any law relating to any building in the state. 

Sec. 69. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after 
its passage. 

March 4, 1911 — ^Approved, save and except the item in Section 2, 
which reads as follows: '*For Secretary State Board of Live Stock 
Commissioners, three thousand dollars," and Sections 10, 15, 51 and Sec- 
tion 56, which were not approved.

SENATE JOINT MEMORIAL NO. 1. 

Memorializing the Congress of the United States to grant to the State of Wyoming 
two million acres of the public lands for the purpose of creating a fund for the 
establishing and maintaining of public roads in the State of Wyoming. 

Be It Resolved by the Senate of the State of Wyoming, the House of Rep- 
resentatives Concurring: 

That the Congress of the United States be memorialized as follows : 

Whereas^, The State of Wyoming is not thickly populated, and the 
means of communication between the several parts of the state not numer- 
ous, and the establishment of inter-county roads, from border to border of 
the state, will be one of the surest means of aiding the material prosperity 
and advancing the settlement of the state; and 

Whereas, The State of Wyoming did not receive grants of land in pro- 
portion to those received by other adjoining states on their admission ; and 

Whereas, The State of Wyoming did not receive grants of land in an 
amount necessary for the support and maintenance of its institutions in 
comparison with the lands granted other states ; 

Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the Congress of the United 
States be requested to enact legislation, granting to the State of Wyoming 
two million acres of the public lands within the boundaries of the said state, 
for the purpose of creating a fund, to be secured through the leasing of the 
said lands, or from the revenue secured from the investment of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of said lands, at not less than ten dollars per acre, the said 
fund to be used solely for the establishment and maintenance and good re- 
pair of a system of public roads within the State of Wyoming. 

Be It Further Resolved, That a certified copy of this memorial be sent 
to each of the members of the congressional delegation from the state in 
Congress, with a request that they employ their best efforts to secure action 
in the premises.

SENATE JOINT MEMORIAL NO. 2. 

Memorial to the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America, 
in Congress assembled. 

Be It Resolved by the Senate of the State of Wyoming, the House of Rep- 
resentatives Concurring: 

Your memorialists, the Eleventh Legislature of the State of Wyoming, 
do ask and request the passage of the bill giving to the survivors of the sol- 
diers who served the United States of America ninety days or more in actual 
service in the Indian wars from 1865 to 1883, the same pensions as the vet- 
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erans of the Civil war and those of the Spanish war are now so justly re- 
ceiving. 

Many of those who participated in these struggles of more hardships 
than ordinarily endured on the field of battle in protecting our frontier from 
savage foes, have passed away, and their survivors are now in need of pro- 
tection from want in their old age, and it is clearly the duty of this great 
government, without exception, to protect and make endurable the lives of 
those who came to the rescue of settlers and their families, and thus made 
possible the civilization and growth of the Great Plains and the Rocky 
Mountain Region, and to give them a serene old age, freed from poverty or 
the bitter bread of dependence.

SENATE JOINT MEMORIAL NO. 3. 

Memorial to the Honorable Secretary of the Interior Department, regarding the man- 
agement of the Yellowstone National Park. 

Be It Resolved by the Senate of the Legislature of the State of Wyoming, 
the House of Representatives Concurring: 

Whereas, The Yellowstone National Park is nature's great wonder 
land, of very great interest to the whole people, and therefore has became 
the summer Mecca of many hundreds of persons, of varied financial condi- 
tions ; and. 

Whereas, It has come to our knowledge that certain concessions have 
been granted therein, which are practically monopolistic of the hotel and 
transportation business, and that said hotels make it a rule not to furnish 
accommodations to such people as see fit to travel in their own convenance, 
or who attempt in any way to enjoy the privileges of the park without pat- 
ronizing the transportation lines; and 

Whereas, Travel by automobile has become quite universal, and as 
safe as by horse and carriage, and the roads in the park are suitable to both 
means of conveyance ; and 

Whereas, The good roads movement is resulting in the building of 
roads through the states surrounding the park, aided and fostered largely, 
by reason of the demand therefor by automobile owners, touring the scenic 
routes through those states to the park; 

Now, therefore, Be It Resolved, That the Honorable Secretary of the 
Interior Department be, and he is hereby respectfully requested to require 
said hotels to be conducted in the interest, and for the accommodation of 
the traveling public, regardless of their means of conveyance in, about or 
through said park, and that said transportation lines be conducted in the 
interest, and for the accommodation of the traveling public, regardless of 
whether or not such travelers patronize said hotels. 

And Be it Further Resolved, That said Secretary be, and he is hereby 
requested to change the rules of the Interior Department regarding the 
present limitation upon means of conveyance which may be used in the park, 
so that automobiles may hereafter be used by the owners thereof, or others, 
in the park. 

The Secretary of State is hereby directed to send a certified copy of 
these resolutions to the Secretary of the Interior Department, and to each 
member of the congressional delegation in Congress, from this state.

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HOUSE JOINT MEMORIAL NO. 1. 

A joint resolution relating to the preservation of big game in the State of Wyoming, 
and memorializing the Congress of the United States to make an adequate 
appropriation, to aid the State of Wyoming in providing winter food for and 
otherwise protecting the big game which range in the National Park and in 
the Jackson Hole region of this state, alternately. 

Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives, the Senate Concurring: 

WhkrEas^ The principal remnant of the big game of the United States, 
comprised of moose, elk and deer, range, alternately, during the winters, in 
the National Park and game reserve and the Jackson Hole section of the 
State of Wyoming, south of the National Park, and 

Whereas, During the winters suffer greatly and perish from famine, 
in large numbers, which could be, in a great measure, prevented, by adequate 
and systematic provision for feeding and protecting them, during storms 
and blizzards ; and 

Whereas, The State of Wyoming has been and is making appropria- 
tions of large sums of money, and using every available means within its 
power to preserve said big game ; and 

Whereas, The sufficient and thoroughly adequate protection of said big 
game is too expensive and burdensome to be borne, alone, by the State of 
Wyoming. 

Therefore, Be It Resolved by the Legislature of the State of Wyoming, 
That the Government of the United States be and is hereby requested to co- 
operate with the State of Wyoming in feeding, protecting and otherwise 
preserving the big game which winters, in great numbers, within the confines 
of the State of Wyoming ; and 

The Congress of the United States is hereby memorialized and re- 
quested to make an adequate appropriation of money, to be used aiding and 
co-operating with the State of Wyoming, in the laudable and desirable ef- 
fort to feed, protect and preserve from extinction the principal remnant of 
the big game of the United States, which range, during the winters, prin- 
cipally, within the territory of the State of Wyoming. 

Be It Further Resolved, That engrossed copies of this memorial and 
request be sent to the President of the United States, to the President of 
the United States Senate, to the Speaker of the United States House of Rep- 
resentatives, and to the Secretary of the Interior, asking their aid in bringing 
the object of this memorial and request before Congress and in securing 
from same an adequate appropriation of public moneys for the noble, humane 
and national purpose herein set forth. 

And Be It Further Resolved, That engrossed copies of this memorial 
and request be sent to the Senators from Wyoming in the Congress of the 
United States, viz : Hons. Clarence D. Clark and Francis E. Warren, and 
our Representative in said Congress, Hon. Frank W. Mondell, asking them 
to use their best efforts to secure favorable action upon the request embodied 
herein.

Be It Resolved by the House of Representatives of the Eleventh State Legis- 
lature of Wyoming, the Senate Concurring:

Memorial to the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States, requesting 
Congress to pass the Mondell bill providing for a parcels post upon the rural 
and star routes of the United States. 

Be It Resolved by the Senate of the State of Wyoming, the House of Rep- 
re sen tatives Con cur ring : 

That the Congress of the United States be memorialized as follows : 

Whereas^ The people of the State of Wyoming are sorely in need of 
quicker, cheaper and more adequate transportation facilities whereby they 
can receive and transmit small packages over the rural and star routes ; and 

Whereas, The Mondell bill, now pending before the Congress of the 
United States, whereby parcels up to eleven pounds may be transmitted over 
said routes for the sum of 25 cents per package, thus offering greatly in- 
creased accommodations to our people, appears to promise just the relief 
desired. Therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Congress of the United States is hereby earnestly 
petitioned to pass the said parcels post bill ; and be it further 

Resolved, That a certified copy of this memorial be sent to the United 
States Senators and Representatives in Congress from Wyoming.

SENATE JOINT MEMORIAL NO. 5. 

RELATING TO CONSERVATION. 

Memorializing the Congress of the United States to enact such legislation relative to 
the several subjects of conservation as shall remove the present existing 
hindrances to the proper progress and development of the West. 

Be It Resolved by the Senate of the State of Wyoming, the House of Rep- 
resentatives of Said State Concurring: 

Whereas, There is a great diversity of natural resources in the coun- 
try lying west of the Missouri river, and there exists numerous varying 
natural conditions affecting the proper development of these resources, by 
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reason of which general blanket statutes and departmental rules cannot be 
applied without resulting in a great detriment to the development, and hard- 
ship and injustice to the denizen and developer of the West, such varying 
condtions, existing even within state boundaries, and which canditions are, 
and can only be understood by the actual residents and workers within the 
particular territory by nature so conditioned ; and 

Whereas, A vast territory has been segregated and set aside as forest 
reserves, upon which no tree ever grew, or ever will, or can be grown, and 
unreasonable departmental rules, promulgated and enforced, relative 
thereto, whereby a vast acreage of grazing and agricultural land is rendered 
valueless for home building and the production of meats and wool, de- 
structive fires being the natural result of the unutilized grasses of these re- 
serves, said fires would be prevented by the passage of these lands into pri- 
vate ownership ; and 

Whereas, By reason of the indiscriminating departmental rules, the 
homesteader, prospector and developer are practically, and often entirely 
and in fact, debarred from prosecuting his proper, worthy and useful occu- 
pation for the benefit of himself, the community and posterity ; and 

Whereas, Under the present conditions, existing by reason of the re- 
cent conservation withdrawals of oil, coal and other lands and power sites, 
all development and even use of these resources for the benefit of this sec- 
tion of the country at large, is practically precluded, and thereby great in- 
justice, loss of money — in many instances financial run — and expensive liti- 
gation has been forced upon our people ; and 

Whereas, We, the builders of these Western commonwealths, believe 
in the proper conservation of these natures resources, but on such lines as 
will insure their development, their proper, economical and unmonopolized 
use now and hereafter ; 

Now, Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the Congress of the United 
States is hereby memoriaHzed and requested to enact such legislation as will 
relieve and correct the errors and mistakes herein set forth, and most 
earnestly do hereby recommend that all the natural resources in the Western 
states be given, under proper restrictions and conditions, to the state 
wherein they are situated, so they may be under the supervision of those 
on the ground, who are experienced in the many and diversified conditions 
there prevailing, and so they shall not be subjected to the unknowing, in- 
experinced and uninterested control of those living at a distance from the 
scene of action, or who are sent here as agents without knowledge of their 
supposed sphere of action. 

Be It Further Resolved* That the Secretary of State be instructed to 
send a copy of this memorial to each of our Representatives in Congress.
